Republicans blame it all on the Democrats, while outraged activists flirt 
with censorship

Things have a through-the-looking-glass 
quality a lot of the time around here (at the 
Chronicle, in Austin, and in America), even 
when things are calm, but current events have 
stretched my brain to near-bursting. 

Republican politicians and pundits rou- 
tinely attack the Democrats by pointing out 
that if they come to power, they’ll raise taxes 
and wreck the economy. 

Okay. 

Bush passed massive tax cuts for the very 
wealthiest Americans at the beginning of 
his administration, but in many cases, those 
cuts have gradually increased over the years 
- which means not only are they the cuts as 
originally passed, but they are now deeper 
than they used to be. Yet the economy is not 
thriving as promised. 

Claiming that increasing taxes will harm 
the economy seems disingenuous, as the 
economy is in terrible shape despite the pas- 
sage of the cuts. The decrease in tax revenue, 
the insane spending of the Congress, and the 
Iraq war have resulted in massive deficits. 
The Democrats are not being reasonably 
indicted but instead damned by sleight-of- 
hand demagogy. 

If the Republicans had spent the first six 
years of the Bush administration acting like 
Republicans, it would be one thing, but 
instead their spending was so outrageous 
and excessive it made drunken sailors look 
restrained and responsible. 

Now, the perception of “taxes” might make 
the bogeyman seem like a family pet, but 
at some point or another, all that borrowed 
money is going to have to be paid back. This 
is not because of the Democrats. 

The Republicans have also spent a long 
time railing against regulation. By gutting 
different parts of the government, they were 
going to prove their point. And they have. 


Right now, this country is in an economic 
crisis because of our outsized debt and 
the enormous failures resulting from the 
underregulated subprime mortgage market. 
The dollar is falling for any number of rea- 
sons, but these have to be two of the more 
important ones. 

If McCain is elected, who do you think his 
economic advisers will be? And one has to 
wonder why the plan to save Social Security 
by allowing private investment in the stock 
market instead is no longer being discussed. 

Currently, many of the Republican mem- 
bers of Congress are taking to the floor (even 
though Congress is not in session and the 
lights are off) to denounce the Democrats 
for not yet passing an energy bill. During the 
six years they controlled the two branches of 
government responsible for legislation, the 
Republicans did not pass an energy package 
that would in any way address the problems 
this country is now facing. 

Quite dishonestly, the Republicans are cham- 
pioning any and all drilling in this country to 
help solve the current crisis. I’ve yet to find any 
source, regardless of its politics, that claims 
this new drilling would result in increasing oil 
and gas supplies in fewer than five years; most 
estimate it would take from seven to, for some 
of the fields, as many as 15. 

There has been an interesting but, as usual, 
overly vitriolic discussion on this topic in the 
Chronicle forums. One person’s post pointed 
out that just legislating to allow the drilling 
would immediately result in a lower price for 
oil. Given that some experts expect that price 
to tumble soon, while others think it will 
continue to rise, this is anybody’s guess. Still, 
I hadn’t really thought about the PR effect on 
the price, which is likely. 

If our beloved Republican legislators did 
not state that this drilling would salve wounds 


sooner than is at all possible, claim that it 
would dramatically affect supply and price 
at the pumps, or declare this an important 
step toward energy independence, it might be 
easier to take them seriously. Again, I’ve yet to 
find an authority that states that this drilling 
will significantly affect supply and cost or that 
it will lead us to energy independence. The 
Republicans are falling over themselves to try 
to sell a bill of goods to the American voter. 
One can hardly blame them; it’s worked so 
many times before for them. 

There is a very small group that would 
immediately profit from expanded national 
drilling: gas and oil industry executives. The 
rest of us would have to wait to see if most of 
us would reap any significant benefits. 

Karl Rove brags that the Bush administra- 
tion has spent more money on researching 
alternative sources of energy than any previ- 
ous administration. This may well be true, 
but too much of that money has gone toward 
ethanol, while a whole other range of options, 
from solar energy to energy conservation, 
either saw tremendous cuts in funding or 
were simply ignored. 

The horse is not only out of the barn; it is 
in the house, breaking furniture. 

This is not to praise the Democrats or 
admire them as principled and conscien- 
tious. On this issue, there are too many 
hypocrites in every direction. Still, there are a 
number of reasons I heap more abuse on the 
Republicans. They were in complete control 
of the government for six years. Republicans 
did not act or legislate like Republicans. 
When speaking of issues they failed to tackle 
or have been proven wrong about, they now 
act as though those problems all came into 
being in November 2006. 

Given that we live in a time when Luddites 
are honored as visionaries and hysterics treated 


as reasonable, I hesitate to point out that 
nuclear power has to be considered as one of 
our power options. Recently, France had some 
trouble with its nuclear power plants in general, 
as well as some recent crises, but with power 
generation, this is to be expected. Unlike this 
country, where most of the plants were built 
with different design plans, France used two 
basic designs. Thus, engineers who are walking 
into a plant for the first time are familiar with 
its workings, and a problem solved at one plant 
can be applied across the country. 

There are those who regard nuclear power 
as inherently evil and dangerous, but given 
the world the way it is, power is necessary, 
and all sources need to be considered. 

On a similar and similarly sacrosanct sub- 
ject: Since Gregor Mendel’s work in the late 
19th century (and with its influence spread- 
ing in the early 20th), there has been genetic 
engineering of crops. It used to be done by 
hand, of course, though now international 
corporations are doing it with chemicals on 
a much vaster scale. Certainly, some of the 
hybrids might be dangerous, but a lot of them 
might not be. 

I have to say, nothing quite warms the 
heart like seeing angry American protest- 
ers denouncing Monsanto and the other 
companies involved, so certain of the truth 
that they are demanding that research and 
development be stopped now. One would 
have thought U.S. paternalism toward the 
Third World might have eased a bit, but 
obviously these righteous folks know what is 
best: They seem to be willing to sacrifice the 
health and well-being of many peoples in the 
name of organic sanity and against corporate 
genetic engineering. 

Finally, I must admit that I despair over the 
continued reaction of bicyclists to Stephen 
Moser’s column. Making a joke about bicy- 
clists is not the same as yelling “fire” in a 
crowded theatre. That many bicyclists have 
seen their fellows crippled and killed is tragic, 
but the personal should not be used as a pub- 
lic standard for what topics are inappropriate 
in public discourse. 

Given very similar dynamics but radically 
different topics, I’m willing to bet that almost 
everyone who came out in favor of censoring 
or firing Moser at one time or another has 
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been shocked because some group whose ide- 
ology they don’t share (or actively oppose) has 
demanded a voice be silenced, that someone 
be fired or censored, because of what he or she 
has said or written. They are outraged because 
they don’t share the same prejudices. Maybe 
these bicycling advocates are not offended 
by homosexuality, sexuality, radical politics, 
anti-religious fervor, or other topics that have 
drawn the threat of censorship. But the issue 
is not the topic; the issue is that censorship 
should never be an easy and convenient tool 
for silencing what other people feel shouldn’t 
be said. 

Censorship is censorship. Words are 
words, and actions are actions. An attack on 
speech (I’m not citing the Bill of Rights here 
but the sane, natural laws of a free society) is 
unacceptable except under the most extreme 
circumstances - and, even given those, deci- 
sions should be deeply debated and not casu- 
ally accepted. 

Pretending that what Moser wrote was 
inciting people to violence or creating danger 
for bicyclists is absurd. Even if they feel so 
threatened, engaging in outrage, discussion, 
and debate are readily available responses. 
But by coyly claiming the words themselves 
are dangerous, that death is not an appropri- 
ate subject for humor, that Moser should be 
censored or fired is to demand a precedent 
the consequences of which none of us would 
like to see. ■

The people of Austin would do well to seriously consider the 
guest post recently printed regarding the undesirability of attending 
live music Downtown [“Reader Comments of the Week,” Aug. 1]. 

For a case study, take the Deep Ellum district of downtown Dallas 
as an example. On a recent trip to this once vibrant art and music 
mecca, I was struck by the empty storefronts, darkened clubs, and 
sheer magnitude of drug dealers, pimps, and other undesirables 
shuffling through the streets devoid of revelers. According to friends 
in the area, it seems that the wrong kind of clubs brought the wrong 
kind of people to the area, several incidents of violence occurred, and 
the art and music lovers simply refused to attend. Now Deep Ellum 
is pure urban blight, populated by a small minority of hangers-on, 
attempting to weather the downturn. Most aren’t faring that well. 

If Austin truly wants to revitalize and preserve our Downtown musi- 
cal heritage, we should give strong incentives for live music and art, 
such as providing tax breaks and historical zoning, waiving noise 
violations in certain circumstances, and taking steps to control or 
subsidize ever-rising rents for established music venues. Perhaps 
steps could also be taken to discourage the turn-and-burn, 1-dollar- 


you-holler bars that bring the undesirables out of the woodwork while 
providing no cultural product to speak of, save drunkenness. It also 
wouldn’t hurt to provide safe parking and transportation in the area. 
More arrogant, Orwellian, never-see-’em-again cops on horses won’t 
solve our problems, but a few on foot near the 1-35 bridge, at the bus 
stops, and a few veteran police assigned to permanent “business liai- 
son” positions in consistent problem areas might just do the trick. 

Decades ahead of their time, the Grateful Dead sang, “the 
people in Deep Ellum got them Deep Ellum blues.” That’s not the 
kind of blues we want on Sixth Street, is it? But that’s just what 
we’re gonna have if we don’t take steps now.

> CAP METRO DRIVER GETS JOB BACK A federal 

labor arbitrator overturned the dismissal of 
Capital Metro driver Travis Cornelius, who was 
fired in 2006 for allegedly making harassing 
phone calls to Cap Metro President Fred 
Gilliam shortly after a one-day strike in 2005. 
Following the strike, Gilliam was the target of 
anonymous harassment, including a note 
signed “ATU Commandos” threatening to ship 
Gilliam “back to Houston in a pine box.” The 
Austin Police Department opened an investiga- 
tion into the case, and the first lead came when 
an anonymous caller left a message on Gilliam’s 
machine instructing him to “eat shit and die.” 
APD traced the call to a pay phone along 
Cornelius’ route, pinpointed the time based on 
the caller ID, and gathered enough probable 
cause for an arrest warrant. Upon Cornelius’ 
arrest, StarTran, which manages Cap Metro driv- 
ers, discharged him. But Cornelius was exonerat- 
ed when it was found that at the time the call 
was placed, he was clocking out 20 miles away. 
Union leaders claim Cornelius, an outspoken 
union activist, was the target of retaliation for 
union activity, but the arbitrator said there was 
not sufficient evidence to support this claim. The 
arbitrator ruled that StarTran denied Cornelius 
due process and “arbitrarily acted on incomplete 
information.” Cornelius will be reinstated with 
back pay. - Justin Ward 

> OPPONENTS MOBILIZE AGAINST SH 29 

BYPASS On Aug. 4, Williamson County’s steam- 
roller streak took a hit, as hundreds of citizens 
seeing red over the planned expansion of State 
Highway 29 wore red to a raucous “open 
house” hosted by county commissioners Cynthia 
Long and Valerie Covey. At issue is a multilane 
SH 29 bypass, proposed by the Commissioners 
Court, that would be constructed either to the 
north or south of Liberty Hill. Two groups 
opposing the road plan - Keep 29 Local and 
LibertyHIIIRiver.org, which advocates keeping 
the San Gabriel River countryside unspoiled by 
asphalt - pronounced the Wear Red campaign 
a success. According to one report from the 
event, when the audience was asked how many 
were opposed to both of the proposed routes, 
the entire crowd stood up. The mounting flap 
over the dubbed “Highway to Nowhere” could 
signal a shift in the political winds, too, as some 
WilCo GOP incumbents face Democratic oppo- 
nents in November. - Patricia J. Ruland

The Cost of Community 

The city budget is where Austin decides how to live

Although I promise myself annually that this 
year I’m really going to get my arms around the city 
budget - no doubt you made the same New Year’s 
resolution - here it is the middle of budget season, 
with the departmental presentations beginning this 
week, and I’ve barely managed to skim the execu- 
tive summaries. We’ve already danced the 
annual ritual two-step: 1) “We’re $20 
million in the hole!” - accompanied by 
the gnashing of teeth and the rending 
of garments (especially at the Daily Bat 
Cave), followed a few weeks later by 
2) “Move along, there’s nothing to see 
here,” when perfectly predictable adjust- 
ments in the available revenue provide 
a balanced budget, which the City Council 
then tweaks in response to public hearings. That’s 
where things stand now, and judging from the pre- 
vailing winds, the first tweak is likely to be to the 
trash cans (see “City Hall Hustle,” p.16). 

That’s not to say we’re rolling in dough. As the 
heavily mortgaged, war-drugged national economy 
continues to founder and spiking gas prices cut 
into disposable income, last year’s optimistic local 
revenue projections (especially of sales-tax receipts) 
failed to hit their marks. (On the other hand, 
Austin’s growth and still-rising property values, very 
mixed blessings both, generate increased tax revenue 
even at a lowered tax rate.) The estimated increase 
in 2008-09 expenditures ($48 million) outstripped 
the anticipated revenue increase ($27.4 million), 
leaving a roughly $20.6 million “deficit” - the gap 


now semiofficially closed by cuts or adjustments in 
the various city departments. 

Not all of those cuts will be equally welcome. The 
Austin Police Department came up with $1.5 million 
by abandoning its “80%” shift-staffing rule, which 
had cost a headline bundle in overtime - now offi- 
cers will be deployed “based on . . . demand and 
crime statistics.” Parks & Recreation saved 
$1.6 million by not filling 24 vacant posi- 
tions - according to the city, roughly 5% 
of the department’s entire personnel. (If 
you spend much time in the parks, you 
probably won’t consider that reduction 
a great idea.) Another $5.5 million was 
cut in administrative and technology sup- 
port (a broad category), and adjustments 
in affordable-housing operating funds (made 
possible in part by the citizens bond vote last year) 
saved $1.4 million - although that move may get 
strict scrutiny at council. 

And so on. All of the city’s employees will feel the 
pinch, thanks to only a 2.5% raise (instead of a pro- 
jected 3.5%), and even that bump is delayed until 
December. The city calls that “corporate savings,” 
but I call it our public employees’ contribution to 
the general welfare. 

Penny-Wise ... 

None of this is set entirely in stone, but it is mosdy tin- 
kering around the margins of a $620.7 million General 
Fund budget that is itself just a subset of the $2.8 billion

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> EDUCATION AGENCIES BRAWL OVER GRANTS The Texas 

State Teachers Association and the Texas Education 
Agency will square off in court on Monday for an injunction 
hearing over the distribution of the agency’s dropout recovery 
grant funds to two nonprofit programs and a San Antonio-area 
private school. TSTA has called the grants an effort to shift 
funding from worthy public schools to private schools. That 
would be illegal if these were funds set aside to pay for public 
education; instead, they’re dollars out of the state’s general rev- 
enue fund. TSTA calls the grants an effort to institute vouch- 
ers. Education Commissioner Robert Scott has denied the 
charges. Start-up money is set to go out to the various recipi- 
ents on Aug. 18. Austin Independent School District was 
one of the public school applicants rejected for the $6 million 
grant fund. - Kimberly Reeves 

> NO MORE BROWNSVILLE BORDER WALL With both parties 

illustrating the adage “if you can’t beat ’em, join ’em,” the U.S. 
Department of Homeland Security has struck a deal with 
the University of Texas at Brownsville and Texas 
Southmost College to halt condemnation of university proper- 
ty recently pegged as the site of another leg of the controver- 
sial DHS border wall. In a July 31 press release from UTB/TSC, 
university President Juliet Garcia said that the agreement will 
serve “mutual interests.” Indeed, UTB/TSC will keep its land 
and face no more court action initiated by DHS to slice off 180 
acres of campus property with an 18-foot wall; in return UTB/ 
TSC will raise the height of a current fence from 6 feet to 10 
feet and outfit it with “high-tech devices,” according to a report 
by the Rio Grande Guardian. In addition, both sides will jointly 
operate a new campus center to be built for the study of border 
issues, which will include a laboratory for testing new security 
and infrastructure technology. - PJ.R. 

> BOARDS AND COMMISSIONS APPOINTEES ANNOUNCED 

With a new City Council come new boards and commissions 
appointments, making the normally brief reading of appointees 
to the city’s B&C system a long-winded yarn at City Council last 
week. Among the bold-faced names read into the record: Austin 
NAACP President Nelson Linder, newly appointed to the African 
American Resource Advisory Commission; Lone Star Cab found- 
er Solomon Kassa, reappointed to the Commission on 
Immigrant Affairs; Democratic activist and campaign consultant 
Amy Everhart to the Commission for Women; City Council can- 
didate Allen Demling to the Urban Transportation Commission; 
long-serving Betty Baker, reappointed to Zoning and Platting, 
along with fellow member Clarke Hammond; Donna Tiemann 
followed as ZAP’s new appointee. Most notably, Shudde Fath 
was reappointed to the Electric Utility Commission, where she 
has served since 1977. “Shudde was one of the original mem- 
bers of that commission,” said Mayor Will Wynn. - Wells Dunbar 

> RG4N AND WAL-MART 
MAKE NICE It’s not 
quite a peace accord, but 

Responsible Growth for 
Northcross has pledged to work cooperatively with Lincoln 
Property Co. on new plans for a scaled-back Wal-Mart. In an 
e-mail sent out this week, RG4N announced it would be meeting 
with Lincoln this week and noted that some members had been 
critical of such an approach. The board, however, considered 
cooperation to be the best direction, at least until a revised site 
plan is filed with the city. The scaled-back Wal-Mart will be just 
under 100,000 square feet, with no parking garage and fewer 
trees cut down, according to the e-mail. RG4N has scheduled a 
public meeting for Aug. 21, 7pm, at St. Louis Catholic Church’s 
Wozniak Hall, 7601 Burnet Rd., to discuss the new plans. - K.R.

Gas, Water, and Trash 


No one rides for free by wells dunbar 

Is there a more trite expression of resource-based geopolit- 
ical woes than that old 5 o’clock news standby, “Pain at the 
Pump”? Maybe John McCain’s dim mantra, “Drill Here, Drill 
Now,” but that’s it. (While more truthful, “Build the rigs now 
so we can drill sometime in my first term, then sell it to 
China,” just doesn’t have the same ring.) 

Sure, the country’s armed forces are overextended halfway 
around the world, having overseen the ransacking and destruc- 
tion of the Fertile Crescent, the cradle of civilization - but have 
you seen what it costs to fill my Hummer H3 lately? Not to 
impugn people’s very real economic woes, but the oceanic dis- 
connect between our resource 
woes and personal economic inse- 
curities is rarely communicated in 
such pithy sound bites. 

I bring this up because every- 
one is feeling the pinch - includ- 
ing your friends at Solid Waste 
Services. SWS, the Austin Water 
Utility, Department of Aviation 
(overseeing the Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport), the Austin 
Convention Center, and the 
Austin Convention and Visitors 
Bureau are delivering their reces- 
sion-ready presentations to City 
Council today, as part of the 
2008-09 annual budget. 

Solid Waste’s proposal, contain- 
ing the lintiest of pocketbook 
issues - a proposed increase in 
trash fees - has generated lots of 
discussion. Mostly negative: As 
Solid Waste Advisory Commissioner 
Rick Cofer put it, “A one-time 40 
percent increase is beyond the pale. 

Canally, noting the increase comes in at a little less than 40%, 
points to another appearance of that figure: that SWS’ fuel costs 
rose by 40% this year. “Without a rate increase,” Canally says, 
“they wouldn’t have enough money for their operations.” It gets 
even more dire, according to SWS spokeswoman Jill Mayfield; she 
says SWS projects a 69% fuel cost increase next year. But it’s

not just gas; the city’s growth is simi- 
larly stretching the department’s capa- 
bilities. “The area we serve is larger 
than it has been in the past,” says Mayfield. 

“In 1995, Solid Waste served a little over 127,000 households. 
Currently, we service almost 167,000 households - that’s like a 
30% increase.” After nearly 12 years, she says, “We’ve gotten to 
the point where we can’t go any longer without a rate increase.” 
Seems like trash is feeling a little compacted, too. But 
why worry about peak oil’s effect on the economy when 
there’s a much more terrifying resource shortage prospect? 

While the Solid Waste proposal has gar- 
nered much notice, another increase is 
on tap - this time for water. Weighted 
hikes in water (9.7%) and wastewater 
fees (4.5%) equal a combined 7% rate 
increase, bumping an average custom- 
er’s bill up $4.25 a month, from about 
$59 to $63 a month. But a financial 
forecast work-session presentation 
from May reminds us this year’s 
increase is but one - the largest - in a 
series of planned increases over five 
years to 2013 - resulting in a com- 
bined increase of 25% when all is said 
and done. Not surprising when you note 
the utility’s got a staggering $1.47 bil- 
lion in capital improvement projects 
(one-time, major construction projects) 
in the pipeline. While $623.8 million, or 
42%, goes to rehab of existing pipes 
and such, the bulk, $849.7 million, 
goes to new infrastructure, like Water 
Treatment Plant No. 4, with the con- 
troversial project being personally 
responsible for $353 million of that total. 

Without putting too fine a point on it, the problems afflict- 
ing the entire country are the ones making the 2009 budget 
such a downer - the bad news not just reflected in gas prices 
but, more broadly, the clamoring for ever-dwindling resources 
from an ever-growing crowd. 

Get ready kids, because it’s just beginning.

all-funds budget, which includes Austin Energy, 
Austin Water Utility, Austin-Bergstrom Airport, 
etc. I haven’t even mentioned the cuts that have 
already raised public eyebrows: reallocation in 
the libraries to increase security but cut hours, 
flatlining road maintenance that would push 
the city further behind on its 10-year goals, the 
nearly 40% boost in trash fees. There’s been 
some public grumbling on all these issues from 
council members, and we can expect to hear 
more uneasiness - and probably some adjust- 
ments - during the public hearings (see “City 
Hall Hustle,” p.16). 

More contentious matters are yet to come, 
some not to be resolved in one budget cycle. 
The 2% “public safety premium” for police 
officers and firefighters seems already a casualty 
of tough times, but the unions have indicated, 
understandably, they won’t 
simply wave it away - how- 
ever loud the howling from 
the Bat Cave. Their initial 
police contract request is a 
3% raise, hardly outrageous 
in comparison to the 2.5% 
budgeted for all employees, 
but whatever the final num- 
ber, it’s unlikely to bust the 
city’s parameters. 

More intriguing is what 
happens to the public 
safety staffing numbers 
over the next several years. 

As Jordan Smith reported 
(“APD: Jail first, questions 
later?” July 25), for inexplicable 
reasons the APD brass has resisted 
implementing the “cite and release” state 
law for low-level offenses that would not only 
reduce the number of publicly burdensome 
arrests but save millions in enforcement dol- 
lars. The public safety unions have previously 
declared a priority, over salary raises, of staff 
increases to serve an expanding population. 
Is the city administration at least attempting 
to respond to the same priority? 

Community Values 

It’s those larger questions that best reflect 
the city’s long-term values, and it’s worth 
reminding ourselves annually that “public 
safety” writ large - APD, firefighting, emer- 
gency medical services, Airport and Park 


Police, and municipal courts - consumes 
two-thirds of the General Fund budget. 
Setting aside water and power (which we 
pay for separately) and miscellaneous fund 
transfers, that leaves a paltry 20% or so for 
those amenities like libraries, parks, public 
health, planning and zoning, watershed pro- 
tection - all the things that make community 
fife livable and engaging, as opposed to just 
survivable. Over the long term, we haven’t 
established a very civilized balance. 

As she was contemplating her final bud- 
get earlier this year, retiring Mayor Pro Tern 
Betty Dunkerley let slip the dirty secret of 
Austin’s finances: “We have too low a tax 
rate for a city this size.” Much of that con- 
striction is structural and out of the coun- 
cil’s hands - the Legislature devolves what 
should be primarily state 
expenses (public schools, 
higher education, public 
health) downward onto the 
cities, and then legally 
hamstrings municipal 
government from 
establishing prop- 
erty-tax rates that 
respond to those 
broader public 
needs. (Schools 
garner nearly 60% 
of the local prop- 
erty tax bill; the 
city, about 20%. ) But 
Austin city councils have 
been historically gun-shy of 
establishing tax rates that fully 
respond to the city’s rapidly expanding 
needs, preferring instead to rely on rising 
property values and regular bond elections to 
patch the holes in what should be a centrally 
sound income stream. 

That sleight of hand works, sort of, as long 
as those property values keep climbing and 
the voters remain supportive of broader com- 
munity concerns. But Austin is hardly 
immune to the housing bubble now bursting 
all over the country. And if you want to see 
the limits of council’s cut-now, tax-later 
approach to budgeting, just watch the next 
few weeks of budget hearings and the steady 
stream of citizen concerns and real public 
needs that will certainly go begging. ■

Driving' CAMPO 

An interview 
with Kirk Watson

Kirk Watson is attempting what no one has 
done before. 

Since January 2007, the former Austin mayor, 
state attorney general candidate, Chamber of 
Commerce president, and now state senator 
has been chair of the Transportation Policy 
Board of the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization. Through CAMPO, Watson is 
tackling comprehensive transportation and 
land-use planning for the entire region. 

The need is pressing. A recent study by 
Envision Central Texas identified three top 
citizen concerns: improving the transportation 
system, the lack of planning resources, and the 
need for greater coordination on regional issues. 
‘Across the board, there was a strong sense that 
linking economic, land use, and transportation 
planning is essential,” noted the report. 

At CAMPO, Watson has been working to trans- 
form the politics and process of regional trans- 
portation planning, most apparent in his creation 
of the paradigm-shifting CAMPO Transportation 
Investment Decision Tree. The tree requires an 
open public process: First establish project ben- 
efits, then costs, then financing, all in a broader 
context of regional planning for growth. 

Watson has also initiated a shift in the 
way CAMPO develops its federally mandated 
25-year plans. In crafting its 2035 plan, the 
Metropolitan Planning Organization is now 
combining land-use planning with comprehen- 
sive transportation planning. Toward that end, 
the agency will gather public input at a mini- 
mum of four public meetings in Travis, Hays, 
and Williamson counties. The next CAMPO 
board meeting is Monday, Aug. 1 1 . 

Recently we visited with Watson to talk 
about CAMPO. The following highlights of 
our conversation are edited for brevity and 
clarity; a longer version of the interview is 
posted online at austinchronicle.com. 


Austin Chronicle: You’ve stated that as chair ; 
your mission is to put the “P” for “planning" 
back in CAMPO. What substantive changes 
have you led? 

Kirk Watson: What we started last year was 
a process of trying to think of transportation 
planning differently. That includes a thought- 
ful, rational, fact-based process on getting to 
decisions about what ought to be put into 
our long-range plans and our TIPs - the 
short-term Transportation Improvement 
Program. You’ve seen that evolving even fur- 
ther with what we’re trying to do with the 
Transit Working Group. ... 

With our new approach to the 2035 plan, 
the CAMPO board was very pleased to see 
that regional planning for growth is now part 
of everything we’re doing. It will be the first 
time that a clear growth concept for all of 
Central Texas has ever, I think, been ratified 
- put into any public document, by any organi- 
zation, other than maybe Envision Central 
Texas. What I’m proud of is we’re not just tin- 
kering on the edges; we’re going to make 
land-use planning a real part of the bible doc- 
ument that’s the 2035 plan. 

AC: Why should the average citizen care what 
CAMPO is doing? 

KW: Here’s the good news: I think we’re on 
track to begin doing a better job of address- 
ing the issues that this region is going to 
need to address, for quality of life. Clearly 
mobility, clearly congestion - and then 
those take on other things, such as air 
quality. My plan is to see this MPO become 
much more involved in the aspect of air 
quality. Land-use planning - you’re going to 
see us much more involved in that. 

Hopefully, over the long haul, all of those 
things will translate into an enhancement - 
or at least a protection, to avoid a diminu- 
tion - of our quality of life. 


AC: The Legislature wasn’t ready to pass the 
SH 130 legislation you sponsored. Do you see 
that changing by the next session? 

KW: My guess is that you’re going to see a 
change in this issue about planning. The 
rural counties, and maybe even Hill Country- 
type counties - not just the traditional 
urban counties, like Travis County - will 
start saying: “Whoa! Our quality of life is 
going to be significantly damaged if we 
don’t have better planning tools.” I think 
when that starts bubbling up, you’re going 
to see a change. But it’s going to have to 
come from those locally elected officials 
and less from urban counties. 

AC: During the toll-road debate , we saw a 
clear split between an Austin-centric , urban 
point of view and a suburban-rural point of 
view. Many in Austin believe that’s led to a mis- 
guided prioritization of roadways over transit. 
KW: If we’re all doing our job on the board, 
we’re trying to make decisions for the overall 
region. Now as human beings, we may not 
always succeed in that regard, but I think it’s 
a strength to have a whole lot of divergent 
points of views and make sure they are all 
heard. ... One of the values of having those 
diverse points of view on the MPO Policy 
Board is that they can be very helpful to us 
in figuring out what planning tools might 
meet their needs - as opposed to urban 
folks saying “OK, here’s what’s going to meet 
your needs.” You get those divergent voices, 
and they become part of creating an overall 
regional plan. 

AC: How does the kind of comprehensive 
regional planning you advocate differ from 
what CAMPO has done historically? 

KW: My feeling is that, in the past, there has 
not been a more systemic, thoughtful 
approach - where you set more goals than 
just “getting a project on the ground.” We 
need to be setting goals for things like how 
that project plays into growth patterns and 
where we want growth to go, how it plays a 
role in air quality, and other benefits that 
might make a difference. What I hope to see 
is exactly that - a more systemic planning pro- 
cess and not just an aggregation of projects. 


AC: Where does the Envision Central Texas vision 
fit with CAMPO’s long-range planning work? 

KW: With this new approach to the 2035 
plan, we’ve expressly laid out that we’ll try to 
translate the ECT vision into a regional 
framework for land use and transportation. 
We’re going to take extensive analysis and 
input from various jurisdictions and the pub- 
lic and identify key activity centers where the 
region should work collectively to support 
increased density, mixed-use, transportation- 
oriented development - things like that. 

AC: Exactly how do you plan to tackle the 
regional “vision thing’’? 

KW: What you’re going to start seeing com- 
ing out of CAMPO, and the Transit Working 
Group, is a process for making decisions in a 
more rational way. It’s now evolving. I think 
ultimately you’ll see that Decision Tree uti- 
lized for all transportation decisions. Like 
last year, when I was telling TxDOT: “You’re 
not going to get everything you want in our 
long-range plan.” ... I keep using the example 
of “We’re in a drought.” In a water drought, 
you have to do better planning. You may have 
to do without certain things; you may have to 
make every molecule of water go further, get 
a bigger bang for your buck. Well, for trans- 
portation, we are in a financial drought, and I 
don’t see that ending any time soon. 

AC: Let’s talk about federal road dollars. Is 
there any leeway there , that they can fund 
alternate transportation solutions , other 
than roads? 

KW: Yes, but the amount of money is limited. 

I am hopeful we are going to start seeing 
some differences in transportation funding. 
Once we get into the new year, with a new 
Congress and a new president, I’m going to 
be heavily active in advocating, trying to 
make sure that we have some of that spend- 
ing discretion. But first and foremost, we 
need to have some more money. I worry 
about where the dollars are going to come 
from. Our federal dollars are going for other 
things, such as the war in Iraq. We’re going 
to have to be advocating for more transporta- 
tion dollars for Texas - and for different 
approaches to spending it. ■ 


Community Gardening Stalwart Dies 

Eastside neighborhood matriarch Cleo Hortense Lawson was adored as much 
for her decades of community gardening as for her civic contributions as (among 
other things) a Travis County elections judge and pillar of St. James’ Episcopal 
Church. She died July 26 of natural causes at the age of 93. For more than 25 
years, Lawson tended the Harvey Street Community Garden across from her home 
on I 8 Y 2 Street, introducing many to gardening and bringing McKinley Heights 
neighbors together. Lawson was among the founding board members of the Austin 
Community Gardens in the 1970s, which was absorbed into the Sustainable Food 
Center in 2001. The center’s Emily Neiman said many of the organization’s long- 
time members cite Lawson as the reason they got involved. Lawson will likely be 
memorialized with a tree planting or new garden dedication. Sadly, in 2006, Lawson’s great-nephew, hav- 
ing inherited the land housing the Harvey Street Garden, hastily ordered a group of neighborhood garden- 
ers off the property, resulting in several confrontations (see “Eastside Neighborhood Garden Uprooted,” 
March 31, 2006). The property remains empty today. A memorial for Lawson will be held at 6pm, 

Thursday (today), at St. James’ Episcopal Church, 1941 Webberville Rd. - Daniel Mottola 
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Enchanted Forest Not Out of the woods 


The future of the Enchanted Forest may 
be caught up in a tangle of city ordinances. 
After being told by the city’s Public 
Assembly Code Enforcement team that 
the unique outdoor art space would not be 
allowed to renew its temporary-use permit 
because of various code violations (See 
“Permit Woes,” Aug. 1), on July 31 forest 
owner Albert DeLoach met with Mayor Will 
Wynn’s Chief of Staff Rich Bailey and 
got mixed news. After the meeting, 

Bailey explained: “There should be 
some parts of the violations that 
should be relatively easy to 
fix, and he’s already 
addressed some of 
those. But there are 
others that have to do 
with the 25-year flood 
plain and potential zoning 
issues, so he may have to go 
through the boards and commis- 
sions process. That’s going to be a 
lot more complicated.” 

DeLoach said he is committed to 
reopening the forest and pushing on with 
his vision of creating a sustainable art com- 
munity there. He hopes the code issues will 
be easily resolved: He has already removed 
much of the lighting and electric equipment 
that worried PACE, has dismantled several 
structures, and is working on raising fenc- 
es. But rezoning could take up to a year. 


In the meantime, DeLoach is trying to 
find ways to stay open in some limited way. 
He can host a maximum of 49 people on- 
site at any time, so small events, like din- 
ner parties, workshops, and summer 
camps, could still be possible. He’s also 
trying to find ways to redesign his annual 
Halloween Haunted Forest attraction, 
which he depends on to subsidize other 
events. “Before I do that,” he said, “I 
want to talk to the police and see if 
I’m sticking my finger in someone 
else’s eye.” 

Bailey said he hopes the 
forest’s many supporters 
realize that this matter 
is an enforcement 
issue - directly subject 
to ordinance - and so 
council cannot intervene 
directly. However, he said the 
incident raises serious and 
broader questions about code 
enforcement, especially regarding 
how both the city and DeLoach could 
have been working under the presumption 
that everything was fine: After all, DeLoach 
had a city-issued permit that said it was. 
Bailey said, “I have to ask staff, ‘Well, 
what exactly does a temporary permit 
allow?”’ He added, “Perhaps the city has 
to work out a way to make sure temporary 
means temporary.” - Richard Whittaker 
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AISD SCORES TAKS VICTORIES 


Austin Independent School District is win- 
ning the uphill battle with the controversial 
Texas Assessment of Knowledge and 
Skills tests. On Aug. 1, the Texas 
Education Agency issued its 2008 state 
accountability ratings, classifying the district 
as “academically acceptable” for the fifth 
year in a row and giving high ratings to 
almost a third of its campuses. 

The standards are a moving goal line. 

Since 2005, the mini- 
mum requirements for 
“acceptable” have 
increased year after 
year in four of the five 
academic categories 
(mathematics, read- 
ing/English language 
arts, science, and 
writing; social studies, 
after rising in 2006 
and 2007, has 

remained static). This year, 34 of the district’s 
108 regular campuses were classified as 
“exemplary” or “recognized,” the highest stan- 
dards, compared to 25 last year. This year’s 
group included 13 Title I campuses with high- 
poverty student populations. Superintendent 
Pat Forgione praised staff and students at 
these schools and added, “Poverty does not 
doom a child to poor academic achievement.” 

Two specialist secondary campuses - the 
Liberal Arts and Science Academy and the

Ann Richards School for Young Women 
Leaders - got the “exemplary” seal, which 
could bode well for Forgione’s proposals for 
a young men’s academy. In addition, 63 reg- 
ular campuses reached the acceptable rat- 
ing, as did all five alternative campuses. 

However, 11 schools were classified 
“unacceptable,” meaning they failed to reach 
one or more of the minimum standards - yet 
even these results present a mixed picture. 

While seven schools 
went into unaccept- 
able status (Becker, 
Hart, Overton, Travis 
Heights, and Winn 
elementaries; Garcia 
Middle; and Crockett 
High), five schools 
came out of unac- 
ceptable status 
(Perez Elementary, 
Travis High, and 

Burnet, Mendez, and Martin middle schools). 
However, several schools remained unac- 
ceptable after multiple years: Norman 
Elementary entered its second year, Reagan 
High its third, and Pearce Middle its fourth - 
making that Northeast campus the district’s 
top priority. Johnston High, which failed to 
reach acceptable for five consecutive years, 
has already been ordered closed by the TEA 
and is now being repurposed (see “Just Add 
Students,” p.28). - R.W. 
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Does Austin 

Is Reno, Nev., outstripping Austin in an 
undeclared race to reduce animal shelter kill 
rates? That’s the thrust of a report issued 
last month by the animal welfare advocate 
organization FixAustin.org. (The report, 

“Reno v. Austin: Animal-Shelter Reform 
Efforts in Two Expanding U.S. Cities Produce 
Dramatically Different First-Year Results,” 
is posted at www.fixaustin.org.) In a press 
release, FixAustin founder and President 
Ryan Clinton characterized the report as a 
“dramatic rebuke of Austin’s shelter-reform 
efforts, which have been led by the American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals.” According to the report, Austin 
killed 1,361 more animals in 2007 than in 
2006, and Reno killed 2,752 fewer animals. 
FixAustin says the key remedy would be sig- 
nificantly beefing up Austin’s anemic adoption 
programs. “Austin’s shelter is barely beginning 
to start a very limited off-site program after 
years of criticism,” Clinton told the Chronicle. 

“Reno v. Austin” is partly an adversarial call 
to arms and partly an infomercial for the No 
Kill Advocacy Center and its founder, Nathan 
Winograd, who as a paid consultant promotes 
his “No Kill Equation” nationwide as the only 
way to reduce the number of shelter deaths. 

In Winograd’s “battle” parlance, the FixAustin 
report contrasts one “camp,” the reactionary 
“traditional sheltering establishment,” with 
the other camp, a progressive “new regime” 

- which holds that there would be no such 
thing as “pet overpopulation” if shelters 
focused more on adoption. Noting the ASPCA 
was founded in 1866, the FixAustin report 
argues that in all this time, the SPCA “has 
not succeeded in ending the killing of healthy 
and treatable sheltered animals in any U.S. 
city.” Hence, Austin should “look to new 
leadership in shaping its sheltering practices.” 
To FixAustin, the quick fix is following “the man 
with the plan,” as the organization refers to 
him on its website. 

Reno indeed has reason to be proud: 
According to the Nevada Humane Society 

(www.nevadahumanesociety.org), adoptions have 
increased 53% for dogs and 84% for cats 
over 2007, as compared to 2006. Meanwhile, 
the number of dogs killed has decreased 51% 
and of cats by 52%, according to the NHS’ 
“How We Did It” report. But who, or what, 
deserves the credit for Reno’s successes? 
According to Winograd, he does. In a July 
2007 letter blasting the planned relocation 
of the Town Lake Animal Center from 
Downtown (site of greater “human traffic”) 
to the Levander Loop in East Austin, he gave 
himself an early plug: “[A]fter only a few 
months of launching an ambitious No Kill 
initiative which I created, Washoe County 
(Reno) Nevada ... is saving nine out often 
dogs and almost eight out of ten cats in one 
of the fastest growing counties in the state.” 
According to NHS Director Bonney Brown, 
those numbers are not only holding up, but 
they’ve improved with a slightly higher “save 
rate” in 2008. “July has been our best month 
yet for pet adoptions,” at 862 pets (including 
dogs, cats, and small animals), compared to 
791 in July 2007, Brown told the Chronicle. 


Need Fixing? Ask Reno. 


Winograd did have an influence in Reno. 

Hired in 2006 to evaluate shelter practices, 
he also conducted the search for a new NHS 
director, recruiting Brown. True to the No Kill 
Advocacy Center mandate to effect a “regime 
change,” NHS strove, with continuing input 
from Winograd, to get “the right people on 
the bus” (as its website states) by throwing 
under the bus - firing - one-third of its staff, 
according to Brown’s figures; another third got 
off the bus by quitting. Was there a litmus test 
for deciding who’d stay and who’d go? “People 
who don’t have a commitment to lifesaving 
aren’t going to fit,” 

Brown said, adding that 
employees were evaluated 
on how their attitudes and 
performance served the 
“bottom line”: lifesaving. 

But when asked 
whether Winograd 
deserved the glory for the 
animal lives saved last 
year, Brown said, “We are 
grateful to Winograd,” 
but cited other factors 
in Reno’s own no-kill 
formula. For one, opening 
a new shelter in February 
2006 spurred adoptions, 

Brown said; she thanked 
the community, which had 
voted for a tax increase 
to build the shelter. 

Adoptions increased also 
because of improved 
customer service, the expansion of evening 
and weekend adoption hours, and an increase 
in volunteer ranks from 30 to more than 1,200 
additional volunteers. To boost volunteerism, 
Brown noted, the NHS budget did not change, 
“but we did look carefully at every program for 
lifesaving impact and reallocated some limited 
resources.” In addition, the NHS website 
invites volunteers to join “if you agree all life 
is precious” and saving lives is “worthwhile.” 
Finally, Brown credited a “new partnership” 
with the Washoe County Regional Animal 
Services as being an “important part” of 
the reported successes - in fact, the overall 
lower kill rates are derived from a composite 
of statistics from NHS and WCRAS, which was 
not assessed by Winograd. According to those 
statistics, the kill rate in 2006 was 16.9% 
for dogs and 46.7% for cats; in 2007, the kill 
rate was 8.2% for dogs and 22.4% for cats, as 
Brown pointed out. 

Indeed, via the partnership - just two 
years old - the Nevada Humane Society now 
handles owner-surrendered animals and most 
adoptable animals, which are transferred there 
by Washoe County Regional Animal Services, 
which houses the rest itself, including the 
undesirables or unadoptables. Per the new 
contract, WCRAS may not arrange adoptions 
but works with rescue groups “who take 
the adoptable, injured, ill, and behaviorally 
unsound,” according to manager Cindy 
Sabatoni. WCRAS’ historically low euthanasia 
rate, between 26% and 32%, dropped to 
13.6%, of both desirables and undesirables, 


as of July 2008, according to Sabatoni. NHS 
killed almost 9% of its dogs and cats in 2007, 
according to NHS/WCRAS statistics. 

According to Sabotini, state-of-the-art 
animal control measures have been paying off, 
too. WCRAS’ in-car computer and microchip 
scanners have been enabling delivery of 
strays back home, averting trips to the pound; 
computer software that allows Washoe County 
to post locations of strays upon pickup, 
searchable by ZIP code, revised every hour on 
www.petharbor.com, has led to a steady decline 
in shelter deaths over four years, she said. As 


a result, Reno may also brag about having one 
of the best pet/ owner reunification rates in 
the country - but it hasn’t happened overnight, 
and the effort predates any involvement by 
Winograd and his No Kill Advocacy Center. 

In addition, a decision to curb capture of 
feral cats, while expanding trap-neuter-release 
efforts, had an impact on the kill rate numbers, 
according to Brown. “One thing that really 
helped reduce the number of feral cats dying 
was when the [county] officers stopped doing 
the actual trapping for people free of charge [in 
mid-2007]. ... Citizens do their own trapping 
and bring the cats into animal services 
themselves. Those cats we work to adopt 
out through the barn cat program,” Brown 
said - which means farming out sterilized feral 
cats to control rodent populations. According 
to WCRAS Director of Field Services Mitch 
Schneider, by no longer trapping feral cats, 
animal services is treating them more like 
wildlife, which saves lives by “dramatically” 
reducing intake. Budget restraints also had an 
impact, however. “We were forced to reduce our 
service level,” said Sabatoni, “as the number 
of calls for service increased significantly,” with 
a new, more efficient dispatch system. 

By contrast, Austin has not made a 
distinction between feral and tame cats for 
seven years, according to Town Lake Animal 
Center Director Dorinda Pulliam. “It’s moot 
whether they’re feral or tame - they’re still 
unwanted,” she said, adding that not finding 
a solution, like a new home or a barn, “leaves 
them at risk.” Most of the “unwanted” are 


kittens: “If we’d labeled those babies feral, 
then they may have lived out their lives in the 
wilds, [been] run over, eaten by a coyote - or 
euthanized. I don’t care if the cat’s living on 
the streets or in your house; we’re going to 
try to save it,” Pulliam said. Moreover, most 
of our cats are “nice cats,” meaning tame, 
Pulliam said. So, why do “nice cats” and 
nice dogs have to die? Pulliam attributed 
the cause to “indiscriminate breeding” and 
named as primary solutions expanding spay/ 
neuter programs and finding strays a home. 

That Reno and Austin should be pitted 
against each other came as “news to us,” 

said Karen Medicus, former 
executive director of the 
Humane Society/SPCA of 
Austin and Travis County, 
now on assignment for the 
national SPCA’s Mission: 
Orange program, which has 
granted about $600,000 
over three years to fund 
Austin programs. “We are not 
competing with Reno or any 
other city in so-called ‘shelter- 
reform efforts.’ Austin’s 
demographics and resources 
are unique,” Medicus said. 
“It’s not who’s the guru and 
who’s not,” she added, taking 
a swipe at Winograd, who in 
his 2007 relocation report 
faulted her “ignorance” 
and “phantoms of wishful 
thinking” for Austin’s failing 
to become “no kill” fast enough. 

The ASPCA had considered preparing 
an official rebuttal to the FixAustin report, 
Medicus said, but then reconsidered. The way 
Medicus sees it, Austin has moved forward 
despite the influx of additional strays. “While 
our Austin partners experienced several 
challenges in 2007 that led to an increase 
in euthanasia (13,292 vs. 11,931), relative 
to intake, the percentage of pets euthanized 
actually decreased (50 percent vs. 52 
percent); 21,124 cats and dogs were altered 
through low-cost and TNR services, almost 31 
percent over the previous year; and, adoptions 
increased by 5.6 percent in 2007 (6,816 vs. 
6,453 in 2006),” Medicus wrote. Furthermore, 
Medicus countered that “adoptions alone 
aren’t the only measure of success.” Positive 
outcomes, she said, require “reducing 
intake, increasing returns to owners, making 
affordable/free spay and neuter possible for 
all animals, and creating a safety net for the 
community’s animals - all things that the 
ASPCA is helping to make possible.” 

Mission: Orange released its semiannual 
report in June 2008; the program is midway 
through a three-year stay in Austin. “The 
year-to-date statistics show that we are on 
track and moving forward,” Medicus said. 
“Adoptions are up by 7 percent; the live 
release rate is up 7 percent, too. Intake has 
decreased by 10 percent and euthanasia 
by 24 percent, translating to 1,558 more 
animals saved,” she added.

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Committee Approves Bus Fare Hike 


It looks like seniors and those with 
disabilities may be the only ones spared 
by Capital Metro's proposed fare 
increase, which is slated to take effect 
as early as October. The Local 
Government Approval Committee, a 
grab-bag assortment of city and county 
officials from Cap Metro’s service area, 
voted 6-4 Monday to approve the propos- 
al, with the caveat that fares remain free 
for those with senior and disability fare 
cards. Under the proposal, Cap Metro 
will phase in an increase of the base 
fare from its current rate of 50 cents to 
$1 by 2010, and prices for monthly 
passes and paratransit ride booklets 
(regarding services for the elderly and 
disabled) will be adjusted accordingly. 

The council committee, which, accord- 
ing to state law, must approve any fare 
increase, reached its decision after hear- 
ing more than two hours of testimony 
from the riders who will be hardest hit by 
the fare increase: the disabled, seniors, 
the homeless, and the working poor. Many 
at the meeting spoke of living on a fixed 
income and relying exclusively on mass 
transit to get around. Susana Almanza 
of PODER (People Organized in Defense 
of Earth and Her Resources) summed it 
up: “These are not choice riders.” 

Cap Metro is framing the debate as a 
choice between reduced service and 
increased fares. According to Cap Metro, 
an increase is needed to keep the agen- 
cy sustainable in the face of ever-growing 
fuel and labor costs. But opponents of 
the proposal said the amount of revenue 
raised is marginal when compared to the 
impact it would have on those most 
dependent on mass transit. Currently, 
more than 75% of the agency’s revenue 
comes from sales tax, while fares 
account for $6.7 million out of $202.7 
million in total revenue. The agency is 
projecting that the fare hike will bring 
that number up to $11.4 million. 

There were a few dissenters at the 
meeting who spoke in favor of the 
increase, including Glenn Gadbois of the 
Alliance for Public Transportation, 
who said, “We cannot continue to starve 


the system of money if we expect it to 
grow.” But many were quick to point out 
that the agency is far from broke. 
According to its 2008 budget, Cap Metro 
is projecting a profit of more than $30 
million for the 2008 fiscal year. 

Some speakers argued that if riders 
are expected to pay more, they should be 
getting more service in return. The fare 
increase comes just as Cap Metro is 
implementing cutbacks to services for the 
disabled and route adjustments as part of 
a belt-tightening in anticipation of com- 
muter rail’s debut. Jennifer McPhail of 
ADAPT of Texas noted that Cap Metro’s 
own study concluded that two-thirds of its 
bus stops are inaccessible to the dis- 
abled. In response to the argument that 
Cap Metro’s fares are lower than those in 
peer cities nationwide, McPhail said, 
“When you provide equivalent service, you 
can charge equivalent fees.” 

Representatives from nonprofits that 
assist the homeless and disadvantaged 
say Cap Metro is passing the buck on to 
them. The agency’s plan for providing 
transportation for the working poor con- 
sists of selling monthly passes at half- 
price to nonprofits, who in turn provide 
them for free to the homeless. Richard 
Troxell, president of House the 
Homeless, said his agency can no lon- 
ger afford to provide free passes. 

Before the final vote, Mayor Pro Tern 
Brewster McCracken failed to push a 
motion through to increase fares for 
Express and MetroRail in order to offset 
the cost of exempting seniors and the 
disabled from the fare increase, which is 
expected to lose the agency $1.2 mil- 
lion in extra revenue. “Capital Metro is 
dangerously close to going in the red,” 
McCracken remarked, snickers and hiss- 
es from the crowd ensuing. 

The proposal will go back to the Cap 
Metro board for final approval on Aug. 27. 
Pending approval, fares will be increased 
to 75 cents by the end of the year and be 
raised again to a dollar in 2010.

Medellin Executed 

Despite last-minute legal wrangling and the pleas of state and 
international officials, Mexican national Jose Ernesto Medellin was 
put to death Aug. 5 in Huntsville. Medellin was sentenced to die for 
the brutal 1993 gang rape and murder of two teen girls in Houston. 

Medellin’s case was one of 52 originally named in a lawsuit brought 
against the U.S. by Mexico in the United Nation’s International Court 
of Justice, also called the World Court. Mexico argued that the U.S. 
had violated the Vienna Convention on Consular Relations, which 
provides foreign nationals the right to contact consular officials when 
arrested or detained abroad. The ICJ agreed that the U.S. violated the 
Convention and ordered the government to have their cases reviewed by state courts. Texas 
balked, arguing that state officials are not required to comply with the provisions of interna- 
tional treaties. The ICJ, international-law experts, and state officials, including Sen. Rodney 
Ellis, D-Houston, urged officials, including Gov. Rick Perry - to no avail - to stay Medellin’s 
execution, pending passage of a federal law that would give effect to the ICJ’s decision in favor 
of Mexico. Ellis and others argued that violating the international law would place Americans 
abroad in jeopardy. (For more, see “Those Who Are About to Die,” Aug. 1.) - Jordan Smith

Moment of silence goes to court 

On Monday, state Attorney General Greg Abbott filed a brief defending a state law requiring a mandatory 
moment of silence at the beginning of the day in Texas schools. A case challenging the constitutionality of the 
law is set to go before the 5th Circuit Court of Appeals. In the brief, Abbott argues that the law serves a “secular 
purpose,” which is to “provide an opportunity for students to engage in thoughtful contemplation.” But opponents 
of the law see it as a maneuver by religious conservatives to sneak prayer into schools through the back door. The 
plaintiffs in the case, the Croft family, brought a suit against Gov. Rick Perry and the Carrollton-Farmers Branch 
Independent School District in 2006, complaining that the law violated church-state separation. A federal judge 
found the law to be constitutional in January, so now the Crofts are back in court. The case is set to go before a 
judge sometime this fall. - J.W. 



WHAT, ME RIDE THE BUS? 

The current pressing issues for Capital Metro are revealed in the 11 substantive questions 
submitted by the selection committee of the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning Organization to 
applicants for CAMPO’s vacant position on the Capital Metro board. The meaty questions delve into 
issues such as the transit agency’s mission, its core constituency and service area, and regional 
cooperation among organizations, incorporating rail transit, funding challenges, and “labor difficulties.” 
What follows are the applicants’ slightly condensed responses to one interesting walk-the- 
talk question. - Katherine Gregor 

Would you be willing to use public transportation as your major mode of commuting for one 
year (home to work and work to home - not for nonwork time)? And, also be willing to ask that 
Capital Metro’s upper management do the same? 


Norm Chafetz: I’m originally from Chicago 
and relied exclusively on public transportation for 
my daily commute when I worked there. I used 
bus, rapid rail, and commuter rail. Currently, I 
perform most of my work in a home-based office 
environment. [But if] I would need to commute 
to Downtown Austin, I would definitely use public 
transportation as my primary mode. I live 
in Anderson Mill, just a few miles from either the 
Pavilion Park & Ride and 
the Northwest Park & 

Ride facilities. 

I would also encourage 
Capital Metro management 
to use public transportation 
whenever feasible. If not 
feasible for them to do so 
for their commute, then I 
would encourage them to 
make time to ride a bus 
at least a few times a 
month and to record their 
experience. This was a policy when I worked at 
Houston Metro, and I think it helped to improve 
system performance. 

Paul Hamilton: Yes! This is something I’ve 
been doing for some time. I’ve always seen the 
personal value in incorporating public transit 
and my bicycle as part of my commute solution. 
Late last summer, Aug. 15 to be exact, I made a 
personal commitment to expand the number of 
days I used these alternatives from two to three 
per week to full time. 

My personal goal began as a way to 
commute 50 miles round trip and still only fill 
up my vehicle once a month; since making that 
decision, I have stayed true to my commitment. 
With summer weather and increased daylight, 


allowing more and earlier bicycle departure 
times, I last filled up my vehicle on May 1. I’ve 
definitely dumped the pump! 

Yes, I support asking Capital Metro 
management to do the same. There is value in 
the message that riding your own system sends 
to operations (dispatch, drivers, and mechanics). 
Additionally, it is difficult to truly know the quality 
of the equipment or the service you’ve put on 
the street if you don’t 
use that service on a 
regular basis. 

Mike Manor: With 
adequate, efficient, 
sufficient, appropriate, 
affordable, accessible, 
alternative options and 
accommodations for 
the schedule and travel 
necessities required of 
me, my answer is yes, not 
only home to work and 
work to home, but also nonwork time. 

As for upper management doing the same, my 
answer is yes. I have no problem with “asking,” 
as long as this would be made neither explicitly 
nor implicitly a requirement. In my thinking, public 
transportation is about choice and options, 
including nonuse. The opportunity is to make it 
so “user friendly” to all community members, 
there would be no need to ever ask the question 
to anyone. 

John Trube: I work from home and am a big 
supporter of telecommuting. Anyone in upper 
management or any other position within a 
transit agency should be encouraged, as well as 
incentivized, to utilize the transit system in which 
they have decided to invest themselves.

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Patterson 
Lobs Another 
Christmas 
Surprise 

While the rest of Texas seems to 
believe the Christmas Mountains 

should and will become a part of Big 
Bend National Park, Land Com- 
missioner Jerry Patterson has 

kicked up the dust yet again by 
announcing he is negotiating a new 
land-management deal with the 
ranch’s neighbors. 

The 9,270-acre tract of scrub and 
mountains in West Texas was previous- 
ly managed for the General Land Office 
by the Christmas Mountains Association, but 
that agreement was terminated in May. On 
July 25, at a budget workshop for the 
Property Owners Association of 
Terlingua Ranch, Patterson announced he 
was negotiating a new deal with the associa- 
tion’s board: For a nominal $10 annual fee, 
the board would be responsible for maintain- 
ing the land in exchange for limited hunting 
and hiking access. Patterson then handed 
out copies of the draft agreement to the 
crowd and made it available to the media. 
Previously, Patterson has rigorously resisted 
releasing information about any GLO con- 
tracts and bids before they were finalized, 
arguing that doing so could damage his 
negotiating position. 

The mountains were donated to Texas in 
1991 by the Conservation Fund. Patterson 
pushed for their sale last year, but in 
February the School Land Board rejected 
two private bids, leaving only a broadly sup- 
ported National Park Service proposal on 
the table. On April 7, Patterson signed an 
easement allowing access to the ranch 
from Big Bend, which many saw as an inter- 


im step toward adding the land to the park. 
When asked whether the draft proposal 
would have any impact on a potential sale 
to the National Park Service, GLO spokes- 
man Jim Suydam said, “It would not affect 
that at all.” 

Still, Luke Metzger, director of 
Environment Texas, expressed disappoint- 
ment with the latest development. “It’s 
great that the homeowners want to come 
in,” he said, but he called their limited 
resources “a pale substitute” for the NPS 
management proposal. As for a transfer to 
Big Bend, he added, “Until we have a new 
land commissioner, I don’t think much is 
going to change.” (Patterson is not up for 
re-election until 2010.) 

But John Waters, publisher of The Big 
Bend Gazette, thinks the deal may still fail, 
as the Terlingua property owners group 
voted Aug. 1 to mothball its only tourist 
hotel, the Terlingua Lodge. “With the hotel 
closed, it negates any value of the ranch 
executing this lease,” he said. Waters 
phlegmatically cast the latest maneuvers as 
“the mysteries of Jerry Patterson.”

In 1972, Republican former Pennsylvania 
Gov. Raymond Shafer presented to the presi- 
dent the findings and recommendations of the 
National Commission on Marihuana and 
Drug Abuse, which he had been tapped to 
lead. Shafer’s commission recommended end- 
ing pot prohibition and instead implementing 
“a social control policy ... to discourage mari- 
huana use, while concentrating primarily on the 
prevention of heavy and very heavy use.” 
Decriminalizing simple possession would be 
crucial because “the criminal law is too harsh 
a tool to apply to personal possession even in 
the effort to discourage use,” reads the report. 
“It implies an overwhelming indictment of the 
behavior which we believe is not appropriate.” 

President Richard Nixon declined to 
implement any of the recommendations. 

Thirty-six years later, Rep. Barney Frank, 
D-Mass., and six co-sponsors are giving it 
another go. On July 30, Frank took to the hill for 
a morning press conference joined by Reps. 
William Lacy Clay, D-Mo., and Barbara Lee, 
D-Calif. , and drug policy reformers from the 
National Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws, the Marijuana Policy Project, 
and the Drug Policy Alliance Network, to talk up 
the first federal pot decriminalization measure 
filed in Congress since 1978. House Resolution 
5843, which Frank filed in April with 
Republitarian Texas Rep. Ron Paul, would elimi- 
nate all federal penalties for pot possession of 
up to 100 grams and the “not-for-profit trans- 
fer” of pot between adults for “personal use,” 
and would allow for a maximum fine of $100 
for public pot use. The measure would defer to 
the states to use law enforcement resources to 
police pot in accordance with state law, but 
would direct the feds to mind their own busi- 
ness. That’s a big deal for residents of 12 
states that have legalized marijuana for medical 
use, but who still face interference by federal 
narcos that routinely raid medi-pot dispensaries, 
especially in California, in the name of uphold- 
ing federal drug prohibition. “[Wjhat we’ve had, 
particularly under this administration, the spec- 
ter of people who believe in limited government 
and state’s rights using federal law enforcement 
...to pursue people who’ve used medical mari- 


juana in conformance with state laws,” Frank 
said. “This would put an end to that practice.” 
The bill has picked up five more Democratic 
sponsors, including Rep. Clay, who said he 
opposes using federal tax dollars to pursue 
an “arcane holdover” from a “phony war on 
drugs that is filling up our prisons, especially 
with people of color,” according to the online 
edition of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

Frank argued that the feds shouldn’t be in 
the business of policing the private lives of oth- 
erwise law-abiding people. “I don’t think that it 
is the government’s business to tell you how to 
spend your leisure time,” he said. “Now, there 
are a lot of things that people do that I don’t 
do and I think they should be free to do them. 
There are some things that I do that other peo- 
ple don’t do and I want to be free to do them.” 
On the other side of the debate stands the 
White House Office of National Drug Control 
Policy, home to federal drug czar John 
Walters, which sent several warrior drones to 
the morning presser to flog their own piece of 
“news,” the July 29 release of a 2008 marijua- 
na “sourcebook.” Unfortunately for the czar, 
the sourcebook is lame. Really, really, really 
lame. Sure, it’s full of colorful charts and 
graphs, but what exactly do all these fancy 
visual aids tell us? That the warriors will seem- 
ingly do anything to make marijuana and its 
users look really bad. The information con- 
tained in the new book is, at best, question- 
able. Take the title: “Marijuana: The Greatest 
Cause of Illegal Drug Use.” Dramatic? Sure, of 
the sort you’d expect from, say, a Lifetime 
movie. But, really, can pot actually “cause” 
drug use? It gets worse: In one chart, the 
ONDCP suggests that federal research shows 
that pot is more addictive for teens than alco- 
hol or tobacco. This, they say, is inherent in the 
“‘gateway’ dimension of marijuana - that its 
use creates greater risk of abuse or dependen- 
cy on other drugs, such as heroin or cocaine.” 
That marijuana might be a “gateway” drug is 
a matter of considerable debate - the only 
entity that still insists it is is the ONDCP Other 
ONDCP factoids raise more disturbing ques- 
tions. Take the pie chart that breaks down the 
afflictions for which patients at San Diego dis- 
pensaries obtain medi-pot. Ostensibly, it would 
seem that the ONDCP is trying to make the 


point that not many patients are actually “seri- 
ously ill” - just 2% of the more than 3,000 
patients actually were AIDS, glaucoma, or can- 
cer patients, while 98% sought medi-pot for 
other ailments like back or neck pain, post-sur- 
gical pain, or anxiety issues. For starters, it is 
obnoxious for a bunch of bureaucrats to sug- 
gest that some pains just aren’t that serious, 
but it is even more fascinating that the ONDCP 
would even include this chart for two reasons. 
(And here’s where they certainly could’ve used 
an editing eye - if they wanted to make a 
point, they might’ve honed their argument to 
areas that don’t make them look like total hyp- 
ocrites or mean-spirited propagandists. Just a 
thought.) First, the federal drug warriors have 
consistently argued that marijuana has no 
medical uses at all - including this graph 
seems to concede that long-held point. But, 
second, and more disturbing, is the data 
source: According to the ONDCP they know why 
patients sought medi-pot in San Diego 
because they studied 3,636 private patient

records seized by the Drug Enforcement 
Administration during dispensary raids from 
October 2005 to July 2006. Nice touch. 

The only clear message the ONDCP sour- 
cebook sends is surely unintended: People 
will always use marijuana and will spend a 
shitload of money to obtain it. According to 
2006 figures, 14.8 million Americans are reg- 
ular pot users, and according to 2001 num- 
bers, pot smokers spent a whopping $10.5 
billion on marijuana in 2000. All this despite 
the three-decades-old war on drugs. 

Maybe it’s time to take a hint from the past 
and listen to Frank: “There are people who 
smoke marijuana to excess, there are people 
who drink to excess. There are people who do 
a number of other things to excess. We 
should deal with the excesses, and particular- 
ly we should deal with any social behavior that 
occurs as a result of the excesses,” he said. 
But the “notion that we somehow have to 
either approve or criminalize all human activity 
is ... a great misunderstanding.” ■ 


The art vs. junk argument returned to federal court on Aug. 5, as U.S. District Judge Sam Sparks 
pondered whether Ralph the Cactus Planter - a converted Oldsmobile 88 in front of the Planet K 
store in San Marcos - is constitutionally protected free speech. San Marcos Fire Marshal Ken Bell 
gave testimony that the store was cited last November for violating the city’s junked car ordinance. But 
Sparks heard testimony from Planet K CEO Michael Kleinman, as well as from Scott Wade and John 
“Furly” Travis, the artists who turned Ralph into an installation. “They testified about their intent and 
why they used a junked car rather than another medium,” said Planet K’s lawyer Pete Kennedy (who 
also represents The Austin Chronicle). Professor Bob Bednar, chair of Communication Studies at 
Southwestern University, also gave evidence about the cultural history of unusual and reclaimed pieces 
like Ralph. Kleinman said he was baffled by why San Marcos ever pursued the case and added, “What 
would be curious would be to see how much [the city] has spent on this, while there are homeless and 
hungry people 10 minutes away from here.” Sparks gave no indication when he’d rule.

Neighbors Protest Proposed Health Clinic 


Some North Austin residents banded together to fight the 
Travis County Healthcare District’s plans to build a com- 
munity health clinic at 1200 W. Braker Ln., during two infor- 
mational meetings held last Thursday and the following 
Monday at St. John’s Episcopal Church. 

The proposed $18 million clinic would serve the uninsured 
and underinsured and replace the Northeast Austin 
Community Health Center on Ed Bluestein Boulevard. The dis- 
trict, which is independent from the county but can levy property 
taxes, has said the current clinic is cramped and outdated, while 
the new facility would accommodate twice as many patients. 


To move forward, the district has requested that the city 
rezone the 7.4-acre parcel from the “Neighborhood Office” 
designation, which permits only small office buildings 
compatible with the neighborhood, to “Limited Office,” 
which allows for medical office buildings and other profes- 
sional and semiprofessional uses “predominantly” serving 
the neighborhood. 

Members of the North Park Estates and Gracywoods 

neighborhood associations have taken issue with the pro- 
posed location, which they say is too far north to serve 
the majority of the clinic’s patients. They have also 


expressed frustration with what they perceive to be the 
district’s lack of outreach to their communities. The dis- 
trict counters that a majority of its patients live within a 
few miles of the site, and that it is the best option among 
numerous others considered. 

The neighborhood already has enough signatures on a 
valid petition (from neighboring property owners) to require a 
supermajority vote (at least six of seven) from City Council on 
the rezoning. The Zoning and Platting Commission is 
scheduled to hear the rezoning case Sept. 16.

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McCaul Takes GOP Mantra to Gas Station 


COURT UPHOLDS E-VOTE MACHINES 


The Texas Democratic Party’s efforts to 
remove the Hart InterCivic eSIate electron- 
ic voting machine (used by Travis and 101 
other Texas counties) from use in Texas 
have been shot down again, this time by the 
U.S. 5th Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The TDP sued then-Secretary of State 
Roger Williams last year for approving eSIate 
machines, allegedly in violation of state law. 
The TDP pointed out that on eSIate machines, 
if a voter casts a straight-party ballot but then 
scrolls down the ballot and punches the 
name of a particular candidate from that 
party - just to “make sure” their vote for 
that candidate is properly recorded - the 
voter will inadvertently “de-select” that can- 
didate, and no vote will be recorded. 

The TDP asserted that this problem violat- 
ed the equal protection clause of the 14th 
Amendment, state law respecting intent of 
the voter, and Help America Vote Act provi- 
sions requiring “uniform and nondiscrimina- 
tory standards” across systems used in the 


state. But last August, U.S. District Judge 
Sam Sparks granted a summary judgment 
in favor of Williams, writing that Williams 
“made a reasonable, politically neutral, and 
nondiscriminatory choice to certify” the 
machines. Last week, the 5th Circuit upheld 
that decision. 

“While I have great respect for the 5th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, I strongly dis- 
agree with their ruling,” said TDP Chair Boyd 
Richie. “I adamantly believe there is evi- 
dence that some votes in Texas have not 
been counted because of defective electron- 
ic voting machines, undermining the accura- 
cy and fairness of our elections. The Texas 
Democratic Party remains committed to pro- 
tecting every Texan’s right to vote, and we 
will continue consulting with our attorney in 
order to determine what further steps, if 
any, we will take in order to resolve this 
pressing issue.” 

Hart InterCivic has previously declined to 
comment on the suit. - LA/.

State GOP Fears Libertarian Upset 


The word is out: If you’re a Republican poli- 
tician running for federal office, work the 
gasoline price issue for all it’s worth, since 
that’s about the only thing the GOP seems to 
have going for it this election cycle. 

Austin Rep. Michael McCaul, who in Larry 
Joe Doherty faces the first serious challenge 
of his 3V2-year career, was working it hard 
Monday morning at a Shell station on MoPac 
North, pumping hands with customers pump- 
ing gas. He asked them to give him their gas 
receipts, which he was then pledging to deliver 
to House Speaker Nancy Pelosi to harangue 
her for her supposed inaction on energy legis- 
lation. (We know someone as important as 
Pelosi probably lives a cloistered life, but we’re 
guessing she’s gotten the memo on $4-a-gal- 
lon gas.) Since the Shell station is a short 
bus ride from my house (still only $1 for a 
24-hour pass!), I joined the fun. 

Despite his rather dismal ratings among 
environmental groups, McCaul insists that he 
should be considered green and asserts 
there is no contradiction between his desire 
to drill in the Outer Continental Shelf and 
the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge and 
environmental protection. 

“‘All of the above’ is our strategy,” McCaul 
told reporters. “And I think it’s a good strategy. 
We’re looking at alternative fuels. I’ve co-spon- 
sored a lot of legislation to look at alternative 
energy and biofuels. And certainly nuclear 
energy, we haven’t looked at that in 30 years. 
France is 86 percent powered by nuclear. We 
need to be looking at all these options, and all 
are made in the United States. And yes, we 
need to be looking at our natural resources in 
this country, whether it be oil and gas offshore 
or in the Arctic region. We could have millions 
of barrels a day, and the markets would start 
to immediately respond to that.” 

Democrat Doherty’s campaign sent out a 
press release that morning anticipating 
McCaul’s photo op, offering what it called a 
“reality check” on McCaul’s record. Quoting a 
letter from McCaul stating that “the economy 
of the world is run by and dependent on oil - 
no matter what the Democrats say,” the 


Doherty statement charges, “What 
Republican Congressman McCaul fails to 
note, however, is that he has taken over 
$107,000 in political contributions from the 
oil and gas special interests to maintain and 
strengthen that dependency.” 

The Doherty release pointed to several 
McCaul votes, charging that he has voted 
against legislation making oil price-gouging a 
crime, against providing tax incentives for the 
renewable-energy industry, against higher aver- 
age fuel economy standards in the auto indus- 
try, and for tax breaks for the currently highly 
profitable oil industry. It also points out a vote 
against releasing a portion of the nation’s 
Strategic Petroleum Reserve, asserting: “Each 
time the SPR has been tapped or suspended, 
there was an immediate impact on oil prices. 
Similar actions were taken in 1991 and in 
2000, and oil prices dropped by 33 percent 
and 19 percent respectively.” As for drilling at 
home, “McCaul ignores independent and gov- 
ernment reports that show domestic drilling 
will have no impact at the pump until 2030.” 

“It is time the truth comes out,” Doherty 
said in the release. “Michael McCaul has a 
long history of voting against commonsense, 
bi-partisan legislation that would have a real 
impact on America’s efforts to become ener- 
gy independent. Instead McCaul continues 
the same old pay-for-play Washington-style 
politics. It is time for real leadership that is 
independent of the special interests, and will 
hold Washington accountable.” 

“I think they’re hoping the price goes even 
higher,” McCaul said of Democrats. “I don’t 
know what the logic is of that, to be honest 
with you.” 

As for the customers at the Shell station 
Monday, the ones I saw seemed a bit taken 
aback by finding a congressman waiting for 
them at the pump. McCaul pitched softballs 
such as, “Do you think Congress should do 
something about [high prices]?” and, “Do you 
think we should be more energy-independent 
in the United States?” Needless to say, there 
were more yes/yes responses than yes/no.

The Republican Party of Texas is so con- 
cerned that Libertarians could win votes away 
from the GOP in November that party leaders 
are asking state Libertarian Party candidates 
not to run. “They’re telling our candidates 
they’re worried,” said Wes Benedict, execu- 
tive director of the Libertarian Party of Texas. 

On Aug. 1, Benedict released a press 
statement saying former Lampasas state 
Rep. Suzanna Hupp had con- 
tacted several Libertarian candi- 
dates, including Jason Jordan, 
running against Rep. Myra 
Crownover, R-Denton, and 
Joe Allport, challenging Rep. 

Wayne Christian, R-Center. 

(This is not the first time this 
year Republicans have asked 
Libertarians to drop out: GOPer 
Don Zimmerman turned up at 
the Travis County Libertarian 
Party’s convention, to ask Mike Burris not 
to run for tax assessor-collector, the post 
Zimmerman is seeking.) Benedict said Hupp, 
who resigned in 2006 to become a lobbyist, 
“alluded to potential board seats and other 
enticements” if the candidates dropped out. 
On Aug. 4, Benedict and LPT Chair Pat Dixon 
had a meeting with House Speaker Tom 
Craddick’s staff. Benedict said Craddick’s 
representative told him, “‘The conversation 
in the papers seems to be that you don’t 
want to talk with us’ - and we said we’re 
always happy to talk, but we’re recommend- 
ing that our candidates stay on the ballot.” 


LPT candidates have filed to run for 12 
state Senate seats and 84 House seats, 
and the party estimates it could be a decid- 
ing factor in potentially dislodging the incum- 
bent party in 16 races. While some of those 
projected switches could be from Democrat 
to Republican, Libertarians hope discontent- 
ment among Republican “small I” libertari- 
ans, as evidenced by U.S. Rep. Ron Paul’s 
strong presidential primary 
showing, will give them a boost. 
It seems the GOP fears the 
same thing. “They think we’re 
Republicans,” Benedict noted 
and said his party’s candidates 
have received “offers of spots 
on campaign commercials” to 
promote their agendas. But 
when Craddick’s staff asked 
Benedict what particular poli- 
cies were the biggest issue, he 
named three - the $3 billion bond for the 
Cancer Research and Prevention Institute, 
the governor’s Texas Enterprise Fund, and 
the business margin tax - that have become 
cornerstone initiatives for the administration. 

Texas Democratic Party spokesman Hector 
Nieto said that while he was surprised the 
Republicans were concerned about such 
seemingly safe seats as Crownover’s and 
Christian’s, “With us being only five seats 
away from regaining the House, I’m not sur- 
prised that former representatives and the 
speaker would do anything to hold on 
to power.” - Richard Whittaker

RISE OF THE ROVIANS 

The nasty fellow whose attack-dog, smear- 
tactic, lie-and-distort brand of politics lifted 
George W. into the White House twice has 
quietly slipped back into this year’s presiden- 
tial game. Yes, none other than Karl Rove! 

His infamous search-and-destroy 
approach to political opponents turned his 
name into a verb - to “rove” someone. And 
now Rovians have moved inside John 
McCain’s campaign. Not that Karl himself is 
directing the senator’s political shop (though 
he has been giving pointers from the out- 
side).

White House’s political attacks. 

Rove operative Nicolle Wallace, who was 
communications director in Bush’s 2004 
run, has been brought in to travel with 
McCain and keep him on message. Another 
Rovian, Greg Jenkins, was added last month 
to try to add some pizzazz to McCain’s cam- 
paign events. He’s a former Fox News pro- 
ducer and advance man for Bush. 

Meanwhile, the swift boat slime crew that 
Rove orchestrated in ’04 to trash John 
Kerry is back this year in the guise of a 
group calling itself Vets for Freedom. 
Pretending to be independent of the McCain 
campaign, it’s already running ads that 
“rove” Obama on Iraq. Far from indepen- 
dent, its founder is a member of a McCain 
leadership team, and its line of attack 
directly mirrors that of the campaign. 
Welcome to another Rove election. 


BUSH’S OILY LIES 

When it comes to energy policy, George 
W. has oil for brains. If he could, he’d lease 
out the Rose Garden so ExxonMobil could 
sink a well there.

There’s a new high school coming to Austin. 
It doesn’t have a name yet, and the student 
roster is not completely confirmed, and some 
teachers have yet to be hired. What is known 
for sure is while it will stand on the site of the 
recently closed Albert S. Johnston High School, 
Austin Independent School District plans to 
make the still unnamed Eastside high very dif- 
ferent from the old Johnston - and from any 
other school. “I just met with 1 1 districts that 
have gone through redesign, and none of them 
have solved the problem of high schools,” said 
AISD Superintendent Pat Forgione. “We seem 
to have pieces, but how you put them together 
is very cultural and very contextual.” What is 
clear, he said, is the district has to know pre- 
cisely what it and the East Austin community 
want from their new school. 


Why Johnston Failed 

There is no one reason why Johnston failed. 
But why it closed is simple: Under the state’s 
Accountability Rating System, administered by 
the Texas Education Agency, it was classified as 
“academically unacceptable” for five consecu- 
tive years. When that happens, the axe drops. 
“The statute is quite clear about expectations 
for the fifth year,” said Laura Taylor, TEA’s 
deputy associate commissioner for Program 
Monitoring and Interventions. In 2006, the 
Legislature introduced new sanctions. After four 
years of a school being classified as unaccept- 
able, TEA can step in. After five years, it has no 
option. The school must close. 

The status is gauged by 26 metrics of 
achievement: Forgione calls them “trip wires,” 


and larger, more diverse school districts by defi- 
nition have more ways to trip. It doesn’t matter 
by how many cells on the spreadsheet or how 
few or by how much or how little a school fails: 
A fail is a fail. Even if a school improves dra- 
matically over that five-year period or if it fails 
in different areas in different years, “there’s no 
compensatoriness,” said Forgione. “I could be 
up big in 10 cells, flat in 15, and down in one, 
and I get the scarlet ‘U’ for unacceptable.” He 
called the rules, which came into effect Jan. 1, 
“a new reality, this whole issue of facing clo- 
sure, of blaming a building.” 

But that doesn’t change the fact that two 
Johnston graduating classes matriculated 
completely through an academically unac- 
ceptable school. For state Sen. Kirk Watson, 
D-Austin, who has taken a keen interest in 
Johnston, that’s what is unacceptable. “In year 
three, you should know what your glide path 
is,” he said. “You should have repurposed by 
year five, or you don’t have to because you’re 
reaching the standards.” 

Getting the right reform is tricky. There 
has been repeated criticism that Johnston 
was doomed from 2002, when the academic 
magnet school, the Liberal Arts Academy, 
merged with the Science Academy at LBJ High 
School to form the Liberal Arts and Science 
Academy. Critics said the move stripped away 
Johnston’s highest-performing students. But 
Forgione argues the presence of the academy 
only masked campuswide problems, and that 
wasn’t going to last. “Liberal Arts was not 
a strong academic school,” he said, “It was 
starting to lose it.” Enrollment was dropping, 
and something had to be done: Merging it 
with the Science Academy has meant that 
LASA is likely to be classified as “exemplary” 
next year. 

That was followed by the 2004 Johnston- 
inspired redesign. Under the guidance of 
Rosalinda Hernandez, former associate super- 
intendent of high schools, it was split into 
two academies (the Academy of Arts and 
Humanities and the Academy of Scientific 
Inquiry and Design), each with its own cur- 
riculum. But in 2006, student scores declined, 
forcing the district to get involved more 
directly and bringing its Office of High School 
Redesign into play. 

While the school couldn’t beat TEA’s clock, 
Johnston in 2008 was almost unrecognizable 
compared to Johnston in 2002, with improved 
results across all five subject areas. Once the 
Office of Redesign started more serious com- 
munity outreach in 2006, attendance went 
up by 4% in the first semester, 7% in the 
first year, and a remarkable 10% by this June. 
Johnston had its first Parent Teacher Student 
Association in eight years. 

But it still got caught in the trip wires. 

Close or Repurpose? 

The TEA gave AISD two options: Padlock 
Johnston’s doors to possibly open freshly in 
a year, or repurpose the campus immediately. 
For Forgione, closure was off the table, since 
there was no guarantee a sudden diaspora 
for Johnston students would benefit their

education. “A hundred kids would have gone 
to Austin High,” he said. “They [at Austin 
High] weren’t ready for them, they weren’t 
programmed for them, the kids wouldn’t do 
well, and Austin High could have failed.” 

Part of the problem with the new repurpos- 
ing rules, Forgione argues, is that the authors 
didn’t have ISDs like Austin in mind. “The 
law was really written [such] that you have a 
place that kids can’t get out of, so you close it. 
Well, that’s certainly not our context,” he said. 
“Every child in Johnston had ‘diversity choice’ 
with busing. Majority-minority without busing 
gives them another chance to go [to another 
school].” That’s why, he added, Johnston had 
already lost more than half its students to 
other campuses. 

The system ignores that in a district with 
choice, students remaining are not trapped 
there but may have very good reasons to 
stay - some academic, some personal. Watson 
warns that AISD must take those factors into 
account to avoid unintended consequences, 
like students having to choose between educa- 
tion and jobs. “It’s not just a kid working for 
extra money to buy more gas; their money is 
an important component of the income of the 
household,” Watson said. While there may be 
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PRIVATE ABORTION CARE 


buses available to get a student to and from 
school, “you’ve now changed the ability to 
work at a certain time, to be at home at a 
certain time,” he added. 

But for AISD board of trustees member 
Sam Guzman, who represents East Austin’s 
District 2 and ran both his 2007 and 2008 
election campaigns on a commitment to 
revive Johnston, it’s not just about indi- 
vidual students and their families. It’s the 
almost immeasurable impact of having a 
neighborhood school that has served genera- 
tions of East Austinites. “People throughout 
the years have identified with that school,” 
he said. “It’s more than a school; it’s an 
institution, and you’re talking about taking 
away an institution.” 

How to Build a School 
in Four Months 

Since the buildings are there and the stu- 
dents are there, how hard can it be to design 
a new school? “You’ve heard the expression 
‘building the airplane while you’re flying it’?” 
asked Mary Alice Deike. The former princi- 
pal of W Charles Akins High School stepped 


out of partial retirement when AISD asked 
her to help former administrator Dr. Celina 
Estrada-Thomas in what she described as 
“a coaching position, to concentrate on 
improving teaching.” After Estrada-Thomas 
announced her resignation in May, to be 
replaced by former Anderson High principal 
David Kemwein (as interim principal), Deike 
stepped up to become executive principal 
and is deeply involved in the repurposing. 
Having seen the effort to save Johnston, she 
said: “Had it been done earlier, it might have 
made a difference. But the trajectory is going 
in the right direction.” Now she describes 
herself as “delighted” to still be involved. 

It’s no small task. TEA Commissioner 
Robert Scott sent his letter confirming 
Johnston’s closure on June 4, the AISD 
board of trustees voted to push for repurpos- 
ing on June 9, and the TEA only accepted the 
repurposing proposal on June 18. The new 
school opens on Aug. 25, the beginning of 
the academic year. There were other issues 
to navigate, such as commitments to run 
summer programs and somehow avoiding 
disrupting the successful International High 
School, which shares the property.

ACC Eastside Making college real 


When AISD trustee Sam Guzman was grow- 
ing up, his options after high school were lim- 
ited. “You either went the vocational route, or 
you joined the service,” he recalled. He 
almost went into the Marines, but a grant 
allowed him to go to college. Now he’s eager 
to ensure Eastside students have easier 
access to higher education than he did. 

AISD’s plan (like much at the yet unnamed 
Eastside high school, still to be finalized) is 
not just to give a rhetori- 
cal nod to higher educa- 
tion but to give Austin 
Community College a real 
presence on campus. 

Mary Hensley, ACC’s vice 
president of college sup- 
port systems and ISD 
relations, said she is 
“immensely pleased to 
partner with AISD. It 
makes good sense, 
because we serve a simi- 
lar constituency.” The first 
stage will simply be to 
increase the number and 
availability of dual-credit 
and college-credit Tech 
Prep courses that ACC 
provides on campus. Students will get a 
head start on college, with the additional 
advantage that all fees and tuition costs will 
be waived. As with other new school classes, 
Hensley hopes to provide flexibility of hours, 
possibly offering sessions before and after 
the school day and even on weekends. 

There’s also serious consideration of an 
ACC campus advisory center, giving support 


with college applications as well as informa- 
tion on student scholarship aid. Hensley 
hopes the raw data might convince families 
of the benefits. She explained, “We have 
found that students who start here and trans- 
fer do as well or better than if they had gone 
straight into a four-year facility.” 

Guzman hopes a permanent ACC presence 
will help demystify college, although he wor- 
ries about a backlash if families feel they are 
being shortchanged. “There 
may be some criticism 
where people are saying, 
‘Well, you’re leading them 
into an associate degree,”’ 
he said. “We have to explain 
that it’s just another track.” 
This also means offering 
more applied courses. 
Guzman asked: “What if a 
school was preparing gradu- 
ating students to go into the 
medical field as techni- 
cians? Once they get in 
there, what’s to stop them 
becoming an M.D.?” 
Long-term, both AISD and 
ACC hope a college presence 
at the Eastside high might 
even encourage parents to re-enter education. 
Yet all this has to be done against the back- 
drop of demonstrating relevance to an educa- 
tion-skeptical community. Guzman admitted 
that the district might consider the vocational 
component of ongoing education and added, 
“Board members must always think ‘college 
bound,’ and maybe that’s something we might 
have to discuss.” - R.W.

Remembering Anderson 

What not to do 


Anderson High School, 1953 


There’s a mantra often heard within Austin 
ISD circles: “Johnston won’t become another 
Anderson.” Founded in 1938, for decades 
the original L.C. Anderson High School on 
Thompson Street in East Austin was the only 
city high school open to black students. In 
1971, it was closed in the course of desegrega- 
tion: It was not the closure but how it was done 
that left scars. “Not just the building got closed, 
but the neighborhood got dissolved,” said Pat 
Forgione. “I can tell you, the black community 
has never forgiven the district for that.” 

Joseph Reid, Anderson class of ’58 and 
chairman of the Original L.C. Anderson Alumni 
Association, saw the damage wrought by a mis- 
handled school closure. As families moved away 
to be closer to their children’s new school, he 
explained, “It seemed more than a coincidence 
that businesses in East Austin began to dry up.” 
When the district opened the new Anderson in 
Northwest Austin in 1973, the only thing it shared 
with its predecessor was the name. Reid argues the 
changeover was a district blunder. “There are things 
that made Johnston Johnston [that] they will want 
to preserve,” he said. “In Anderson, they just locked 
the doors, like they shut it down for the summer.” 
The new “Johnston” high school cannot keep 
its name (TEA ordered that it be changed, as 
required by state law). However, the history and 


successes of Johnston will be acknowledged, tro- 
phies will be displayed, and it may even keep the 
old Johnston colors and mascot. But AISD trust- 
ee Sam Guzman sees keeping the community 
engaged as the real test. He suggested the long 
struggle to keep Johnston open may transfer into 
goodwill for the new school. “The ones involved 
through the PTSA and the leadership teams and 
that came to the meetings understood fully that 
there needed to be changes,” he said. 

The district has tried to keep that involve- 
ment strong, with a series of site visits, public 
forums, and focus groups over the summer. But 
it also sees the value of invested intermediar- 
ies, like the Greater Austin Hispanic Chamber of 
Commerce. Chamber President Andy Martinez 
described his role as being “a critical friend to 
the district ... not just to provide a Hispanic 
perspective but a business involvement as well. 
We need an educated work force.” 

Guzman warns the district must strive to get 
and keep community involvement beyond the 
summer, because previously parents “started to 
believe that their involvement was perfunctory.” 
But an open school in the neighborhood is bet- 
ter than no school, even if the consultation 
wasn’t perfect. He explained, “I would prefer to 
have a bottom-to-top process rather than top- 
down, but bottom-up takes a long time.” - R.W. 


After deciding to repurpose, the second 
major decision was not to replace Johnston 
with a new comprehensive high school. The 
eventual plan is for three separate schools shar- 
ing the campus: the IHS, which will continue 
unaltered; the new school opening in August, 
which looks likely to become repurposed for 
early college preparation; and a third specialty 
academy opening in 2009, unspecified at this 
time but possibly to be modeled on the New 
Tech High at Akins. When complete, the three 
schools will share many nonacademic assets, 
like sports and music. Deike rejects the notion 
that the plans for the 2008-09 academic year 
put students in a holding pattern while AISD 
devises something better. “The work that we 
are doing this year will lead into what we will 
do in the years after,” she said. 

While the plan is to have roughly 600 
students between the two new schools, Patti 
Everitt, AISD’s director of operations and com- 
munity outreach for the Office of Redesign, 
argues the benefit of dividing into smaller 
learning communities is simple math: Even if 
the student-teacher ratio remains the same (the 
plan is to actually make that 20-to-l, rather 
than AISD’s 30-to-l norm), fewer teachers 
and fewer students means a better chance that 
every teacher knows every student. “Instead 
of having 60 teachers who never have time to 
talk about Patti, you now have 30 teachers, so 
there’s a better chance that they’re going to get 
together,” she said. Staff will have joint daily 
90-minute planning periods and use the new 
Student Teacher Advisement Reports, which 
flag grade, attendance, and discipline problems 
early, not for punishment but for intervention. 
In the classroom, the district has committed to 
10 new programs - including leaming-to-leam 


skills (“One of the things we heard from stu- 
dents is, ‘No one ever taught us how to study,’ 
so we’re responding to that,” said Everitt) 
and the national Advancement Via Individual 
Determination organizational skills system. 

In addition to these changes, Forgione also 
points to Johnston’s successful programs. The 
reason they worked before and can work again 


Johnston’s successes. In his June 18 letter, 
Scott singled out its afterhours Twilight School 
program for particular praise. Similarly, the 
Greater Austin Hispanic Chamber of Com- 
merce plans to continue and enhance its men- 
torship program. Forgione plans to take those 
successes on board. “It can’t be a traditional 
high school,” he said. “It’s got to be flexible. It

As part of the repurposing, the new Eastside high gets a new name. To help ensure community 
involvement, AISD asked residents to submit suggestions for what their new school should be called. 
Nominations are now closed, and the board of trustees will announce the winner at its Aug. 11 
meeting - just in time for the paint to dry on the signs before the academic year starts. The district 
received 618 forms suggesting 206 different names. Even though keeping the old name got 31 
votes, TEA had already ruled against this new school being called Johnston, New Johnston, Johnston 
Phoenix, or any other variation. As is normal, there were some AISD tributes: Johnston’s former Dean 
of Women Dorothy Orebo got 23 nominations, while Superintendent Pat Forgione got four. - R.W.

is simple: What worked for Johnston worked 
for the Eastside community. He rejects taking 
a one-size-fits-all approach of bolting what 
works elsewhere into the new high school’s 
classrooms. Take the three schools that intro- 
duced the district’s First Things First program: 
“Why did LBJ and Travis kick butt and Reagan 
didn’t?” he asked. Even TEA acknowledged 


may run from 8 to 8. We’ve got to find a way 
to meet the needs of all our kids.” 

Deike hopes that flexibility can be reflected 
in the lesson plan as well as the schedule. 
She recalled Johnston students had a geom- 
etry project on how to get a good deal on 
a big-screen TV “They really applied the 
Pythagorean [theorem],” she said. The trick 


is in not confusing an applied approach with 
dumbing-down. “It has to make kids think,” 
she said. “It’s not just about solving one prob- 
lem but a deeper understanding.” 

That takes good teachers, but under the TEA’s 
repurposing guidelines, only 25% of Johnston’s 
staff can move to the new high school; the rest 
must be reassigned or let go. For Forgione, who 
designed incentives to get good teachers into 
Johnston in the first place and saw the results 
of their efforts, this was a hard pill to swallow. 
“All these teachers that were responsible for this 
growth, I have to get rid of three out of four 
of them,” he said. The only other option was 
worse. “If we padlocked [Johnston], they would 
have gone anyway,” he added. 

The accelerated timeline and late start 
make finding new staff difficult. Most hiring 
happens in the spring for the district’s new 
teacher orientation Aug. 11. “Teachers have 
families and investments, and they want to 
know where they’re going to be,” said Everitt. 
Extra provisions were made by the Human 
Resources department to give some leeway, 
not least of which is cash. In March, the 
board approved tactical compensation for 
high-achieving middle and high school prin- 
cipals worth up to $10,000 a year: For the 
new Eastside principal, as well as Pearce and 
Reagan, that figure rises to $30,000, “because 
the effort is extraordinary,” said Forgione. 

That effort includes hiring master teachers, 
whom Deike described as having “success 
with kids and a real ability to make educa- 
tion come alive.” “We’re being very selec- 
tive,” she added. “A master teacher really has 
to be a master teacher. It can’t just be some- 
one who is certified and has some experience 
in the schoolroom.” 
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It’s an evolving process, with hires made 
as the right candidate becomes available. 
But there is already a bedrock of proven 
former Johnston staff, the ones behind the 
recent radical improvements: One of the 
two assistant principals and two of the four 
instructional coaches are Johnston hold- 
overs, as is academy Director Brandy Baker. 
From the interim team, Kernwein will likely 
stay in place as principal until the 2009-10 
academic year, while Deike switches from 
executive principal to consultant. The TEA’s 
management team will also stay in place. 
Plus, as Everitt noted, most of the new teach- 
ers are local, “which is good, because they’ll 
know the standards and the [instructional 
planning guides].” 

The Johnston 
Legacy 

What may be most sur- 
prising is that with the 
death of Johnston and so 
many unknowns about its 
replacement, students still 
want to go there. As part 
of the TEAs approval of 
repurposing, it has to be a 
school of choice: No stu- 
dent can be assigned there 
before 2010 and even 
then only if it is judged 
academically acceptable. 

But by July 23, 376 students had sent in their 
forms confirming that they wanted to attend 
the new high school: Everitt expects more and 
is actively seeking them out. “We have walkers 
going door-to-door for students who have not 
returned their forms yet,” she said. “But we’ll 
have kids turning up on the first day.” That 
initial roster already includes 27 students 
from outside the Johnston attendance zone, 
attracted by the plans. “It’s not a stampede, 
but a trickle,” said Everitt, who expects those 
numbers to increase as the new school estab- 


lishes itself and its innovative programs 
attract students districtwide. 

Most importantly, Forgione hopes there 
are no more school closures and manda- 
tory repurposing remains rare. Only one 
other high school in the entire state - Sam 
Houston in Houston ISD - is facing manda- 
tory year-five repurposing, while two middle 
schools - G.L. Wiley in Waco and Oak 
Village in North Forest - are on their fourth 
academically unacceptable years, “So the 
numbers are pretty small,” said TEA’s Taylor. 
While Forgione praised TEA for supporting 
the repurposing plan, he hopes that the state 
will learn from Johnston when considering 
further reforms. “It feels like a punitive sys- 
tem,” said Forgione, “because it doesn’t credit 
the growth that I made. 
Yes, call me in need of 
improvement, but don’t 
call me ‘low-performing’ 
when I’ve improved in 
so many areas.” 

Forgione also hopes 
the real local legacy of 
Johnston will be felt 
districtwide, to help 
other troubled schools. 
“Everything we learned 
atjohnston, we’re going 
to apply upstream, so 
that’s a halo effect on 
a tough situation,” he 
said. Just as Student 
Teacher Advisement Reports allow for ear- 
lier intervention for students, he hopes that 
keeping clearer track of how schools are 
performing, combined with a willingness 
to intervene earlier with innovative new 
approaches, will mean redesign and repur- 
pose can take place in year two of academi- 
cally unacceptable status, not in year four, 
when the die is cast. “Shame on us that 
we didn’t come up with the solution quick 
enough,” he said, “but I do feel the future 
will be better.” ■

to Gold 

Austinites go for Olympic glory in Beijing 

In late June and early July this summer, I enjoyed one of the most electrifying experiences of my life: I 
attended all eight days of the U.S. Olympic Team Trials - Track & Field in Eugene, Ore. It was something I’d 
dreamed of doing for years. 

Once upon a time, I’d hoped to actually participate in the trials. However, a single, unillustrious season on 
the University of Texas Longhorns’ track squad quickly made me realize that my real future was in writing, 
not running. Maybe even writing about running. Twenty-one years later, I’m still a rabid fan of the sport, and 
getting to see America’s best runners, jumpers, and throwers chase their Olympic dreams at the University of 
Oregon’s Hayward Field - one of the most historic venues in track-and-field history - was for me like a baseball 
fan getting to see the World Series at Yankee Stadium. 

A big part of the thrill was getting to see many of my fellow Austinites chase down one of the top three spots 
in each event that would earn them a ticket to Beijing. At least 15 Austin-area residents competed in Eugene, 
maybe more, depending on how you define ‘Austinite.” Five made the track team, and I managed to corral 
three of them for interviews: high jumper Andra Manson, decathlete Trey Hardee, and distance runner Leonel 
Manzano. I wasn’t able to catch up to the two female sprinters - Marshevet Hooker (200 meters) and Sanya 
Richards (400 meters) - a problem I share with most of their competitors. All five of them, unsurprisingly, are 
former Longhorns. 

Of course, the Austin and UT contributions go well beyond track and field. Elsewhere on these pages is 
Thomas Hackett’s look at swimmers Ian Crocker, Brendan Hansen, and Eric Shanteau (see “Austin Swimmers 
Look to Dominate in Beijing,” p.34), and Longhorns will also be featured in baseball (Taylor Teagarden), soft- 
ball (Cat Osterman), and diving (Laura Wilkinson and Troy Dumais). I have no doubt there are a few other 
Central Texans in other sports we’ve missed. In any case, during the next 17 days, there will be plenty for us 
here in the People’s Republic of Austin to cheer for over there in the People’s Republic of China.

When the folks at NBC cast about for the 
inspirational stories they love to play up dur- 
ing their Olympic coverage, they need look no 
further than the 1,500-meter run in track and 
field (also known as the “metric mile”). The 
story is about as American as you can get - 
because none of the three U.S. runners in that 
event was born in the United States. Bernard 
Lagat won a silver medal in the 2004 Olympics 
running for his native Kenya, Lopez Lomong is 
one of the “lost boys” of Sudan, and Austin’s 
Leonel Manzano was born in Mexico. In the 
past four years, all three became U.S. citizens, 
and last month, at the U.S. Olympic Trials, 
they raced to spots on our Olympic team. 

Of the three, Manzano ’s transition was 
probably the easiest - his family moved from 
the Mexican state of Guanajuato to Marble 
Falls, about 50 miles northwest of Austin, 
when he was only 4 years old, and he basically 
grew up a Norteamericano. Still, he never took 
living in the U.S. for granted - now 23, he 
was extremely proud when he finally attained 
citizenship in 2004. 

“I think it’s really awesome how a group of 
individuals can come together and compete 
for the U.S.,” Manzano said last month. “This 
country has given me an awesome opportu- 
nity to represent the United States. And not 
only me, but others like Lagat and Lomong. 


I don’t think this can really be done in many 
other countries.” 

But just getting to the U.S. wasn’t enough 
to guarantee his Olympic destiny. Even after 
immigrating, his family was very poor, and his 
life could have turned out much differently. 
His parents initially looked askance at his 
distraction with running. 

“In Hispanic culture, people are supposed 
to go out and get a job and contribute to the 
family,” Manzano said. “My parents didn’t 
really know sports. It was very poor where 
they were from. They knew what soccer was, 
but I think they thought running was a lazy 
man’s thing. At first, they just said, ‘Why 
don’t you just find a job?’ 

“This was in sixth or seventh grade. I don’t 
really blame them, but at first they weren’t 
supportive, but then they saw how the school 
was taking me to places, all these little towns 
around Texas, and then I went to the [Amateur 
Athletic Union] nationals. When they started 
seeing how I was doing, they became support- 
ive and started to understand.” 

Even Manzano himself took awhile to under- 
stand the sport. Coming from a cash-strapped 
family, he wasn’t exactly making regular trips 
to Run-Tex. 

“When I first started running, I had no 
running shoes; I wore these hiking boots. 
Through high school, I’d buy tennis shoes for 
school, and when they wore out, I’d use them 


for running shoes. I’d have a pair of shoes for 
a whole year. When I got to UT, I found out 
that after every 1,000 miles, I’d get new shoes. 
I said, ‘Really?!’ And I always wore basketball 
shorts. When UT wanted me to wear these 
little short shorts, I said, ‘I’m not wearing 
that!’ But I wore them, and they were really 
different and gave me more mobility.” 
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I’ve had the pleasure of watching a good 
part of his journey from immigrant and small- 
town boy to the Olympics. He first caught 
my eye at the 2001 Texas high school cham- 
pionships. I saw this tiny freshman (5 feet 5 
inches now, and surely smaller then) wearing 
the purple of the Marble Falls Mustangs run 
to championships in the 3,200 and 1,600 


meters in Class 4A - never an easy double to 
pull off in one day (I know; I did it in high 
school several times myself), but to do it at 
the championship level . . . and win . . . and do 
so against older runners . . . takes raw guts. I 
thought I saw something special in this kid, 
but I’ve seen young talents flame out before 
and wondered if he could keep it up. 

He could. Over his four years of high school, 
he racked up six state championships on the 
track and three more in cross country. He 
came to the University of Texas looking like a 
solid recruit - the eighth fastest high schooler 
in the nation in the 800, but two of his 
future teammates were ranked higher. Thus, 
Longhorn fans were pleasantly shocked when 
he won the NCAA national championship in 
the 1,500 as a freshman. He went on to win 
three more individual national championships 
and 10 Big 12 Conference crowns (seven on 
his own and three on relay teams) during his 
four years on the 40 Acres, and in 2007, he 
made his first national team, qualifying for the 
World Championships in Osaka, Japan. 

I was in the stands in Eugene when he 
came down the final straightaway, latched on 
to the heels of Olympic and World Champion 
Lagat and doggedly refused to let go until he 
had punched his ticket to China by finishing 
second. That toughness I saw seven years ear- 
lier in that little boy was still there and finally 
reaching full fruition. 
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“Leo certainly understands who he is 
and where he came from,” said UT distance 
coach Jason Vigilante, who will head over 
to Beijing with his charge. “The notion of 
hard work, of earning everything he’s got, 
has been ingrained in him his whole life, 
flow he races, how he trains, how he carries 
himself, it’s all about his upbringing. He’s 
certainly someone for all people, especially 
youngsters, to emulate.” 

Manzano will need that toughness on the 
biggest stage his sport has to offer. In Osaka, 
he got a taste of the difference between col- 
lege and world-class running. In his prelimi- 
nary heat, he got a good hard elbow, lost his 
stride, and failed to qualify for the finals. That 
experience will serve him well on his second 
trip to Asia. “The higher you go, the more 
aggressive the runners are,” said Manzano. 
“Those guys won’t give you an inch.” 

When he crossed the line in first place at 
June’s NCAA championships, he completed 
his college eligibility and signed a pro con- 
tract with Nike. So now that he’s hit the big 
time, might he head off to more famous elite 
distance-runner training grounds in Eugene 
or Boulder, Colo.? 

“My support system is here,” Manzano 
said. “My family, everything is here. The 
biggest thing for me is the support system. 
It’s hard to function without that. I might 
do a couple of training sessions at altitude, 
but Austin is my home now. It’s near Marble 
Falls, and I like to go back home. This is 
where I’m at now.” 

The first round of the 1,500 meters will be run on Aug. 
15. If Manzano advances through all the rounds, he will 
run the semifinals on Aug. 1 7 and the final on Aug. 19. 

Trey Hardee 

“My favorite thing to do is nothing,” admits 
former Texas Longhorn Trey Hardee. “I mean, 
I love going outside; I love Austin; I love 
Barton Springs; I love Zilker Park, Town Lake; 
I love the whole nine. I really enjoy going to 
Hamilton Pool. But if you gave me the option 
on my day off to do anything I wanted to do, 


it would be to sit in my apartment, watching 
TV or playing guitar and napping. It would 
clearly just be doing absolutely nothing.” 

That’s understandable - because the rest 
of the time, Hardee is doing everything. 
The Alabama native, NCAA record holder, 
and 2005 NCAA champ will represent the 
United States in Beijing in the decathlon, 
possibly track and field’s most grueling 
event. Spread out over two days and com- 
prising 10 events, it requires mastery of 
every aspect of the sport: sprinting (the 
100 and 400 meters), jumping (the long 
jump, high jump, and pole vault), throw- 
ing (the shot, discus, and javelin), hurdling 
(110-meter hurdles), and then, just for a 
good kick in the shins, it concludes with 
distance running (the 1,500 meter). 

So yeah, the guy might want to chill a bit 
when he’s not training. 

“You get tired,” Hardee says, understating it 
a bit. It’s hard enough that a typical decathlete 
will only do a full 10-eventer a couple of times 
a year. But really, “I’m more mentally tired 
after a decathlon than I am physically tired,” 
he says, “because the physical stuff will come 
back the next day. I won’t feel fresh, but I’ll 
have recovered a little bit. But the mental part 
of it and the neurological part of it is really 
exhausting and can last two or three weeks.” 

Hardee landed his spot on the team by fin- 
ishing in the top three at June’s U.S. Olympic 
Trials in Eugene. Winning individual events 
isn’t as important in the decathlon as main- 
taining quality across all 10 - athletes rack up 
points based on their marks, according to pre- 
set scoring tables, and Hardee rolled to a life- 
time best of 8,534 points that put him behind 
2005 world champion Bryan Clay and barely 
ahead of 2003 world champ Tom Pappas. 

Hardee first came to Austin after two years 
at Mississippi State. When his former school 
made some cutbacks in its track program, 
Hardee decided to leave, and a good experi- 
ence in the Texas Relays decathlon made UT 
seem like the place to be.

UT Coaches Represent in Beijing 

Eighteen current or former Longhorns across five different sports will represent the United 
States in the Beijing Olympics, and a smattering of others will represent other nations. Is it 
something in the water? 

No, it’s something more obvious - the coaching. UT track and field coach Bubba Thornton and 
swimming coach Eddie Reese are the head coaches for the U.S. in Beijing in their respective 
sports, and basketball coach Gail Goestenkors and diving coach Matt Scoggin will be assistants. 

Texas track assistant coach Mario Sategna won’t be on the official U.S. staff, but he will 
be in Beijing to help guide two of the athletes he groomed at UT - high jumper Andra 
Manson and decathlete Trey Hardee. 

“These are the first two guys I’ve had in the Olympics,” says Sategna, himself a former 
NCAA decathlon champ for Louisiana State who participated in the 1996 Olympic Trials. “As 
a coach, first and foremost, I’ve had these guys in college and shared in their ups and downs, 
and I knew they had the potential to make it to the next level, and I’m excited they made it. 
The hardest thing is to make the U.S. team, especially in their events. It’s a neat thing.” 

Watching them in Eugene was exciting but not necessarily nerve-racking. Sategna was 
highly confident in his young charges’ abilities. 

“Those guys are good enough that if they didn’t make it, it would have been a disappoint- 
ment. Just seeing them do what they’re capable of was the biggest thing. ... I knew they 
were good enough.” - L.N.

Austin Swimmers Look to Dominate 

(Along with that Phelps guy) 


“[UT assistant coach] Mario Sategna had a 
similar style to my previous coach. I came for 
a visit, and it was incredible, the facilities they 
have here, the magnitude of the university. It’s 
an athletics mecca. It felt right. It felt like I was 
where I needed to be.” And in the run-up to the 
games, it was still the right place to be.

Andra Manson 

High jumper Andra Manson came perilously 
close to never donning the burnt orange. When 
he shocked the track world after high school 
with an American junior record of 7 feet 7 inches 
(“junior” in the track world basically means 
teenager), he was committed to competing for 
the Arkansas Razorbacks. Thankfully for the 
Longhorns, the Brenham native changed his 
mind and decided to stay closer to home. Might 
his life have turned out differently in Fayetteville? 

“I don’t know,” Manson says. “I haven’t 
thought about that. It might have been the 
same - Arkansas has a great coach, Dick 
Booth. He’s done a tremendous job with the 
high jump. But I’m happy I came here; it’s 
just been a warm feeling representing Texas.” 

Indeed, things turned out well. He went on 
to an NCAA championship his freshman year 
(2004), last year he raised his lifetime best to 
7 feet 7 3 A inches, and now, in his first year as 
a pro, he’s on the U.S. Olympic team. 

“Making the Olympic team was a great 
feeling,” he says, a feeling he earned by 
placing second at the U.S. Olympic Trials in 
Eugene last month. “Words can’t describe 
how I really feel.” 

Manson might be a former small-town 
kid, but his athletic career has made 
him rather worldly. That aforementioned 
record came in winning the World Junior 
Championships in Kingston, Jamaica, and 
this year he was on the American squad 
for the World Indoor Championships in 
Valencia, Spain, where he placed third. And 
he’s traveled all over America. 

“Some people don’t get to see that much 
of the world,” Manson says appreciatively. 
But he also has to take care of his body while 
he’s abroad and avoid mishaps with unusual 
foods: “I just try to find a McDonald’s.” 

The traveling is nice, but he plans to keep 
living here in Austin. 

“As long as [UT assistant coach] Mario 
Sategna is here,” Manson says (see “UT 
Coaches Represent in Beijing,” p.33). “The 
weather is great here. You can be outside all 
year round. It’s a great place, and I like the 
people here. I’m not much of a party person, 
but the atmosphere here is great. And having 
a big airport like Austin has makes it easy to 
get in and out. 

“It’s a really beautiful sight when you’re 
practicing [at UT’s Mike A. Myers Stadium] 
and you can look over there and see the state 
Capitol. Once every blue moon, I just kind of 
find myself looking over there.” ■ 

The preliminary round of the mens high jump will he 
held Aug. 17. If Manson qualifies, he will compete in the 
final on Aug. 19. 


Of the 22 men who will be swimming on the 
United States Olympic team, more than a third 
live in Austin and train with Longhorn Aquatics. 
Yes, the reigning king of the sport, Michael 
Phelps, does pretty well for himself swimming 
out of Ann Arbor, Mich. As every sentient person 
in America probably knows, Phelps has his sights 
set on winning a record eight gold medals in 
Beijing, and even if he falls short, no other swim- 
mer will likely come close to rivaling his medal 
haul. Collectively, however, the Austin men could 
leave the Beijing National Aquatic Center (known 
as the “Water Cube”) with more gold, silver, and 
bronze than any other country suiting up. 

“The focus has been on Michael,” admits 
world-record holder and UT grad Ian Crocker. 

“But if you look at what we’ve done at UT, we’ve 
done everything that Michael has done. It has 
just taken a few of us to do it.” 

The remark is characteristic of the 
Austin swimmers, revealing both their 
sense of esprit de corps and their 
unassuming sense of humor. 

“We more or less, in the last six 
years, have grown up together, have 
gone through college together, know 
the ins and outs of each other 
extremely well,” Aaron Peirsol said of 
Crocker and Brendan Hansen, who 
with Peirsol form the core of the 
Austin contingent that trains under 
the keen eyes of coaches Eddie Reese 
and Kris Kubik. “We’ve all helped 
each other, not just physically but let- 
ting each other know we belong here, 
and that is half the battle. It really is.” 

Spend any time at all with these guys at the 
UT Swimming Center, and the thing you notice 
is an utter lack of egoism. As fiercely competi- 
tive as they are in the water, they don’t take 
themselves too seriously out of it. Crocker has 
been open about his battle with depression. 
Garrett Weber-Gale, who has considered going 
to culinary school, has snippets of himself 
cooking his own recipes on YouTube. And 
Peirsol, the California surfer dude (though he’s 
been in Austin for the last six years), is so laid- 
back that on the flight back from Athens in ’04 
he checked his three gold medals - and wasn’t 
fazed when his bags got temporarily lost. 

Maybe he was thinking that he’d have no 
trouble replacing them in Beijing. Indeed, for 
all his devil-may-care charm, the backstroker 
has lost only once in the last seven years. At 
last month’s trials in Omaha, Neb., he won the 
100-meter and 200-meter backstroke, setting 
world records in both events. 

The point of the Olympics, they say, is not to 
win but to take part. But make no mistake: The 
Austin swimmers do expect to win - Peirsol in 
the backstroke, Hansen in the 100-meter breast- 
stroke, Scott Spann and Eric Shanteau in the 
200-meter breaststroke, and Weber-Gale, one of 
the surprises of the trials, in the 50- and 
100-meter freestyle. (Although they won’t be 


swimming in individual events, Ricky Berens and 
David Walters will be participating in the 
800-meter relay. The only Austin-based woman 
swimming in Beijing - world-record holder and 
assistant UT coach Kirsty Coventry - will be rep- 
resenting her native Zimbabwe. Atlanta’s 
Kathleen Hersey, swimming in the 200-meter 
butterfly, will be a Longhorn soon enough, enroll- 
ing as a freshman after the Beijing games.) 

Peirsol is mindful to point out that “no one 
owns a race,” and for good reason. Considered a 
lock to gold in the 200, he beat Florida’s Ryan 
Lochte by only 0.02 seconds in Omaha. The oth- 
ers may have an even tougher time of it in Beijing. 

For Crocker to take the gold in the 100-meter 
butterfly, he’ll have to beat Phelps, the best swim- 
mer in history - in itself no easy feat (Phelps 
smoked him in the trials, but Crocker still holds the 


world record in the event), but all the more difficult 
if it will mean single-handedly ruining the biggest 
story of the games. Not that any of that seems to 
be interfering with Crocker’s plans. “The 100 fly 
was the gift I was given, so you have to shake your 
moneymaker in what you do,” he said at the trials. 

Hansen has his own longstanding rivalry with 
Kosuke Kitajima of Japan motivating him. Best 
known to Americans for his obnoxious yelling 
after a win, Kitajima beat Hansen in both the 
100- and 200-meter breaststroke in Athens. In 
the years since, no sooner has Hansen set a 
world record than the 5-foot-8-inch Kitajima has 
done him one better. As a result, Hansen is more 
famous in Japan than Phelps, attracting swarms 
of Japanese sportswriters eager to play up the 
rivalry. “I was the guy with the target on his chest 
three weeks ago,” Hansen told them. “Now he 
breaks [my] record, and he’s got the target on 
his chest. I’m a good hunter; that’s what I do.” 

Problem is, Hansen didn’t quite deliver. After 
winning at 100 meters, he placed a dismaying 
fourth in the 200 and won’t be competing in 
that event. Fortunately, Spann and Shanteau 
will. “Part of me won tonight because I taught 
those guys everything I know for the last six or 
eight months,” he said after his loss. “I’m 
going to show these guys what they need to do 
to beat [Kitajima]. Because if I can’t do it, I’m

going to make sure that they do.” 

If Shanteau somehow manages to be the 
one to do that, for Americans it will be the 
feel-good story of the Olympics. During the tri- 
als, the Auburn grad barely got mentioned in 
NBC’s coverage. Even after making the team 
with a second-place finish behind Spann (who 
in April transferred from Michigan to UT), 
Shanteau himself was oddly subdued. A few 
days later, in a team meeting, everyone found 
out why: A week before the trials, Shanteau 
learned that he had testicular cancer. 

“I was sort of like: This isn’t real. There’s no 
way this is happening to me right now,”’ he told 
the Associated Press. “You’re trying to get 
ready for the Olympics, and you just get this 
huge bomb dropped on you.” 

Making the team presented 
Shanteau with an awful dilemma: 
either compete in Beijing and risk 
having the cancer spread or get the 
necessary surgery and kiss the expe- 
rience he’d spent a lifetime working 
for goodbye. Since testicular cancer 
typically spreads slowly and is highly 
treatable, Shanteau and his doctors 
decided to put off any medical proce- 
dures till after the games. 

“If he’s happy and content with 
playing it out this way, that’s the most 
important thing,” Dr. Brett Baker, his 
urologist, said. 

“Happy and content” may not be the 
words for what Shanteau has been 
feeling, but even if he doesn’t medal - 
and his odds were never great, cancer 
or no cancer - he has already become the inspi- 
ration of the team, as well as drawing plaudits 
from cancer survivor Lance Armstrong. “I think 
at the Olympics he will swim like a man pos- 
sessed,” Armstrong told The New York Times. 
“Cancer survivors from all over the world will say, 
This is our guy.’ I think it’s a powerful force.” 

The sheer exuberance of youth is a powerful 
force of its own, and it’s what Spann and 
Weber-Gale have going for themselves in 
Beijing. Jason Marsteller, an editor at 
Swimming World, which keeps close tabs on 
international competition, at first didn’t give 
the young Longhorns much chance to medal. 
“They kind of came out of nowhere,” he said. 
“They’re really unknown. They could make it to 
the finals, I suppose.” Then he started review- 
ing their performances. In the 50- and 
100-meter freestyle, the 22-year-old Weber- 
Gale posted the third and fourth fastest times 
in the world in Omaha - faster even than 
Phelps. Spann’s best is a full two seconds 
behind Kitajima, which ain’t nothing, but he’s 
also six years younger, which could help make 
up the difference. 

“I feel like there are a lot of young wolves 
coming to eat the old wolves,” Crocker said. 

Just don’t tell the 41-year-old Dara 
Torres that. - Thomas Hackett

I’ve seen Shakespeare done using shop- 
ping carts, briefcases filled with cocaine, and 
mannequins. I’ve seen Shakespeare done 
with Nazis in full uniform, accompanied by 
Dobermans at the theatre doors. I directed a 
production of Hamlet in which the climactic 
fencing match was performed with foam base- 
ball bats. I’ve heard of productions of 
Shakespeare done with single actors and pup- 
pets, and I’ve seen entire Shakespeare plays 
cut to one hour and even less than 40 min- 
utes. But I’ve never heard of anything quite 
like what Jeff Kaplan is doing with King Lear. 

Kaplan, a performance artist (for lack of 
a better term) who works out of Denton, 
Texas, came to the arts fairly late in life. “I 
was a history major at a liberal arts college 
in the upper Midwest, all set to pursue a 
career in the State Department. I was a 
senior, an undergrad, and then I took a 
modern dance class for fun my last semes- 
ter, which was a mistake. The class was 
great, but I couldn’t touch my toes or 
remember any of the steps. In any case, I 


had a blast, and I realized that sitting at a 
desk was not for me. 

“I was also singing for the first time with 
my college group, and we ended up going on 
tour. We performed at Carnegie Hall, so that 
was one of the first theatres I ever per- 
formed at. And you know, what can I say? It 
was an instant addiction. Just instantaneous- 
ly, being onstage was it; that was just it.” 

In K.Lear, Kaplan performs the entire 
third act of Shakespeare’s masterpiece 
word for word, playing all the characters 
while constantly dancing, but with no 
accompaniment other than his own voicing 
of Shakespeare’s text and wearing nothing 
but a straitjacket and medical scrubs. “In 
general, I look for the most ludicrously diffi- 
cult things possible. I mean, just off-the-wall 
hard things. I’m really attracted to complexi- 
ty. And as great and brilliant as the Bard is, 
there’s all of his plays, and then there’s 
King Lear. The sophistication, the command 
of language, the characterizations - to me 
it’s just so superior in every way to every- 


thing else. It’s structured like a play, but it 
doesn’t feel like one. It has that sense of 
otherness that I’m attracted to. 

“I also am coming to believe strongly that 
Shakespeare didn’t write tragedies in a 
Greek sense. He wrote about insanity, and he 
was particularly attracted to the intersection 
of power and insanity. He’s talking typically 
about kings that go crazy. But I started to 
treat all the characters in the act as different 
voices, and without changing a single line of 
the text, I just found that it worked. The lan- 
guage really lends itself to the metaphor of a 
splintering mirror. There’s almost a T.S. Eliot 
thing going on, this fracturing of the psyche.” 

Kaplan will present K.Lear in Austin for 
one performance only, Saturday, Aug. 9, 8pm, 
at Cafe Dance, 3307-B Hancock. Seating is 
extremely limited, so reservations are strong- 
ly recommended, and because of the inti- 
mate nature of the space, late seating will 
not be permitted. Also, be ready to take your 
shoes off, as it’s a strictly barefoot event.

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ART THEFTS Ripped off while you eat 


KIDSACTING The young 
ones take Center Stage 


Talk about your daring daylight robberies: Some time on 
July 19 or 20, someone walked into the NeWorlDeli on 
Guadalupe at 41st, took two paintings by artist Leanne 
Venier out of their frames, and left with them. Then the 
following Sunday, about 1:30pm, a woman with a black 
trash bag strolled into the same deli and, in full view of 
the lunch crowd, took another of 
Venier’s oil abstracts off the wall, 
stuck it in the bag, and abscond- 
ed with it. Each of the paintings, 
which had been hanging since 
June 1, were priced at $695. 

Venier doesn’t know who the 
thief was or why her artwork was 
hit twice. “My initial reaction the 
first time was: ‘Well, that’s pretty 
flattering. Somebody likes my 
work enough to risk going to jail 
to own it!’ Then I immediately 
thought, ‘Something good is 
bound to come of all of this.’ The 
second time, I thought, ‘OK, now 
the universe is really trying to tell 
me something!’ And I felt even 
more confident that something 
positive was going to come of all 
of it.” 

Venier notified the media to 
help warn other artists and 
establishments that show art 
about the thefts. After coverage 
in the Statesman and on KXAN and KTBC, Venier received 
numerous e-mails not only from friends, fellow artists, and 
art collectors expressing sympathy but also from artists 
who knew of similar incidents in recent years in which art 
was stolen from Upper Crust Bakery, Kerbey Lane Cafe, 
Z’Tejas, and other Austin eateries. That’s made the artist 


feel even more strongly that “people need to know about 
and talk about what’s happening with these art thefts.” 
Venier wants artists to be prepared for theft. “First of all, 
any time something like this happens,” she says, “the 
police should be called immediately.” In her case, those 
calls allowed police to obtain fingerprints from the frames 
that were left behind and a specif- 
ic description of the culprit in the 
second robbery: a woman about 5 
feet 3 inches, mid- to late 40s, 
very thin, dark complexion, long 
black hair with white streaks, car- 
rying a black umbrella. 

Venier also recommends that 
artists add insurance coverage 
that protects them in case of 
theft or damage to their work. 
Establishments that display art 
can help by installing a hanging 
system that makes it harder for 
work to be removed and by alert- 
ing their staffs to watch out for 
people trying to remove art. She 
urges staff members and patrons 
alike to ask such people what 
they’re doing and, if they claim to 
be the artist or helping the artist, 
to ask them for identification. 

As for something good coming 
out of this, Venier was invited to 
exhibit her work in another eatery 
in the same neighborhood. She now has 20 paintings hang- 
ing at Hyde Park Bar & Grill, where they will remain through 
Sept. 21. A reception for the artist will be held Tuesday, 
Sept. 9, 4:30-6:30pm, at Hyde Park Bar & Grill, 4206 Duval 
St. For more information, visit www.leannevenier.com.

Three months ago, the Eastside lost a live theatre. Next week, 
it gets a new one. And guess what? It’s the same theatre - well, 
the same location, anyway. 

The theatre that closed was Arts on Real, the elegant showplace 
that Blake Yelavich built out of an abandoned ice factory and ran 
as an arts venue until he lost his lease this spring. (See “Arts on 
Real,” May 2.) Now, the space has been acquired by KidsActing 
founder/director Dede Clark as a replacement for her performing- 
arts school’s old headquarters on Burnet Road, which had to be 
vacated in December when the property was sold to make way for 
a new Walgreens. Clark had booked Arts on Real for some upcom- 
ing KidsActing shows, so when she learned it was closing, she 
appealed to the property owner for help. That led to her being able 
to lease the space and make a new home for KidsActing. The the- 
atre, now christened Center Stage, opens Friday, Aug. 8, 10am, with 
a ribbon-cutting ceremony featuring state Sen. Kirk Watson and 
music by the Austin Lounge Lizards, plus actors from KidsActing’s 
new production of Cyberella, which opens that night. This Internet- 
era spin on Cinderella, complete with chat rooms and virtual vil- 
lains, is an original KidsActing musical, with songs by Tish Hinojosa, 
Robert “Beto” Skiles, the Austin Lounge Lizards, and others. 

Clark sees the new space as a way to get more kids involved 
in the creative process and more diverse kinds of kids than 
she’s ever been able to reach before. And while adults will be 
around, Center Stage will be “the kids’ theatre,” she insists: 
kids running lights, running sound, running the box office, every- 
thing. That’s definitely new. - R.F.

PREHISTORY: THE MAKING OF 
THE HUMAN MIND 

by Colin Renfrew

REINVENTING KNOWLEDGE:

READING THE OED: ONE MAN, 
ONE YEAR, 21,730 PAGES 

by Ammon Shea

It’s a remarkable thing, how an organism 
whose primary occupations were picking 
berries and making babies could transform 
into a creature that texts while driving, and 
three new books endeavor to chart that evo- 
lution. Prehistory: The Making of the Human 
Mind investigates “the various changes that 
have taken place in the human condition,” 
while Reinventing Knowledge: From 
Alexandria to the Internet frames 
man’s ascent by examining the his- 
tory of institutions of knowledge, and 
Reading the OED: One Man , One Year ; 

21,730 Pages packages itself in that 
increasingly inescapable format, the 
“year of living [insert outrageous way 
to live for a year here]” stunt. 

Renfrew’s Prehistory begins with 
an exhaustive (and often exhausting) 
history of archaeological discover- 
ies and the evolving explanations 
of what they reveal about the lives 
of humans before recorded history. 

This survey proceeds chronologically 
from the first inklings (in the Western 
world) that humans may have lived 
on Earth earlier than 4004BCE - the 
age of the Earth according to a 17th 
century biblical scholar’s analysis of 
the “begat” part of Genesis. Renfrew 
makes a point of explaining what 
different interpreters believed about 
the origins of man, and perhaps in 
an effort to thwart those who would 
return us to the “begat” methodol- 
ogy, he provides often necessarily 
tedious explanations of how these 
conclusions were reached. For 
instance, he details the significance 
of mitochondrial DNA in the discov- 
ery that Homo sapiens show essentially no 
genetic difference between a child born today 
and one born 60,000 years ago, the time of 
the initial out-of-Africa dispersal. In the second 
part of Prehistory, Renfrew asks why then, if 
genetic change was not involved, did it take 
so long - until 10,000 years ago - for the 
earliest agricultural revolution. He argues that 
there was so little engagement with the mate- 
rial world in humanity’s first 50,000 years and 
so much in the last 5,000 because of the very 
significant role “new symbols, new concepts, 
and new beliefs” had upon the precise nature 
of that engagement. In particular, man’s expe- 
rience with ever-increasing levels of abstract, 
symbolic thinking enabled concepts like 
“property,” “money,” and “alphabet” to utterly 
transform human societies. 


Prehistory, which is a dense academic 
work (no bucket of yuks), closes with a dis- 
cussion of the impact of writing and, in doing 
so, segues seamlessly into Reinventing 
Knowledge: From Alexandria to the Internet. 
While Prehistory emphasizes the impact of 
memes on humans’ conceptual and material 
existence, Reinventing Knowledge, which will 
be released Aug. 18, concerns itself with the 
extraordinary power of ideas that reorganize 
the ways people pursue knowledge. The 
Internet is almost never mentioned in this 
book, yet because this is a book describing 
case after case in which abrupt shifts in the 
way knowledge is organized result in incred- 
ible transformations of human societies, the 
World Wide Web casts a chilling shadow over 
the events chronicled within. Reinventing 
Knowledge tells an impressively cohesive 
story that really is full of delightful charac- 
ters and fascinating details. In fact, this 
quite astonishing ability to weave a coher- 
ent narrative through centuries of time and 
across continents is, if anything, testament 
in support of Renfrew’s emphasis 
on the power of the mind to devel- 
op symbolic cognitive ability. 

Ammon Shea’s Reading the OED 
is a different kind of testament to 
the power of symbols, a sort of cau- 
tionary tale that begs its reader to 
confront this power with a healthy 
sense of fear and trepidation. It is 
in part a list of antiquated words 
- interesting for the odd sorts of 
things they represent (for example, 
ruffing [noun]: the stomping of feet 
as a form of applause) or the sto- 
ries they tell about the people for 
whom they were named (grimthorpe 
[verb]: to restore or renovate an 
ancient building with excessive 
spending rather than with skill). 

But it is also the memoir of a mis- 
anthrope who infuses almost every 
page with his distaste for human 
beings, as if this project in and of 
itself - to read a 20-volume diction- 
ary for up to 12 hours a day every 
day for a year - doesn’t sufficiently 
convey his estrangement. 

Reading the OED reads a bit like 
a Samuel Beckett novel: Its pro- 
tagonist complains in one passage 
of the unendurable headaches he 
gets from reading, then exclaims in 
the next that “suddenly it was unclear to me 
why people bothered to do anything besides 
read.” Shea compensates for a dearth of 
human interaction by talking to mice and 
anthropomorphizing his dictionaries, and 
when someone at a lexicography conven- 
tion accuses him of madness, only Shea is 
unconcerned. His book even has a sci-fi/hor- 
ror-style twist ending that gave me a fright- 
ening vision of Rod Serling calmly emerging 
from my closet just as I was reading the final 
sentence. It seems that the power of the 
human mind to nourish itself through mere 
symbols is such that rather than experience 
some more direct engagement with the world 
following his isolation, Shea wanted only one 
thing: to read the OED again.

MADE IN SPAIN 

Jose Andres and Full Plate Media 
26-part series in 13 segments 
PBS Home Video, $34.99

As someone who has critically 
viewed culinary TV and video pro- 
ductions for many years, I’ve 
become adept at culling the fabu- 
lous from the fluff, and Jose 
Andres’ made-for-PBS culinary 
series, Made in Spain, is one of the 
best culinary series ever made. 

Andres explores all 17 of Spain’s 
vibrant culinary regions with the 
enthusiasm of a true zealot, taking 
the viewer to markets, fields and farms, shores, smokehouses, 
olive presses, cheese caves, wineries, and the rest, ending up 
in a local restaurant or home kitchen to enjoy the fresh flavors 
of the fare. This isn’t a new gig for Andres; he has had a very 
popular and long-running culinary series on Spanish TV known 
as Vamos a Cocinar. 

Each segment of Made in Spain features Andres in his home 
kitchen in Washington, D.C., preparing recipes that are all sim- 
ple, fast, and delicious. While in each region, Andres introduces 
us to a home cook or chef who prepares the local fare for him 
to feast on, and nobody appreciates fine Spanish food like 
Andres; his groans and grunts are infectious. 

For example, in the Navarra segment, we go into the fields to 
examine the pepper crop and then follow the fruit to Conservas 
Peron in the town of Ladosa to watch the piquillo peppers being 
roasted over beech wood, and then hand-peeled and canned. 
You can smell the smoky spiciness. He then takes us up in the 
mists of the Pyrenees to herd Laxta sheep. After milking and a 
warm-up snack in a rustic, cramped shepherd’s cafe, we follow 
the milk to the small village of Burgui to make queso roncal, 
going from rennet to the aging caves. The traditional panaderfa 
brick oven provides a warm, crusty peasant loaf to eat with the 
cheese. We end up in Pamplona, dodging the running bulls of 
San Fermih and dining with a male-only gastronomic society. 

Photography is color-saturated and crisp, graphics inform 

brilliantly, and the hip musi-

TASTES LIKE CUBA: 

AN EXILE’S HUNGER FOR HOME 

by Eduardo Machado and Michael Domitrovich 
Gotham, 368 pp., $27.50 

A Cuban-born actor, award-winning playwright, and playwriting 
professor currently living in New York City, Eduardo Machado often 
uses his own experiences in his work, drawing inspiration from 
his life as an exile. His latest book, Tastes Like Cuba, is no excep- 
tion. This bittersweet autobiography recounts his life from the 
time he was forced to leave Cuba at age 8, through his family’s 
transition from refugees to immigrants, and finally his return to 

Cuba 40 years later. Through it all, 
woven into the very fabric of his 
life, is a journey of culinary longing 
and discovery that helps shape 
his identity. 

As an immigrant foodie myself, 

I fully identify with Machado’s 
struggles to adapt to a new cul- 
ture, especially when it comes to 
the cuisine. It was nearly impossi- 
ble to find many dishes and ingre- 
dients familiar to me when I came 
to Austin in 1984. I can’t imagine 
how hard it must have been for 
him in 1961, when being Cuban 
went from exotic to threatening 
practically overnight. Thanks to a 
relentless propaganda campaign, 
many affluent Cuban families 

were scared into sending their children alone to the U.S. to save 
them from the supposed threat of being sent to Moscow for 
indoctrination. Machado and his baby brother went from living 
life in an island paradise that excited all the senses to a 
humiliating poverty situation in a completely foreign land, eat- 
ing plastic foods that tasted like nothing, in a loveless, threat- 
ening environment. Things began to change for the better 
when their parents were able to join them and move the family 
to a permanent home in California. There, they were eventually 
able to find familiar foods and ingredients - or at least ade- 
quate substitutes - to re-create the flavors of their rich Cuban 
culinary heritage. They also discovered many previously 
unknown foods from other cultures, such as Mexico and Asia. 
Through experimentation and improvisation in the kitchen, 
their mother helped reshape their identity from Cuban into 
Cuban-American. 

Machado still has his Cuban citizenship and was finally able to 
return home for a visit in 1999 with partner Michael Domitrovich, 
who co-authored this book. Their visit was bittersweet, bringing a 
sense of loss and anger while at the same time providing closure. 
Tastes Like Cuba is a sensuous, mouthwatering read. It might just 
change Americans’ perception of an often misunderstood and 
maligned culture. - Claudia Alarcon

News reports about the remnants of Hurricane Dolly 
dumping rain on far West Texas and Southern New 
Mexico had me concerned about the green-chile crop 
in the Hatch Valley.

On a fine June day in 1838, Mirabeau B. Lamar shot a buffalo, 
and where it fell, a settlement was founded. That settlement, in time, 
became known at the city of Austin. When you look out the front win- 
dows of the Amsterdam Cafe, at Eighth and Colorado, you are looking 
directly at this hallowed piece of ground where the buffalo fell; no 
doubt the exact spot would have been forgotten, had early settlers not 
had the brainwave of building our first City Hall on the very spot. 

Perhaps because of this magical location, the Amsterdam Cafe 
has a curiously strong Austin vibe: It is comfortable, informal, 
and friendly in the laid-back way that has always been Austin’s 
hallmark. When you walk in the door, you get an immediate feel- 
ing of leisure and camaraderie. The storefront-style windows let in 
natural light, but the interior is so spotlessly clean that it stands 
up to scrutiny. In addition to table and counter seating, there are 
large, comfortable armchairs to relax in, and fight glitters off the 
chevron of bottles that proclaims a full bar. 

The Amsterdam’s bar has been the focus of much positive com- 
ment, most of it spreading the word that the Amsterdam does 
a really nice pour. In addition to well-made cocktails, there are 
dozens of imported beers and two draft beers that are frequently 
rotated. When I went in, the draft beers were Leinenkugel, from 
Madison, Wis., and Firemans 4 Blonde Ale, by the Real Ale Brew- 
ing Co. of Blanco, Texas. The same thoughtful good taste that 
selected the draft beers is evident throughout. 


The Amsterdam is a European-style cafe, opening early with 
pastry and espresso service, then serving lunch, and ultimately 
providing a sociable after-work drinking spot. The convivial 
atmosphere is the Amsterdam’s foremost charm; most Austin 
watering holes that sport a full bar are too noisy for conversa- 
tion to flourish. This is a perfect place to meet up with an old 
friend and catch up over drinks, without having to raise your 
voice to make yourself heard. Manager Chris Rutledge plans 
to add live acoustic music to the mix occasionally, beginning 
in August; I can only hope that the addition of music doesn’t 
interfere with the publike ambience. 

The menu is geared toward lunch, which is the busiest time for 
the kitchen. Though the menu isn’t large, it is focused on popular 
favorites, and all are executed well. Individual pizzas made to 
order are $8-9 and include house-made marinara, fresh basil, 
Italian cheeses, and a variety of toppings. Grilled panini sand- 
wiches are $7-8 and include turkey and Gouda, roast beef and 
Gruyere, and grilled vegetables and cheese. Baguette sandwiches 
(known elsewhere as subs) are also $7-8 and come to the table 
absolutely loaded with cold cuts. The Amsterdam also offers four 
different lunch salads, ranging in price from $3 to $7, and the 
house-made Dijon vinaigrette is outstanding. The ingredients of 
all the salads and sandwiches are marvelously fresh, and just like 
the cocktails, you get your money’s worth. 

Happy hour at the Amsterdam is a particularly fortuitous time 
to go: It lasts from 4:30 until 7pm, and all appetizers are $4, piz- 
zas are $5, and the aforementioned draft beers and highballs are 
only $3. - Kate Thornberry

Roy Yamaguchi created Hawaiian fusion 
cuisine 20 years ago at his eponymous res- 
taurant in Honolulu. His idea was to take 
traditional Hawaiian food and add techniques 
he had picked up at the Culinary Institute 
of America. He also brought an adventurous 
palate and a love of French and Asian foods. 
The result is a unique cuisine that has been 
packing in Austinites for seven years. 

Roy’s went through a variety of chefs in its 
first four years, but for the last three, the man 
at the helm has been Austin native Lawrence 
Kocurek. His predecessors’ cooking hadn’t 


really excited me, but I had Kocurek’s food at 
various wine and food events around Austin 
and had been mightily impressed. 

Roy’s is always well-populated, but we 
never had to wait for a table. The feel is sleek 
and modem, with enough soundproofing so 
that even with lots of happy talking, you can 
still have an intimate conversation. The menu 
is tilted toward seafood, and with 37 restau- 
rants, Roy’s has enough buying power to get 
some very nice fish. Kocurek devises 85% of 
the menu, with the other 15% made up of 
Yamagu chi’s classic dishes, identifiable by the 
stylized “Y” on the menu. 

Raw-fish lovers will want to try the sensa- 
tional Pipeline Masters Sashimi Sampler ($25) 
with salmon, yellowtail, tuna, and octopus. 


All three raw items were perfectly fresh with 
the sweet flavors of the sea, and the octopus 
had a fight sauce with subtle nutty sesame fla- 
vors. The portions were substantial enough for 
a dinner or a split appetizer. At 6 to 10 ounces 
of fish (depending on how generous the sushi 
chef is feeling) , this is the reigning bargain for 
sashimi in Austin. 

The appetizer menu had several good choic- 
es. Yellowfin Ahi Poke ($13) includes avo- 
cado, tomatoes, and a dollop of flying-fish 
roe, which adds a nice sweet crunch to the 
dish. My wife is from Maryland, and I have 
to admit being a little snobbish about my 
crab cakes, but the jumbo lump blue-crab 
cakes ($16) were fresh, sweet, and very fight 
on the fillings. 

We had good luck with the cooked fish, 
also - such as the Seared Rare Hawaiian Ono 
($29). Ono is Hawaiian for “good to eat,” and 
they got it right. A seasonal fish only avail- 
able in the summer, with a fight flavor and a 
tuna texture, it was delicious with the morel 
mushrooms and leeks. The Hawaiian Kajiki 
Grilled Rare ($27) came with ratatouille and 
what was described as an heirloom tomato 
salad (really grape tomatoes). The fish, aka 
marlin, was fresh and like a slab of sushi that 
had seen about 60 seconds on a hot grill. The 
ratatouille was the only misstep, with tough 
slices of eggplant that were difficult to chew. 

Meat-eaters will find a several nice dishes. 
Tender Braised Hawaii Kai Short Ribs ($35, 
the total price for the bargain three-course 
prix-fixe menu) is a huge serving of fork- 
tender braised short ribs served on a bed of 
mashed potatoes, with pearl onions and a lush 
sauce made from thickened braising juice. 
Those (like me) who miss the Stinko (roast 


pork shinbone) at the shuttered Cibo can take 
solace with the pork shank ($26), something 
the waitstaff proudly refers to as the “yabba- 
dabba-do.” Big it is and fall-off-the-bone ten- 
der. It comes with a kimchi beignet that you 
will want to savor. 

If you’ve got a sweet tooth, I can rec- 
ommend two luscious desserts. The Roy’s 
Melting Hot Chocolate Souffle ($9) is of the 
flourless type with a molten center, a stripe 
of raspberry coulis, and Blue Bell vanilla 
ice cream. There’s nothing terribly different 
about it, but it was a chocoholic’s dream 
date. I loved the pineapple upside down cake 
($8), with the caramelized golden pineapple 
sitting on a brown-sugar pound cake with 
some homemade coconut ice cream to cool 
your palate. 

Yamaguchi is a wine lover with his own 
wine label, and he hires people who know 
their wine. Each restaurant has some local 
choices, and the wine fist at our Roy’s is full 
of bargains - if you stay away from the big 
names. My favorite is the Domaine Famille 
Ligneres Corbieres Cabanon de Pascal 2002 
($34), a heady Grenache with huge red berry 
flavors and plenty of cleansing acidity to 
work with the pork shank and short ribs. The 
Lucien Albrecht Pinot Gris Cuvee Marie et 
Cecile ($58) is a masterful wine from Alsace, 
France, with a rich mouthfeel and enough 
density to go with the sauces in Kocurek’s fish 
recipes. Both are bargains. 

The service at Roy’s was of the “anything 
to please” school. Sometimes it felt overly 
formal and formulaic, but that’s a very minor 
complaint. In the meantime, we were well fed, 
plied with good wine, and ended both nights 
very happily. - Wes Marshall

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ART, STUNT, OR PUNK? 

James Marsh on his dizzying documentary ‘Man on Wire’ 


BY JOSH ROSENBLATT 

Early on the morning of Aug. 7, 1974, a young French street performer 
named Philippe Petit stepped out into the void between the two towers of 
the World Trade Center and stood suspended in air, 1,368 feet above the 
concrete of Lower Manhattan. For nearly an hour, Petit strolled back and 
forth along a wire he had specially designed and illegally rigged for the 
occasion, spinning here and there, even dipping and twirling like a dancer. 
Then he quietly strolled back to the roof of one of the buildings and into 
the arms of the police ... then into jail and then into psychological evalua- 
tion and, finally, into New York legend. 

This week, British writer/director James Marsh ( The King, The Team) 
releases his Man on Wire, a thrilling documentary about the events of that 
fateful morning as told by those who were there, including the irrepressible 
Petit himself and his team of faithful theoreticians, designers, co-conspira- 
tors, and fellow dreamers who helped him plan what can only be called the 
greatest artistic heist in history. Split between interviews and sepia-tinged 
re-enactments of the illegal deed, Marsh’s film is full of art, intrigue, con- 
spiracy, audacity, high crime, and low comedy. 

In other words, everything Philippe Petit could have hoped for.

Austin Chronicle: Why did you make this movie? 
What about Petit’s story spoke to you? 

James Marsh: I first thought about making the movie 
after reading Petit’s book, To Reach the Clouds, which is 
a very personal, very subjective memoir. And my first 
reaction to it was, “It’s like the script for a heist film.” 
There are so many criminal elements involved in the 
execution of the plan, from breaking into the towers to 
the recruiting of an inside man to the rigging of the 
wire. So while I was reading this gripping crime narra- 
tive, I thought it would be fascinating to create a docu- 
mentary through what is essential- 
ly a heist-movie structure. And 
because you know the outcome - 
you know Petit is alive and that he 
succeeded - and because the 
journey to get to this objective is 
so preposterous and so unbeliev- 
able - there’s so much that could 
have gone wrong and did go 
wrong - that structure keeps 
things surprising and suspenseful. 

AC: Was Petit as irrepressible as 
he seems to be while you were 
making the movie? If he wanted 
to get up and walk around the 
room during an interview , was he 
just going to get up and walk 
around the room? Did that bother 
you as a documentarian? 

JM: From the beginning I respect- 
ed that it was Petit’s story and that I needed as much 
from him as he was able to give me. The first thing 
we did was get him telling the story on camera. But 
this is Petit, so what started as a formal interview 
quickly broke down into anarchy. But why would I stop 
someone from telling a story that way if that’s how he 
wants to tell it? He relived the story on film: He hid 
under blankets and climbed the walls and ran around 
the room. It’s an unusual way of constructing a docu- 
mentary, but it gives the movie its energy. And if 
you’re wondering what kind of person is able to walk 
between the two towers of the World Trade Center ... 
there you have it, here he is, this is what he’s like. 


I tried not to get into his psychology or his motiva- 
tions or what in his childhood makes him act the 
way he acts. I’m just not interested in that as a film- 
maker. I wanted to focus entirely on the action and 
the choices made. 

AC: In general , when you’re making a documentary are 
you uninterested in interpreting events and psychology? 
JM: My job is to tell a story properly and to make it 
exciting and capture the spirit of it; I leave the interpre- 
tation up to the viewer. I find that’s the problem with a 
lot of documentaries: There’s too much interpretation 


and speculation and psychology. I’d much rather tell a 
story and see people doing things, seeing the choices 
they make. In that respect, Man on Wire is more like a 
fictional film, where character is action, and choices 
tell you what someone is like, as opposed to listening 
to a psychiatrist figure out why people are doing what 
they do. You see it often in PBS or A&E documenta- 
ries, where they get out the baby photograph and try 
to figure out the childhood traumas that explain some- 
one’s motivations. But that doesn’t work for me, either 
as a viewer of films or as a maker of films. ■

Nobody panic, but Austin’s resident video-gaming god, Richard Garriott, is 
fleeing the planet and taking with him enough DNA information to rebuild a 
chunk of humanity. If you think this sounds like a plotline to one of his many 
games, you’d be right. But if you think it sounds like a mad scientist’s 
scheme come to fruition ... well, you wouldn’t be too far off there, either. 

With our sci-fi issue only a few weeks gone, it seems appropriate to continue 
bridging the gap between science nonfiction and the weirdness that logically fol- 
lows. And it only gets easier as the 21st century marches on. In this case, 
when Garriott and his vehicle for creative whims, NCsoft, recognized that his 
upcoming visit to the International Space Station could be the perfect promotion 
for their most recent creation, an online game called Tabula Rasa (see 
“Cooperative Play,” Aug. 31, 2007), they decided to further blur the line 
between reality and the gaming world. However, to ensure there isn’t War of the 
Worlds- style mania, allow a clarification: There is no race of aliens called the 
Bane coming to obliterate Earth’s population like in the game. Then again, both 
Garriott and his Tabula Rasa alter ego, Gen. British, will be jumping into space- 
ships and bringing human DNA with them. Garriott will be rocketed into orbit as 
part of a commercial space-travel endeavor in real life (www.richardinspace.com), 
while simultaneously his fictional counterpart’s spaceflight will serve (in the 
game, at least) as a fail-safe in case the Bane succeed in destroying humanity. 

The fruit of the promotional brainstorm session was the idea to put data 
from Tabula Rasa - including character stats and appearance - along with 
personal messages from the players themselves on a hard drive and shoot 
them into space with Garriott, like a digital time capsule capturing this 
moment in gamer history. Even stranger/cooler, a handful of lucky online 
gamers will get their cheeks swabbed, get their DNA digitized, and have 
that info put on the “Immortality Drive” destined for the space station. 
Check out www.operationimmortality.com if you don’t believe me. 

What does this mean for you nonplayers - aside from a reasonable worry 
that aliens will find said DNA and use it to create a race of superclones to 
take over Earth? Well, if you want to get on board the DNA train to space, you 
better start playing Tabula Rasa now, and, conveniently, NCsoft will be offering 
a free trial all this month (www.rgtr.com/trial). 

But bear these words from Garriott in mind: “Me taking this time capsule 
of genetic and player data to the safe haven of the International Space 
Station will mean that in the future, in case all of humanity is wiped out, we’ll 
be able to rebuild humanity and life in the image of Tabula Rasa players, as 
well as with actual genetic information from the players who win this particu- 
lar contest.” Speaking as a gamer, I’d prefer to have any character from 
Tabula Rasa (alien-obliterating badasses all) re-created to defend the planet 
instead of my scrawny, pasty self. Clone the real me when you need someone 
who can nail all three solos in “November Rain” on Guitar Fiero. ■ 
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Cine Joven 
Sin Fronteras 

Teaching technology, telenovela, 
and how to straddle two countries 
and two cultures with a camera

Lou Dobbs is not going to like this: The kids over at the Austin 
School of Film’s Cine Joven (“Young Cinema”) program are mak- 
ing their own telenovela from scratch, one that’s based on their 
own teenage lives as the children from first- or second-generation 
Latino families, the bilingual, cross-cultural sons and daughters 
of both newly arrived immigrants and Mexican-American profes- 
sional parents from every level of Austin’s Latino community. 

They are following the template laid down over the past 
50 years by dozens of outrageously popular (and populist) 
Mexican and Latin American telenovelas and very much in 
the style of Televisa’s wildly popular 1987 series Quinceanera , 
which followed the highly melodramatic lives of a group of 
young people as they came of age in a modern Mexico rife 
with illicit pleasures (the lure of the street) and the established 
traditions of family and home life. At the heart of that popu- 
lar telenovela (currently running in syndication) is the titular 
quinceanera , the traditional celebration of a young girl’s 15th 
birthday, a rite of passage that marks the journey from child- 
hood to adulthood, and a cultural life marker that’s echoed in, 
among many other culture-specific rituals, the Jewish bar and 
bat mitzvah and the debutante balls of the American South. 

You know what else Lou Dobbs isn’t likely to like? The tele- 
novela that the kids have been working on every weekend for 
the past two months (the actual shoot began last weekend) is 
going to be in Spanish. With English subtitles. Which just goes 
to show, you can talk about building all the walls you want, 
metaphorically and otherwise, but the kids will always find 
ways around them, because the kids are all right, still. 

□ 

Monica Santis, ASF’s director of outreach and the director of 
Cine Joven for the past two years, knows telenovelas. But more 
importantly, she knows kids, she knows Austin’s Latino commu- 
nity, and she can find the intersection of 
the two. The idea for the Cine Joven kids 
to make their own telenovela, all the way 
from concept to screen, was dreamed up 
by both her and ASF Education Director 
Anne Goetzmann Kelley. 

First, though, a little background: Cine 
Joven was founded in 2004 by Goetzmann 
Kelley and former Cinemaker Co-op head/ 
avant-Godardian-cum-UT film instructor Bama Kantor at San 
Juan Diego High School. In its earliest incarnation, it was a bold 
experiment in class- and culture-hopping, social-engineering out- 
reach. Goetzmann Kelley and Kantor’s reasoning was, essentially, 
if Austin’s Hispanic youth was underrepresented at the Center for 
Young Cinema, then why not take the CYC - instructors, gear, and 
all - to the Hispanic youth? The plan worked enormously well and 
soon moved into the Motion Media Arts Center (located at the 
Downtown multimedia hub at Fifth and 1-35). It was the perfect 
way to offer both younger kids and older teens from the potentially 
lower-income Latino, Mexican-American, and immigrant commu- 
nities a way to find their own unique voices in a rapidly expanding 
global media-scape. 

Austin’s kids love movies and are uncannily good at making 
them, if given the right tools and instruction, and ASF offshoot 
the Center for Young Cinema proved that beyond a shadow of

a doubt some years back. But while there are plenty of places 
a young person can explore the art and craft of filmmaking in 
Austin, they’re not always cheap, nor have they ever been - in 
Austin, at least - specifically geared toward a Spanish-speaking 
(or, more commonly, Spanglish-speaking) teen demographic. 
To adapt to the economic realities outside its door, Cine Joven 
offers a sliding-scale-style fee payment system. 

“Cine Joven is open to anyone age 14 to 19 and within the 
program,” Santis explained. “We have the telenovela class, 
which we’re doing for the first time this summer; we have 
the regular summer camps that start at the beginning of June 
and August; and then during the school year, we have classes 
that meet once a week for 10 weeks, where the kids make a 
five-minute short, which is then screened at the ASF’s Loud & 
Clear Film Festival in the following March. 


While there are plenty of places a young person 
can explore the art and craft of filmmaking in 
Austin, they're not always cheap, nor have they 
ever been - in Austin, at least - specifically geared 
toward a Spanish-speaking teen demographic. 

“We’ve been building the Cine Joven program for four years 
now, and it’s still very much in development. We’re still learn- 
ing. We’re trying to serve not just the Hispanic community but 
also the Spanish-speaking community as a whole and also those 
people who are connected to that culture. In essence, Cine Joven 
is trying to give a voice to young people without having them 
tell the usual immigrant-crossing-the-border narrative. Of course 
that’s a pertinent theme, but we’re really just experimenting and 
trying to discover what other genres kids will tap into.” 

Mexican filmmaking is enjoying a spectacularly vibrant 
resurgence these days - you need look no further than the 
holy trio of neo-Mexican cinema, Guillermo del Toro ( Pans 
Labyrinth, the Hellboy series), Alfonso Cuaron ( Children of 
Men), and Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu (Babel), to see it - but 
that cinematic rebirth is running counter to an increasingly 
hostile view of Latino immigrants emanating from El Norte’s 


right-leaning pundits and politicos. It’s a peculiar parallel, and 
it’s happening smack dab in the middle of what’s shaping 
up to be the most important election year the U.S. has ever 
known. You don’t have to be a regular viewer of Lou Dobbs 
Tonight to feel the xenophobic currents eddying through the 
American airwaves, either. And while the Cine Joven program 
is viewed as an unqualified success by both its instructors and 
the kids themselves, that politicized miasma can pose a prob- 
lem when it comes to recruiting new students and has even 
concerned some of the more recently Americanized parents 
of potential students, who fear that enrolling their creative- 
minded offspring in a film program that emphasizes a bilingual 
curriculum might not be the best route toward assimilation. 

Santis: “Obviously, there is a debate about race and immigra- 
tion going on throughout the country, as well as here in Austin. 
. . . And, sure, there’s also the whole idea of assimilation, which 
is a genuine concern to some people and can be a reason why 
people might shy away from possibly enrolling their kid in Cine 
Joven. It can feel as though it’s taking a risk to expose your 
culture or experiences - that’s often just scary in general - in 
the midst of the current charged political and social climate. 

“The first question most parents had was, ‘Is this a remedial 
course?’ And no, it’s not at all, but from the parents’ point of 
view, with a lot of classes, when you arrive in public school and 
you don’t speak perfect English, you get sent to what they con- 
sider to be a remedial class or something that feels like a reme- 
dial class, which to the kids and the parents is just as bad. 

“And I always tell them,” Santis continues, “that if anything, 
this is an advanced course not in spite [of] but because it is 
bilingual - the kids are creating projects using two different 
languages. Parents can also have a feeling of: ‘Is this going to 
serve the kids at all in the future? Because we don’t want to get 
their hopes up, and we don’t want to waste their time.’ And, 
you know, to paraphrase from one of the reality shows popular 
on TV right now, ‘It’s really hard to be creative if you don’t have 
the means to do it.’ With a lot of these kids, it’s very hard to 
even find the time to be creative, because they go to school, 
and then they go to work, and that’s it. There’s not time for 
dilly-dallying or creative endeavors. It’s survival. It’s work.”

There’s also the sheer creative stopping 
power attached to the fact that lower-income 
families generally tend to have less financial 
wherewithal to purchase often-pricey computer 
and filmmaking gear (or acting classes) - which 
is what makes Cine Joven so important. 

“That’s another big part of our outreach 
program at ASF and Cine Joven,” adds Santis. 
“We want them to have access to the tools of 
filmmaking and media production, and we’ve 
got those tools right here. I think they can be 
just as media-literate and -savvy as anyone else 
if they were trained. That’s what we do - we 
train kids to be active media-makers. And 
because we get funded by grants and private 
donors, we get kids in here for a fraction of the 
cost of other film programs. 

“Ultimately, we’ve found that the parents 
usually get on board once they realize that 
their kids are going to be learning not only 
filmmaking but also life-building skills and 
skills that will help them academically in 
the future. In the past, some parents have 
arrived with the idea that Cine Joven was just 
another extracurricular activity, and so they 
weren’t all that interested in enrolling their 
kids. But once we get the parents in here and 
they actually see the technical aspects of the 
program - obviously, as part of the ASF, we’re 
Apple-certified, and we have access to all the 
cameras, computers, and editing software we 
need - and how multidisciplinary the pro- 
gram is, be it via career-building or creating 
a portfolio that these kids can use when they 
apply to college or just by learning basic cre- 
ative skills, then the parents really get behind 
it. You know, we can actually get away with 
having these kids write a lot if we tell them 
it’s a film or telenovela script. And they love 
it!” 

□ 

It’s a Saturday afternoon on the dog-end of 
June, and outside the Austin School of Film, 
it’s a scorching 100 degrees. Inside, however, 
it’s cool and dark and crowded with a group 
of kids (almost evenly split down gender lines) 
who are learning how to create their own tele- 
novela. Three 10-minute episodes have already 
been written and are currently being revised 


(and revised yet again, and then again - wel- 
come to the world of professional screenwrit- 
ing, kids!), but shooting has yet to begin. 

Nobody is a born screenwriter, and several 
talented scenarists have helped out with the 
telenovela’s writing, including director of pho- 
tography and executive producer (and Austin 
actor) Paul Galvan. Also helping out is the 
invaluable Luna Rodriguez, whose extensive 
background in film and television produc- 
tion in her native Monterrey, Mexico - not to 
mention the fact that the telenovela’s native 
tongue is her own - has, in the eyes of the 
Cine Joven kids, instantly discredited that per- 
sistent myth that filmmaking is a boys’ club. 
At least, not here, anyway. 

Rodriguez also helped to finesse the tele- 
novela’s script into shootable form, working 
alongside Carlisha Bell, a UT film studies 
graduate, professional teacher, and another 
recent addition to the ASF’s burgeoning, 
omni-disciplinary ranks. 

Rest assured, the ideas that went into the 
script came straight from the kids, but a 
smidgen of screenwriterly supervision was 
understandably necessary in, as Bell puts it, 
“getting these kids’ stories out of their hearts 
and onto paper.” And from there onto digital 
video and beyond. 

But all that can wait. At the moment, 
Galvan is fielding my queries to the kids, who 
range in age from 9 to 19 years old, with an 
average age of 15. There are frequent linguis- 
tic assists from Santis and Rodriguez, both 
of whom instinctively draw the kids out of 
themselves and into the discussion by offering 
a bilingual buffer zone for anyone who might 
not be entirely comfortable speaking their 
minds (and hearts) in front of newcomers. 

They’re not all shy, though, and at this point 
in their budding film and acting and screen- 
writing careers, there’s no paparazzi present, 
per se, but you get the feeling that may just 
be temporary: These kids have things to say 
whether there’s a camera on them or not. 

Take, for instance, Jose Luis Manzano, 
already something of a Cine Joven veteran at 
19 years old. His short documentary, “Stories 
of the Homies,” recounted the flirtations of 


his circle of friends - and his 
own - with the gang lifestyle. 
Raw and emotionally honest at 
the least expected times, it’s a 
quietly powerful piece of work 
from a kid who, by his own 
admission, stumbled into the 
Cine Joven orbit while he “was 
actually looking for a way to get 
out of work. But then I really 
got into the class, and now I’m 
thinking I might make a career 
out of it, you know?” 

Being asked what their favor- 
ite films are - or if they have any 
directors or actors they wouldn’t 
mind emulating - elicits this 
from 16-year- old Alan Garcia: 
“I like Scorsese. He’s Italian- 
American, which is kind of like 
being Mexican-American.” 

Cool frijoles, Alan. Anything 
else you want to add to that? 

“Yes. I’m interested in depicting my fam- 
ily’s struggle. My parents immigrated to 
Austin from Mexico City in the Eighties. Do 
you know the director Alejandro Gonzalez 
Inarritu? I enjoy his work, because it shows 
the realism and background of actually living 
in Mexico. Hispanic culture is such a vast and 
interesting culture that to have it represented 
in the arts and in film by the standard images 
of gangs and criminals is just insulting. [The 
2007 Larry the Cable Guy film] Delta Farce is 
a good example of just how much of an insult 
it can be. I think we can do better than that. 
I know the new generation of filmmakers will 
do better than that.” 

And then there’s Omar Barrera, 14, who 
points out that what really got him interested 
in Cine Joven was his love of and skill at video 


games - “especially the Dynasty Warriors 
series, where you could create your own char- 
acters.” Gaming has become an increasingly 
common gateway to filmmaking. 

“Later on, as I got more and more into [gam- 
ing],” Barrera says, “I thought, ‘Wow, I could 
make a movie out of this.’ And the only way I 
could do that was through Cine Joven. Now I 
want to learn how to act. I know I can do this, 
but I always say it takes time to fulfill dreams.” 
Clearly, there’s no shortage of ambition 
here or, for that matter, optimism. Despite 
what the parents might think about the future 
career benefits of Saturdays spent at Cine 
Joven, the kids themselves are fiercely devoted 
to the idea that they can make a movie, and 
they will make a movie. And soon, too. 

Cut to a couple of weeks later on, same loca- 
tion, and Galvan’s screening David M. Evan’s 
1993 kidhood classic, The Sandlot, for the kids 
and urging them to develop their own charac- 
ters’ hooks and mannerisms. “Practice making 


faces in the mirror,” he tells them. “Create a 
backstory for your character. . . . What do they 
do when they’re not doing what’s in the script? 
Who do they hang out with? What sets them 
apart from all the other characters?” 

Puzzled semifrowns thicken for a moment, 
but with more clips from The Sandlot and more 
encouragement from Galvan, they start to get 
it. Later, I ask Galvan about the script, which 
I’ve read, but which also has gone through any 
number of revisions since I received a copy 
two months ago. 

“I’ve been talking to the kids,” he tells me, 
“about what separates them from the other 
people that live in Austin and what’s common 
to Mexican areas [of town] . And we’ve decid- 
ed that there’s multiple levels: On the one 
hand, there are the newly arrived immigrants, 
who are really struggling to make it happen 
but who can only afford to live on the poorer 
side of town, right? And then on the other 
hand, you have the immigrants that have 
already made it and become supersnobby and 
are very prejudiced against their own kind 
because they’re at that higher level. And then 
you’ve got a full spectrum in between those 
two extremes. 

“That idea of class and social boundaries is 
a big part of what we’re doing with the tele- 
novela. It’s going to be kind of like The Sandlot, 
where you have that happy kind of feel of what 
it’s like to be just a kid with a normal life in 
a normal neighborhood, with kids doing all 
the things kids do. Kind of like the rich, privi- 
leged Little Leaguers versus the scruffy sandlot 
heroes, but in our case, they’re all Hispanic. 
And they’re not playing baseball.” 

□ 

Any film, no matter what language it speaks, 
is born first from an idea, a story, a primal 
urge to communicate with others. But minus 


the technical tools and the know-how to use 
them - the film or digital video cameras, the 
boom mics, the editing and soundtrack soft- 
ware, and the computers to run it all on - all 
you’ve got is a good idea on paper and not 
much else. (Books, they used to be called.) 

Enter Humberto Perez, Cine Joven’s new 
master instructor as of this spring. Perez 
teaches video technology at Connally High 
School in Pflugerville, with a student body 
that’s already, as he wryly observes, “fully 50 
percent Latino and 50 percent everybody else. 
And that’s because so many people who used 
to live in Austin just can’t afford it anymore.” 

A graduate of the University of Houston 
with a major in Spanish and a minor in the- 
atre, Perez is the perfect blend of artist and 
hands-on tech teacher for Cine Joven. And as 
he explains, he might not have even discov- 
ered the ASF and Cine Joven were it not for 
one of his students at Connally High, who 
saw the school’s ad for their annual M.A.F.I.A. 


"Hispanic culture is such a vast and interesting culture 
that to have it represented in the arts and in film by 
the standard images of gangs and criminals is just 
insulting.”

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(Make a Film in a) weekend event during 
last spring’s South by Southwest Festival 
and decided he wanted to give it a shot. The 
universe is random that way, but Perez met 
up with Monica Santis over that weekend, 
“and then things evolved.” 

What they evolved into is the linchpin of 
Cine Joven’s future success: Perez, a teacher/ 
filmmaker with his metaphorical feet on film 
but his eyes on the digital media-saturated 
future, is the nuts and bolts of the program. 
He teaches the nuts and bolts, actually. 

“I’m teaching the kids the whole produc- 
tion process,” he explains, “from preproduc- 
tion, through production, to postproduc- 
tion, and giving them the basic skill sets that 
they need to get out there and make a film. 

“I try to teach them as much as possible 
from a technical standpoint, and it’s tough, 
because they’re all over the place - they 
want to get out there and do it already. It’s 
tough to teach filmmaking in general, but it’s 
even more difficult to teach kids. As adults, 
we’re able to think a little broader, but they 
don’t have that ability just yet. So what I 
do is teach them the basics in just a matter 
of days, really. But I take them through the 
process in little steps so that it doesn’t seem 
so tedious or overwhelming. 

“Now they have a pretty clear idea of how 
filmmaking is done so that when they’re 
writing, they can think ahead to what sort of 
camera angles they might want, what kind of 
editing choices they might need to consider, 
all that. They’re able to visualize ahead of 
time what might or might not work.” 

And that, as any filmmaker worth his Sekonic 
light meter will tell you, is half the battle. 

You’ve got to wonder: Do his incoming stu- 
dents (and their parents) have any inkling of 
what they’re getting into? Or of how much this 
just might change their lives for the better? 
Not usually, says Perez. 

“They kind of come in with the idea that 
they’re just going to take a video camera and 
go shoot something. But actually, today’s 
class was really amazing because I was 
introducing them to [film-score software] 
Soundtrack Pro. I showed them how to take 


a video clip, put it into Soundtrack Pro, and 
then start adding music. And when I showed 
them how to do it, how easy it was, their 
eyes got really big, and you could just feel 
the energy in the classroom kick in. And they 
were excited because, suddenly, they under- 
stood that this is how movies are made. 
Suddenly, they get it. 

“That’s important and exciting to me, too, 
as their teacher, but it’s even more important 
when you stop to consider that, in our global 
economy nowadays, it doesn’t matter any- 
more if you know Word and spreadsheets. 
That literally doesn’t matter at all. But you’ve 
got to know how to design Web pages, and 
you’ve got to learn how to use video, because 
that’s where everything is going. 

“When you learn filmmaking and when 
you’re involved in filmmaking, you’re also 
learning all these other things: You learn how 
to manage your time efficiently; you learn 
how to organize; you learn how to plan; 
[you learn] leadership skills, communication 
skills, so many things. And when you get out 
into the real world, you’re going to need that 
to be successful.” 

□ 

So here it is, Cine Joven in a nutshell: 
While some in the adult world worry them- 
selves sick with talk of building walls to keep 
people out, the telenovela kids are trying to 
figure out how to get more people in - into 
the show, into the shot, and into the pro- 
gram - because at the end of the day (or at 
the end of the film shoot), it’s not just the 
American dream; it’s everybody’s dream. 

“Speaking for myself,” Monica Santis says, 
“as a first-generation child of immigrant 
parents, I can recall going to a school where 
I was the only Hispanic kid. And, you know, 
I was a little shy at times. Actually, I was 
shy for a really long time. But filmmaking 
allows you to come out of your shell and 
express yourself. You can always hide behind 
the camera, sure, but more importantly, it 
affords kids the opportunity to get comfort- 
able with who they are and say what they 
want or need to say. Because there’s a lot to 
be said.” ■

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An Interactive Olympics

When the Summer Olympics start in Beijing 
on Friday, you may be watching. But who will 
be watching you? What you watch, when 
you watch, how often you watch, and, most 
importantly, where you watch are some of the 
burning questions that NBC - the broadcast 
network that is carrying the Olympics - wants 
to discover, and they’re spending 
money to find out, according to 
Variety com article posted July 7. 

Olympic coverage ranks as one 
of TV’s biggest events, and the 
network that covers it takes a lot 
of pride in capturing the thrills 
and chills in the moment. The 
thing is, TV will not be the only 
place to catch Olympic fever. As TV 
execs know, media consumers will go 
wherever they want to get their fix for news, 
video, and gab. (Personally, I’m curious to 
know how many will be Twittering in Beijing.) 
Because of this, NBC is doing its best to have 
a robust presence in as many platforms as pos- 
sible, so that “the average American can create 
their own unique Olympic experience.” Look at 
these numbers, provided by NBC Universal: 

Three thousand six hundred hours of 
Olympic programming will be aired on the 



main NBC network and affiliate networks 
Telemundo, USA, MSNBC, Oxygen, CNBC, 
and Universal HD. That’s “1,000 hours more 
than the combined coverage for every tele- 
vised Summer Olympics in U.S. history.” 

Two thousand two hundred hours of stream- 
ing broadband video will be available on 
NBCOlympics.com - “the first live online 
Olympic coverage in the United States.” 
In spite of the 12-hour differ- 
ence between the U.S. and Beijing, 

1 75% of the NBC Universal cover- 
age will be live. 

Every one of the 34 Olympic 
sports will be covered. The most 
popular events - the swimming 
finals, gymnastics, and beach volley- 
ball - will be aired live in prime time. 
Visitors to NBCOlympics.com will be pre- 
sented with a smorgasbord of information, video 
glimpses behind the scenes, and up-to-the-min- 
ute happenings, in addition to blogging space, 
gaming, and, of course, ads. You can’t get away 
from the ads, it seems. And this appears to be the 
true impulse for the network: not just to provide 
the ultimate Olympic experience but to measure 
how and where viewers go so they can in turn 
determine how ad time should be sold. Even your 


average couch potato knows that 
Nielson Media Research - the 
longtime standard for gathering 
viewer stats over the air - has 
no real information on other 
platforms. By doing coverage 
up big and finding partners to 
help measure viewer participa- 
tion - Quantcast Corp. and Integrated Media 
Measurement Inc., to name two (one measures 
online participation; the other specializes in cell 
phone audiences) - NBC hopes to get a truer 
handle on how to measure audiences, no matter 
which direction they’re coming from. 

As I scanned the NBCOlympics.com site, I 
saw a couple of things that looked interesting 
and decided to go ahead and start designing my 
“personal Olympic experience.” I clicked on a 
video link (“Beijing and Beyond: A Video Tour”) 
to get a look at the host city. Unfortunately for 
us Mac users, you have to download a plug-in 
(Microsoft Silverlight) in order to watch the 
video. The plug-in is free, but it irks me that a 
more open-source approach wasn’t allowed for 
access to the site. I might change my mind, but 
I doubt it. I’m just not feeling the Olympic spirit 
this year. Why? Well, I can tell you that the least 
of my concerns is the fact that the Barack Obama

campaign purchased 5 mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of ad time 
during the Olympics. I have 
been floored at the amount 
of self-righteous vitriol that 
has come out about this in 
online trade journal blogs like 
TVWeek.com - snippy com- 
ments from, “How dare Obama support China’s 
human rights abuses?” to, “How dare he muddy 
the pristine nature of the Olympics with a crass 
political ad that gives Mr. Smarty Pants a chance 
to brag to the world how good he is?” Well, as an 
Obama supporter, I’m just hoping those bloggers 
have the same amount of snark ready to blow 
at their own boy. The John McCain camp just 
purchased 6 million dollars in ad time, according 
to an AdAge.com posting that appeared Tuesday, 
Aug. 5. So there! Please - 5 or 6 million dollars 
only amounts to - what - a half-dozen or so ads, 
over 17 days? Somehow, I imagine that all those 
beer and burger ads will appear much more 
often. Yeah, that says “Olympic spirit” to me. 

The 2008 Summer Olympics opening cere- 
mony will be televised live from 6:30 to 1 1pm 
Friday night on NBC. The Summer Olympics 
continue through Aug. 24.

Via Chicago 

If there were one singularly transcendent sequence at Lollapalooza 2008 
in Grant Park, it occurred Friday night at the onset of Radiohead’s 
“Everything in Its Right Place.” As if on cue, fireworks streaked across the 
Chicago skyline from afar, eclipsing the cinematic grandeur of Thom Yorke’s 
quivering croon. The glittering shower of color climaxed during “Fake Plastic 
Trees,” giving light to the euphoric sensation shared by the captivated audi- 
ence as Radiohead reiterated why it’s perhaps the most important band of 
the past decade. But the fireworks didn’t stop there. The entire three-day, 
sold-out festival, produced once more by local booking and management pow- 
erhouse C3 Presents, mirrored the pyrotechnic arrangement in both style 
and substance, providing a well-orchestrated and dazzling display of budding 
talent and momentary splendors, too much to possibly absorb at one time. 

Local fireworks came courtesy of Explosions in the Sky, who ignited an 
epic, 53-minute suite from the main stage on Saturday, capped by The 
Earth Is Not a Cold Dead Place's “Memorial” and “The Only Moment We 
Were Alone.” Likewise, Okkervil River fired off “The President’s Dead,” 
and the Octopus Project launched a few hundred missile balloons sky- 
ward to open its Sunday morning set, Yvonne Lambert making her ther- 
emin gently weep as the rest of the band colored around its edges with a 
titillating array of electronics and synthesizers. Electric Touch’s brand of 
Brit-rock could’ve been clipped from the pages of NME, while Black Joe 
Lewis & the Honey Bears took cues from the retro soul revue provided 
by Sharon Jones & the Dap-Kings. Cameos from Samantha Ronson 
and Slash may have caused more buzz during Perry Farrell’s set in the 
new electronica tent, which bears the Lollapalooza founder’s name, but 
Austin’s DJ Mel held his own with an ecstatic mix of 1990s club bangers 
that included a rather ingenuous mash-up of Ray Charles’ “I Got a 
Woman” and the beat from homecoming king Kanye West’s “Gold Digger.” 
Considering nearly one-fifth of the acts in what people referred to as 
Gotham City last 
weekend are 
headed to our bat 
cave next month, the jaunt also pro- 
vided an exciting preview of the 
2008 Austin City Limits Music 
Festival. Iron & Wine let The 
Shepherd's Dog out to pasture, roam- 
ing freely through the pastoral psy- 
chedelia of “Flouse by the Sea” and 
“White Tooth Man.” The minimalist, 
industrial grind of the Kills defied its 
midday context with violently sexual 
and abrasive exchanges that sound- 
ed at times like ’67 Velvet 
Underground stripped down to only Nico and Lou Reed. British superfreak/geek Jamie 
Lidell layered and warped beat-boxed vocals to instantly create soulful jams like “A Little Bit 
More,” while MGMT’s disco glam caused an early Saturday night fever, and gypsy punks 
Gogol Bordello, Brooklyn’s Yeasayer, and Brazil’s CSS took turns redefining world dance 
music. Bringing the weekend full circle, Gnarls Barkley’s mournful cover of Radiohead’s 
“Reckoner” managed to send chills all the way back into the neighboring media area, where 
OTR broadcast live on Sunday evening. For sound bites from backstage, visit www.101x.com. 






Black Joe Lewis on labeling the Honey Bears’ tour van “St. Joseph’s Catholic Church”: 
“There are only two kinds of groups that ride in those types of vans: bands and churches. 
We’re trying to get the cops to just keep going when we drive by and all of the thugs that want 
to jack our stuff. Who wants to steal from a church?” 

Patrick Carney of the Black Keys on working with producer Danger Mouse: 

“It was kind of like we turned into a threepiece for this record. Fie definitely deals with instru- 
ments in an unusual way; he kind of mutates them.

On the last night of the Butthole Surfers’ reunion 
tour with the Paul Green School of Rock All-Stars, July 29, at New York’s Webster Hall, the 
frontman was booted from the venue after an altercation with the house engineer that has 
been shrouded in rumor ever since. “It was hellacious, the stuff legends are made of,” 
grins bassist Jeff Pinkus, finally setting the record straight. “Gibby threw a bottle at his 
head and broke it clear off. Then he went to urinate in his neck hole, but urine came out of 
his belly button and ruined the monitors, so we couldn’t play.” Now that sounds like vintage 
Butthole Surfers.

Sitting with accordion king Steve Jordan

In the legend, Esteban “Steve” Jordan is always playing for 
his life. His spidery, turquoise-and-silver-laden fingers squeeze 
the custom Hohner diatonic accordion, in and out, in and out, 
the snakelike bellows expanding and contracting. The wild 
mane of hair, once black as jet, is now shot with gray, framing 
his thin face dominated by the ever-present patch over one eye. 
Pirates of the Caribbean missed the boat not casting him in a 
cantina scene. 

The patch gets all the attention, but it’s the other eye 
Steve Jordan keeps casting about him. “A couple of spots 
on my liver” is all he acknowledges of the cancer that’s 
taken down the 69-year-old San Antonian in recent months. 
Chemotherapy has thinned out his mane, but he’s not one to 
comment on it. Steve Jordan doesn’t like to talk much these 
days, his friends say. 

He doesn’t have to. More than five decades of music attest to 
his madman brilliance on the accordion, an inspired fusion of 
Mexican heritage and Texas rebel rock, on display most Friday 
nights at the Salute International Bar in San Antonio. 

Born in East Elsa 

The instrument in Vienna first known as an accordion 
scarcely resembles the one today. Several variations popped 
up independently between 1810 and 1822, the year Friedrich 
Buschmann’s more familiar version appeared in Berlin. It 
quickly spread in popularity from Germany, France, and 
Russia to such far-flung places as Korea and eventually Mexico, 
imported by 19th century sailors and immigrants. Spain’s 
North American colony is where the accordion incorporated 
elements of musica norteha, the language of Northern Mexico 
and also South Tejas. 

During the 1930s, Narciso Martinez and Santiago Jimenez 
Sr. pioneered the use of accordion in norteha, more familiarly 
called conjunto. The genre’s folksy style and penchant for 
tales of heartbreak and loss appealed to the often-nomadic 
Tejano communities, as well as to young musicians like 
Valerio Fongoria, who pushed its borders in the following 
decades by adding a beautiful rancheras vocal style and 
elegant bolero beat. Fongoria also customized his accordion 
for a distinctly hoarse sound. 


Flaco Jimenez and his brother, Santiago Jimenez Jr., con- 
tinued their father’s tradition in the 1960s, an era when the 
accordion suffered from massive PR problems. Here was an 
instrument rendered a joke by most Americans because it was 
equated with Fawrence Welk, backwoods Cajuns, and painful 
performances by back-porch grandparents. It was possibly the 
most unhip instrument imaginable, just the quirky detail egg- 
ing on someone like Doug Sahm when he drafted Flaco in the 
recording studio for Doug Sahm and Band in 1973. That was 
about the time Steve Jordan began turning heads. 

The youngest of 15 children, bom in 1939 to migrant work- 
ers in Elsa, deep in the Rio Grande Valley, Jordan mastered a 
variety of instruments, including guitar, at an early age. That 
was a good skill for the undersized child, unable to work the 
fields because he was blinded in one eye at birth by a midwife’s 
misapplication of eye medication. While in a migrant camp 
near Fubbock around age 7, he discovered the accordion, with 
near-immediate proficiency. 

In his teens, he organized four of his brothers into a band to 
play the dances that accompanied the migrant lifestyle; by 20 he’d 
moved to California, won a conjunto contest, and married a singer 
named Virginia Martinez. The two recorded together in 1963 as 

Jordan went on to work 
the “taco circuit,” fol- 
lowing farmworkers and 
cotton pickers. Songs 
like “Squeeze Box Man” 
were hits on those cir- 
cuits, but late in the 
decade, rock & roll had 
Jordan’s attention, espe- 
cially a guitarist named 
Jimi Hendrix. Intrigued, 
the Texan experimented 
with using guitar effects 
such as phase shifters 
and fuzz boxes on his 
accordion. 


What came out was unorthodox - bright, soulful, bursting 
with energy. In a word, spectacular. He layered his love of jazz 
plus rock & roll, country, zydeco, and Cajun over conjunto’s 
conservative format and added lively covers in English. 
Jordan’s untamed rhythms captured the youthful interest of 
the post-hippie generation in places such as Austin, where he 
played traditional Mexican dance halls and Guadalupe Street 
bars, then Austin City Limits. 

In 1982, he entered San Antonio’s Tejano Conjunto Hall of 
Fame. Torchbearers like Eos Fobos championed Jordan’s exper- 
tise, while recordings on Rounder and Arhoolie preserved his 
remarkable style. Cheech Marin used his music on the big screen 
for Born in East L.A. , and his album Turn Me Loose was nominated 
for a Grammy. Hohner developed the Rockordeon in his honor. 

Jordan’s innovation didn’t come without pitfalls. He walks 
no line but his own, musically or professionally. Critical of 
conjunto’s once-limited beats, his creative vision expanded 
it well beyond traditional instrumentation - saxophones, jazz 
guitar, synthesizers, marimbas. He can be combative in musical 
turf wars but is expansive and charming in person. His reputa- 
tion has been prickly, but with audiences he’s golden, because 
that’s where he directs his music. 

The audience, you see, is what counts. 

El Mundo de Esteban 

Salute International Bar is a long name for the cozy venue 
Steve Jordan calls home every Friday night in San Antonio. 
It sits on North St. Mary’s Street, a South First-like strip 
teeming with clubs, restaurants, and attendant nightlife. 
Proprietor Azeneth Dominguez confides that she’s discour- 
aged by recent business and considers closing it. That’s hard 
to imagine, since tonight the venue vibrates with anticipation 
of Jordan’s weekly gig. 

A dozen regulars filter in and out. Two 30-ish party dolls in 
tube tops and shorts stay for a beer or two, getting up to dance 
solo or with a partner when the feeling strikes and the cumbia 
is right. The feeling strikes often within the sultry confines of

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the spicy-colored bar, laden with pastel papel 
picado strung in banners across the ceiling and 
a homey hodgepodge of neon and posters for 
the annual Tejano Conjunto Festival. In the 
crowd of 30 to 40 people is Jordanista Joan 
Frederick, whose whimsical photography cur- 
rently decorates Salute’s walls. 

“For his 65th birthday, Azeneth surprised 
Steve with a mariachi band,” says Frederick, 
eyes sparkling at the memory. She’s been com- 
ing here as long as Jordan’s been playing. “He 
was so happy. When they played, he 
sang along, knew all the words.” 

Outside on Salute’s triangular 
patio, Manny Castillo, drummer 
for SA roots-rockers Snowbyrd, 
describes to a New York Times pho- 
tographer San Antonio’s plans for 
a mural to honor the likes of Steve 
Jordan. Relaxing at a table next to 
them is Roy Garza, whose father, 

Beto, played with Jordan for 25 
years. Joe Rodriguez, aka Joe Rod, 
long embedded in Jordan’s circle 
of friends, strolls by and stops to 
roll up his sleeve and show off his 
upper bicep tattoo of Jordan. To 
Pedro Villarreal, it’s just part of the 
Steve Jordan magic. 

Every Friday night, Villarreal 
drives in from Austin to work the 
door at Salute for the gig. He’s a 
lifelong fan of Jordan, one who 
sought out his music and was brought into the 
fold. Villarreal wrote liner notes for a Jordan 
work-in-progress . 

“Lots of people who come here to hear 
Steve are not necessarily accustomed to stan- 
dard conjunto music,” conjectures Villarreal 
from his stool by the front door. “They want 
the edgier stuff - the stuff that only Steve 
Jordan plays. He’s a genre unto himself, and 
he can take a song from any other genre and 
make it a Steve Jordan song. 

“It’s Steve Jordan’s world, and we’re 
just visiting.” 


Dream Guardian 

At 1:25am, Steve Jordan walks from the 
parking lot to the stage and hoists the accor- 
dion to his compact chest to play the third 
set, his last of the night. He’s joined by his 
handsome youngblood band Rio Jordan: sons 
Ricardo and Steve III plus a drummer. On hand 
is accordionist Robert Luis Perez, who filled in 
on the lengthy second set while Steve rested 
outside after a short but spirited first set. 


The abbreviated final set includes the only 
pop cover of the night, Blood, Sweat & Tears’ 
“Spinning Wheel,” sung in Spanish three-part 
harmony, though there were a few calls for “My 
Toot Toot,” the “Louie Louie” of accordion songs. 
Less than 20 minutes later, the music’s over. 

At nearly 2am, Ricardo gestures across the 
bar: El Parche is ready to talk. Don’t talk about 
the past; don’t ask about his health. 

The elder Jordan doesn’t volunteer much 
as he heads from the club to his SUV across 
the asphalt with a measured gait, except to 
say he’s been to the doctor, and “they took 


a couple of spots from my liver. I lost a lot of 
blood. I just stay in bed. That’s it.” 

He pats the velvet vest over the midnight- 
blue puff-sleeved shirt he wears, its swirling 
pattern a reminder of Jordan’s old-school 
upbringing when it comes to dressing the part. 
He’s always been a man of style. The eye patch 
gives him instant notoriety and mystique. 
And Jordan knows it. The look is part of the 
Mexican culture of music, the folk, the mod- 
em, the cholo, the pachuco. He took the look 


and gave it the same treatment as he did the 
accordion, displayed on a hot summer night in 
1977 at a Guadalupe Street club. He pretends 
with gentlemanly agreement to remember it, 
but the reference nonetheless pleases him as 
he climbs into the passenger seat of the truck. 

“I’ve got nine CDs I’m working on now. I hit 
a little air pocket,” Jordan chuckles. “I gotta 
mix them, but it’s already done - 90 songs. 
I’ve got my own recording studio, towers to 
make CDs and stuff. I’m ready to go. [The 
music] will be there when it has to. The mate- 
rial’s right there. Taken seven years to do it. 


“It’s got a lot of jazz, salsa, rancheras, bole- 
ros. Four voices, three voices, Four Freshmen 
stuff,” winks Jordan without the wink. “Horns. 
I got a synthesizer guitar, and I do all the 
parts. I’m a jazz-guitar player, you know.” 

He smiles when asked about his experi- 
mental use of phase shifters and fuzz boxes. 

“That was the late Sixties, early Seventies,” 
he nods, grinning. He enjoys being reminded 
of his taking the beleaguered accordion to a 
new, hip plane. “Nobody was doing that. Not 
at the time. I have two [new accor- 
dions], but they’re too tough. The 
material’s not the same. I have to ... ,” 
he gestures tweaking a knob. “That’s 
what happens. 

“We were [doing a lot of touring] but the 
man told me: ‘You got to stop, man. You 
can’t continue doing this.’ So it stopped 
me for a while. ‘Okay,’ I said. ‘Fine.’” 

The expression that accompanies 
this statement is pure Steve Jordan, a 
poker face with a touch of the trickster. 
In the shadows of the front seat, his 
gaunt face is copper lined in bronze. 
Backlit by the blue-white streetlights, 
he reclines and rests his head against 
the seat, staring from beneath one 
iguana-lidded eye. 

Suddenly, he’s Chac-Mool, one of 
the supine Mesoamerican stone sculp- 
tures found by the Mexican pyramids 
around Chichen Itza and other Mayan 
hot spots. Carlos Castaneda called them 
representations of dream-guards, the ideal 
protectors of any chosen person, idea, way of 
life. Steve Jordan reclines perfectly still, then 
his face splits into a grin. 

“That’s life, ain’t it? I’m still here.”

CENTRO-MATIC/ 

SOUTH SAN GABRIEL 

Dual Hawks (Misra) 

Listening to Dentonite brother bands 
Centro-matic and South San Gabriel back to 
back creates discrete moods even though 
the players are the same. Where Centro- 
matic is playful, plugged in, meanderingly 
poignant, South San Gabriel embraces 
menace, melancholy, and shades of mid- 
night. After Dual Hawks, maybe all albums 
in these two bands’ catalogs should be 
listened to in tandem. On the Centro-matic 
disc of this 2-CD split, a few songs end 
with singer Will Johnson drawing out a final 
note, an impish grin in his voice, whereas 
no playful outros are found on South San 
Gabriel’s half. Centro-matic relies on stan- 
dard rock-band instrumentation, flirting with 
its Flaming Lipsian side, while South San 
Gabriel is all forlornly bowed upright bass 
and cello. Listen closely, and read the lyrics 
in the liner notes (found on www.centro- 
matic.com), and the thematic sensibilities 
linking the two albums emerge: poison, 
departures, distances, a sense of moving 
while standing still - immobilized, even. 
Compare the contemplative, Dirty Three- 
esque “When the Angels Will Put Out 
Their Lights,” South San Gabriel’s tale of 
addiction that rips a love affair asunder, 
to Centro-matic’s “Strychnine, Breathless 
Ways,” a barn burner of broken love 
that clocks in at less than two minutes. 
Aesthetically, South San Gabriel trumps 
Centro-matic, boasting the beautiful, vague- 
ly Eastern “Trust to Lose,” with production- 
infused electronic geegaws that don’t strip 
the song of its earthy, acoustic feel, and 
the drawling, pedal-steel-drenched “From 
This I Will Awake.” Ultimately, Dual Hawks 
will change the way listeners approach 
these two bands, a dream in and of itself.

Waco-born, 

Dallas-bred 
trumpeter Roy 
Flargrove used to 
blow through town somewhat regularly with a 
scorching quintet that mined the funky soul 
jazz made famous by Blue Note and Prestige 
Records in the 1960s and 1970s. The two- 
time Grammy winner has a new quintet, and 
his penchant for that infectious retro sound is 
still apparent on Earfood, with the most com- 
pelling tunes skewing in a soulful direction. The 
modified boogaloo of Cedar Walton’s “I’m Not 
So Sure” and “Mr. Clean,” copped from Freddie 
Hubbard’s classic album Straight Life, plus a 
live reading of Sam Cooke’s gospel-drenched 
“Bring It on Home to Me” are the standouts, 
along with Hargrove’s more mainstream “The 
Stinger.” Even so, the overall feel of the album 
is too sterile, and the preponderance of bal- 
lads causes a loss of steam toward the end. 
Despite a formidable foil on the front line 
with Birdish alto saxophonist Justin Robinson, 
Hargrove could stand to sustain the groove.

Forty-seven 
minutes and one 
bassline: Get com- 
fortable. McPullish’s 
latest dub trial is 
a laudable effort

for Zion and peace. Problem is, it leaves no 
footprints.

There are thou- 
sands of singer- 
songwriters, but 
only one Southpaw 
Jones. Cruelty, his 
fourth disc, finds the local raconteur again 
treading the fine line between urban poet and 
old-fashioned folkie. What stands Jones apart 
is his love for words and the way he uses 
them. Some might discredit his stretching 
for rhymes and simple wordplay, but fighting 
through the distended verbiage is half the 
fun.

Video didn’t kill 
the classic-rock star, 
but it wasn’t kind to 
the unpretty ones. By 
contrast, ZZ Top’s stylistic evolution from Nudie 
suits and onstage livestock to gratuitously bearded 
Mad Max refugees served them well as videos for 
“Gimme All Your Lovin’,” “Sharp Dressed Man,” 
and “Legs” launched the Houston trio into super- 
stardom. According to Eliminator’s video triptych, 
synth-tinged blues-guitar heroics, a cherry antique 
car, and wily women with perky nipples were all you 
needed to escape the lowly service caste. AOR sta- 
ple “Got Me Linder Pressure” and double-entendre 


dropping “I Got the Six” sealed the deal. No won- 
der ZZ Top won a 1984 Saturday Night Live phone 
poll to pick the Democratic presidential nominee. 
Since no cable subscriber who lived through the 
mid-1980s can hear Eliminator without recalling its 
attendant imagery, a DVD of the album’s videos and 
an above-average live British TV performance from 
1983 is the 25th anniversary reissue’s most distin- 
guishing feature. Otherwise, the bonus live tracks 
are of middling sound quality, and the dance mix of 
“Legs” is laughable. Also making the VH1 Classic 
rounds is Live From Texas, a concert-length DVD of 
a 2007 show at the Nokia Theatre in Grand Prairie. 
The trio runs hits like “Just Got Paid” and “Cheap 
Sunglasses” in fine form for the cameras, though 
“Heard It on the X” misses the studio version’s 
mojo. Latter-day tunes like “Rough Boy” and “Pin 
Cushion” exemplify the steadily diminishing returns 
on a quarter-century of Eliminator derivations. As 
producer of the Top’s next LP, Rick Rubin could do a 
lot worse than to lock up the synthesizers and throw 
away the silver “ZZ” keychain.

as pop-cultural whipping 
boy de rigueur. Fortunately, the Pricks compensate for 
their decreasing timeliness by being a better band. 
Balls, is tighter and beefier than 2004’s Brokers 
Banquet, and in a daring test of the old saw that risk 
is necessary to good satire, vocalist Trevor Middleton 
continues to proudly flip the bird at irreverence as 
he leaves it in the dust of plain obscenity. The Pricks 
hedge (har!) their bets with gloriously ripping perfor- 
mances of songs by the Undertones, the Chumps, 
and Big Boys - charitably overlooking the anti-yuppie 
message of “Frat Cars” - and do the music world 
a final service by festooning their disc with a hairy 
man’s flag-clad nether regions. Now nobody else 
needs to do that.

Copperhead Road (Deluxe Edition) (Geffen) 

WILLIE NELSON 

Stardust (Columbia/Legacy) 

Few albums have dramatically upended Nashville 
conventions like Copperhead Road and Stardust, this 
year marking their 20- and 30-year anniversaries,

respectively. Earle’s semi- 
nal third album from 1988 



provoked his ultimate break 
with Guitar Town, finally 
producing the rock album 
he’d threatened and virtually 
ostracizing him from country 
radio. While his roots rock 
has now become template, 

Copperhead Road still fires with incomparable fury, and 
its political spite bites just as relevant today. The clas- 
sic opening title cut, woozy honky-tonk tirade of “Snake 
Oil,” and Bad Company riffs of “Back to the Wall” set 
the tone atop startlingly sharp drum rapports. “The 
Devil’s Right Hand” and Pogues-backed “Johnny Come 
Lately” bruise under Earle’s rasping vocals, though 
the back-side wanes more conventional. Coupled for 
double-disc reissue with live cuts from 1987-89, more 
is unfortunately revealed by Earle’s backhanding ban- 
ter than the performances, aside from his chillingly 
stark solo take of Springsteen’s “Nebraska.” If Earle 
eschewed Nashville with a definitive “fuck you,” Willie 
did it with a smile on 1978’s Stardust. At the peak of 
the Outlaw’s success, Nelson 
turned against all advice to 
the Great American Songbook 
and became a superstar. With 
Booker T. Jones producing, 

Stardust remains timeless 
behind Nelson’s distinctive 
interpretations of “Georgia on 
My Mind,” “All of Me,” “Don’t 
Get Around Much Anymore,” and the tenderly picked 
title track. The boon of the album’s reissue is a second 



disc culling complementary material from across its 
maker’s career. The collection lacks Stardust’s sub- 
lime sequencing but provides some equally poignant 
gems, especially the stunningly weary “That Lucky Old 
Sun” and tracks from the Freddie Powers-produced 
Somewhere Over the Rainbow (Django-inspired turn 
of “Mona Lisa”) and Leon Russell collaboration One 
for the Road (the dreamy take on “Stormy Weather”). 
“Little Things Mean a Lot” is beautifully gentle, and 
Ray Charles duet “Angel Eyes” saves the best for last.

THE BELLFURIES 

Palmyra (Moe & Sal) 

Trading their rockabilly roots for a power-pop 
sheen, Joey Simeone and the retooled Bellfuries 
kick Kinks and Costello behind lilting melodies on 
their sophomore disc. Simeone’s pitching vocal 
swoons lend “Give It, Get It” and “Death of an Idol” 
an uneasy edge against the bouncing harmonies, 
and “The Only Ghost There Is Me” and “All My New 
Friends” are tender gems. ★★★ 

JIM STRINGER & THE AM BAND 

Triskaidekaphilia (The Music Room) 

“Triskaidekaphilia” is a fascination with the num- 
ber 13, and the baker’s dozen delivered on local gui- 
tar standard Jim Stringer’s 13th recording gives just 
cause. Opening “Rebel Rouser” maneuvers through 
a primer of classic allusions with T. Jarrod Bonta’s 
piano rolling honky-tonk fire. Most tracks are simple 
and direct classic country, and Jay & the Americans’ 

“Come a Little Bit Closer” kicks Tex-Mex, but the 
instrumentals excel. 

THE SHAKE ’EM UPS 

The lo-fi debut from Austin’s Shake ’Em Ups 
unloads an infectious fury of strings, the trio chug- 
ging acoustic rhythms braced by banjo, Dobro, man- 
dolin, and Andrew Austin-Petersen’s stellar stand-up 
bass. Fusing old-time, swing, and jazz on solid folk 
footing, traditionals like “Jesse James” and “Hand 
Me Down My Walking Cane” mix with the “Six Days 
on the Road” send-up “School Bus Driver” and blaz- 
ing instrumentals. ★★★ 

MURRY HAMMOND 

I Don't Know Where I'm Going but I'm on My Way 
(Humminbird) 

The solo debut from Old 97’s bassist Hammond 
delves deep into the roots of Americana, spiritu- 
ally searching and starkly nostalgic in railroad 
rambling. Opening hymn “What Are They Doing in 
Heaven Today?” darkly mines the Handsome Family, 
and the Carter Family receives two haunting trib- 
utes. Hammond’s originals strike equally powerful, from the gentle Simon & 
Garfunkel folk of “Lost at Sea” to the bruising “Wreck of the 97” and yodeling 
prayer “I Believe, I Believe.” 

HAROLD AMBLER 

Carousel (Big Day) 

Recent Austin transplant Harold Ambler’s debut 
EP at age 43 is a soothing set of wizened missives 
drawing from a life of laid-back vagary. In light 
folk-pop tones, Ambler’s songs are affirmations 
even at their darkest (the moaning hum of opener 
“Carousel” and cello-backed “Crucial”). “Take This 
Sadness” is a rolling campfire clapper, but the back- 
side likes of “Mr. Wave Man” lull less effectively. 

BACK PORCH MARY 

Time of the Broken Heart (Smith Entertainment) 

Back Porch Mary is best served with a cold six- 
pack, complement to the band’s twang-fused rock 
riffs and ballads loosening 2am regrets. The local 
quartet’s fourth effort opens on do-or-die manifesto 
“This Band” but settles quickly into the title’s more 
disillusioned ruins with Mike Krug’s burned vocals 
cutting bitter (“Harsh Light of Day,” “I Won’t Look 
Back at You”) and broken (“Heartache,” “I’m to Blame”). ★★★ 
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At the time that Alan Patton, 56, of Columbus, Ohio, made “News of the 
Weird” in 2006, he had already been consuming boys’ urine for 40 years, 
he said, and a 2007 jail sentence has had no apparent deterrent effect. 
He was arrested in June 2008 (and twice since then), accused of turning 
off the water in a recreation center restroom and placing plastic wrap 
inside the bowl to catch the nectar that, he says, enables him to “become 
part of their youth.” While no Ohio law prohibits collecting or drinking 
others’ urine, Patton violates his almost-perpetual probation by visiting 
any public restroom. 


LEAD STORY 

Among President Sarkozy’s recent moves 
to trim the size of the French government 
was the layoff of half of the 165 physiother- 
apists at the taxpayer-funded National 
Baths of Aix-les-Bains. The pink-slipped 
masseurs warn that the country’s health will 
be at risk if people are unable to get the 
mud wraps, thermal baths, and deep-tissue 
massages covered by national health insur- 
ance (along with subsidized transportation 
and lodging for the visits). In fact, 27 of the 
physiotherapists immediately went on sick 
leave for depression. Among Sarkozy’s other 
targets of government bloat, according to a 
July Wall Street Journal dispatch: figuring out 
why France employs only 271 diplomats in 
India but more than 700 in Senegal. 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

Edward Defreitas, 36, was arrested in 
Toms River, N.J., in June, and accused of 
causing a three-vehicle collision that 
injured two men in a car and sent two oth- 
ers (paramedics riding in an ambulance) to 
the hospital. Defreitas told police that he 
had been drinking and had decided to drive 
around until he sobered up: “He [said he] 
was afraid to go home and his mother find- 
ing alcohol on his breath.” 


THE LITIGIOUS SOCIETY 

> School custodian Anthony Gower- 
Smith, 73, was awarded the equivalent 
of about $75,000 in June in London’s 
High Court after suing Britain’s 
Hampshire County government when he 
hurt himself falling off a 6-foot steplad- 
der. Gower-Smith claimed that he had 
not been properly “trained” on how to 
use it, despite his longtime experience 
with such ladders and despite his signed 
acknowledgment that he had indeed 
received training and despite his having 
blamed himself just after he fell. He dis- 
avowed the self-blame by saying that, at 
the time, he was woozy and didn’t 
remember what he said. 

> Shannon Hyman, now 24, filed a lawsuit 
in July against the Green Iguana Bar & 

Grill in St. Petersburg, Fla., for medical 
bills and lost wages when she was badly 
burned four years ago drinking a “flaming 
shot” of Bacardi 151-proof rum (which nor- 
mally is consumed without incident, but 
Hyman had spit out the drink, spreading 
flames to her head and upper torso). 
Hyman told the Tampa Tribune : “I’m suing 
because I should not have been let in 
[because she was under 21 at the time]. If 
I weren’t let in, none of the events would 
have happened.” 


IRONIES 

> In July, the new smoking ban for bars 
and restaurants in the Netherlands took 
effect, but it won’t curtail patrons’ right to 
smoke marijuana in Amsterdam’s coffee 
shops (where they can buy up to 5 grams 

a day to smoke on the premises). And, just 
as the ban became law, the Dutch special- 
effects company Rain Showtechniek began 
selling bars a machine (for the equivalent 
of about $900) that, for nostalgia, repli- 
cates the scent of traditional, cigarette- 
smoked air (but which does not damage 
health or linger in clothing or hair). 

> Not Quite Rehabilitated: A prominent anti- 
drug motivational speaker, who uses his 
own sordid life story to inspire troubled 
kids to turn their lives around, was arrest- 
ed in May and charged with attempted mur- 
der after allegedly shooting at his girlfriend 
and an old buddy from prison following a 
long evening of alcohol and methamphet- 
amine use. Said the prosecutor in Isanti 
County, Minn., of the rampage by Russell 
Simon Jr., 45, “We’re lucky we don’t have a 
multiple homicide on our hands.” 

I DEMAND MY RIGHTS! 

> Murder suspect Broderick Laswell, 19, 
filed a lawsuit in federal court in April 
against the Benton County (Ark.) Jail, 
alleging that he was being “literally ... 
starved to death” while awaiting trial, and 
complained of “blurry” vision and of 
almost passing out. As evidence of his 
plight, Laswell pointed out that, in eight 
months behind bars, his weight had 
dropped from 413 pounds to 308. 

It’s Good to Be a British Prisoner (contin- 
ued): In June, Abu Qatada, a cleric 
described as one of Europe’s most danger- 
ous terror proselytizers, was released from 
jail, where he has been awaiting deporta- 
tion (for three years) to Jordan, and con- 
fined to his home in London. British courts 
refuse to deport him because, when Jordan 
tries him on serious terrorism charges, it 
might possibly use evidence obtained by 
torture of Abu Qatada’s colleagues. Thus, 
he will remain in Britain, under heavy guard 
(estimated to cost the equivalent of $1 mil- 
lion a year), in his tax-abated home with his 
wife and five children, who receive the 
equivalent of about $90,000 a year in wel- 
fare benefits. (Abu Qatada himself receives 
the equivalent of $16,000 a year from the 
government, for a previous back injury.) 

A U.S. Court of Appeals ruled in July that 
officials at a junior high school in Safford, 
Ariz., should not have strip-searched a 
13-year-old girl when all they wanted was 
to see if she was carrying ibuprofen. 
However, her “right” to privacy carried the 
day among the judges by only 6-5, as the 
dissenters pointed out that it was, after 
all, prescription-strength ibuprofen they 
were after, and that officials proceeded 
based on information from an “informant.” 
(The majority apparently holds junior-high- 
age “informants” in lower regard.)

Many of the San 
Antonio missions 

came into exis- 
tence the year 
before George 
Washington was 
born. In 1731, a 

tattered group of Spanish mis- 
sionaries, soldiers, and a few 
Indian converts appeared at 
the gates of San Antonio. 

The refugees were left over 
from Spain’s failed attempt at 
colonizing East Texas and 
helped launch the beginning 
of modern Texas. In all, Spain 
constructed 26 missions in Texas; five of the most successful were on the San Antonio River. 

The most famous and oldest of the missions, San Antonio de Valero, or the Alamo, had been 
abandoned as a church for more than 40 years at the time of the Texas Revolution of 1836. It is 
maintained by the Daughters of the Republic of Texas. 

A well-marked driving route stretches nine miles through San Antonio from the Alamo to Mission 
Espada at the southern end of the Mission Trail. Visitors can also strap on walking shoes or hop 
on a bicycle to enjoy the eight miles of dedicated paved pathways along the San Antonio River 
between Mission Concepcion and Mission Espada. 

The San Antonio Missions National Historical Park contains four of the best-preserved examples 
of Spanish colonial architecture in the country. Mission Nuestra Sefiora de la Purisima Concepcion 
de Acuna is the northernmost of the national historic sites. The mission dates to 1716 in East 
Texas but moved to San Antonio in 1731. Completed in 1755, remnants of colorful frescos remain 
on the interior walls. The church is the oldest unrestored church in the U.S. 

Mission San Jose y San Miguel de Aguayo is a year younger than the Alamo. Construction of the 
mission’s church began in 1768 by skilled craftsmen from Mexico and students of the mission’s 
vocational school. The largest and most ornate of the missions, San Jose was called the Queen of 
the Missions. San Jose y San Miguel de Aguayo is the most complete of the San Antonio missions 
and contains the main visitors’ center. 

Mission San Juan Capistrano moved from East Texas to its present site in 1731. The mission 
was plagued by diseases and hostile Indians. When the last few residents departed in 1824, they 
left behind crumbling stone walls and an uncompleted church. 

The southernmost mission on the trail, San Francisco de la Espada, also moved from East Texas 
to San Antonio in 1731. A French-born priest saved the red stone mission from destruction in 1859. 

One part of the Mission Espada that hasn’t needed to be rebuilt is the aqueduct that carried 
river water to the fields. Probably finished around 1745, the irrigation system is the oldest acequia 
in the United States. 

The best place to begin a tour is at Mission San Jose. Admission to all of the missions is free.

What is it about an outsider that reveals the worst in people? 
How can humanity, a species noteworthy for its ingenuity and 


sense of adventure, be so afraid 

We like to read about strange things - 
two-headed babies and Elvis aliens - but 
were some to appear in our own hometown 
or, worse, from between our own legs, we’d 
prefer the freaks dead. Bat Boy: The Musical 
draws from the tales of the tabloid character 
as chronicled in the Weekly World News since 
1992. (Bat Boy found in a cave in West 
Virginia! Bat Boy endorses Al Gore! Bat Boy 
stalked by Mitt Romney!) Bat Boy went away 
when Weekly World News folded in 2007, 
but the creature is alive and well in Summer 
Stock Austin’s current production. 

The show kicks off energetically with three 
young spelunkers descending from the light 
grid, headlamps swirling. They are the Taylor 
kids of Hope Falls, W.Va., who discover a 
half-human, half-bat creature while exploring 
a cave. The only things batlike about this Bat 
Boy are his pointy ears and fanged teeth, 
but actor Jacob Trussell gives his creature 
a dynamic physical presence. With curling 
toes and ground-dwelling posture, he seems 
strange enough to be fearsome. 

Bat Boy: The Musical follows Hope Falls’ 
struggle to deal with the freak. The first 
half is simple, with the Taylors dragging the 
creature to town, where it is adopted by 
town veterinarian Dr. Parker and joyfully “civi- 
lized” by his wife, Meredith. (BBC language 
tapes give him a regal English accent, and 
by intermission he is lecturing on Darwin 
and Copernicus.) The second half grows 
intricate and surreal, as if writers Keythe 
Farley and Brian Flemming couldn’t decide 
which way to spin Bat Boy’s yarn. Dr. Parker 
goes all Mr. Hyde, seething and plotting. 

His daughter, Shelley, and Bat Boy run away 
to the forest and, like a drug trip from Hair, 
find themselves dressed as Adam and Eve, 
serenaded by a glittery faun and surrounded 


of that which is foreign? 

by a menagerie of animals (puppets imagina- 
tively conceived by Connor Hopkins). There is 
a hasty explanation of the parents’ complex 
backstory, complete with a counterintuitively 
hilarious slow-motion rape, then it wraps up 
in a hard-to-swallow Hamlet-e sque ending. 

Hopkins’ gorgeous set maximizes the 
potential of the Mary Moody Northen 
Theatre. Each corner comes alive with a 
church frame or bat cave or slaughterhouse 
(the site of the Hope Falls citizens’ panicky 
town hall meetings). Director David Valdes’ 
staging is ripe with physical humor, and 
his ensemble bursts onto stage with great 
humor and energy. Laurie Urban’s funny and 
enchanting Meredith Parker and Trussell’s 
Bat Boy provide a strong backbone for the 
production. David Gallagher achieves a per- 
fect mixture of evil genius and comedic tim- 
ing as the deranged Dr. Parker. Rounding out 
the dysfunctional family is Corley Pillsbury’s 
Shelley. In a brilliant piece of gender-blind 
and race-blind casting, Josh Mayes plays a 
gospel mama to the hick Taylor kids. Aaron 
Moten places his Sheriff Reynolds firmly in 
the long line of goofy, nervous, and incom- 
petent lawmen, squeaking commands such 
as: “Go get your guns and your dogs. We’re 
going to do this right and orderly.” 

Most stories about an outsider end with 
messages imploring tolerance. But Bat Boy: 
The Musical ends with the suggestion that 
outsiders may not be as outside as we like to 
think. “Don’t deny the beast inside,” it sings; 
Bat Boy is part of who we are. Maybe that’s 
why we keep coming back for more ridicu- 
lous, over-the-top, and implausible tales like 
the ones offered up by Weekly World News. 

A similar fondness for cheeseball schtick 
renders Summer Stock Austin’s Bat Boy both 
entertaining and apropos. - Hannah Kenah

ESCAPE TO AN ENCHANTED WORLD

It’s a busy night at Baptista’s 
Burgers, where the chain- 
smoking proprietor’s daughters, 
Bianca and Kate, wander into 
the audience to take orders 
from the crowd. 

“Cheeseburger! Cheeseburger!” Kate cries 
after taking an order, and upon delivery of the 
minuscule White Castle offering, she dead- 
pans, “Pace yourself.” 

Such is the modern, wacky world of City 
Theatre’s production of The Taming of the 
Shrew, one of Shakespeare’s most classic 
and controversial comedies (depending on 
whom you ask). The plot focuses on the two 
daughters of Baptista, who has declared that 
the multiple suitors to the cherubic Bianca 
cannot wed her until his hostile spitfire of an 
elder daughter, Kate, is first betrothed. The 
romantic rivals are blessed by the arrival of 
the swashbuckling Petruchio, who agrees to 
woo and wed the firebrand before even set- 
ting eyes on her. He subsequently tries to 
tame his wild wife by acting mad and running 
her ragged or, in his own words, “kill a wife 
with kindness.” 

This play has been endlessly discussed, 
debated, argued about, railed upon - let’s face 


it, the sentiment of Shrew is 
not part of our modern mental- 
ity: the idea of “taming” one’s 
wife, let alone starving her, let 
alone depriving her of sleep 
... then there’s that speech at 
the end. 

So much has been said 
and written and done with 
the ending - in which Kate 
argues that a wife should 
be obedient to her husband 
- that the play’s conclusion 
oftentimes takes precedence 
over the rest of it. Director 
Jeff Hinkle, however, never 
loses sight of this comedy’s 
fun, wild world, with its ridicu- 
lous characters, men mas- 
querading under false identi- 
ties, and three suitors vying 
for the same woman. Hinkle’s 
production remembers the 
microwaved White Castle 
world it began with, and that 
allows for the play to have 
real coherency throughout. 

That world might not be 
what everybody wants to 
see with The Taming of the 
Shrew. This is an environment 
where impervious alpha male 
Petruchio - who acts like 
he’d be a die-hard NASCAR 
fan - does in fact tame the 
bitchy but vulnerable Kate. 
There is a through line to their 
relationship and believable 
love between the charismatic 
David Meissner and Dawn 
Erin at the end of the play. 

In his stage notes, Hinkle writes, “Our own 
answers to these [relationship] questions may 
have less to do with the play itself than with 
our attitudes towards the issues and ideas 
it explores.” Instead of attacking or skirting 
the issue, City Theatre’s production serves it 
up for the audience to take as they will, and 
there’s something very bold about that. 

The modern setting does have its hits and 
misses. The good: Gremio looks and acts like 
some combination of LL Cool J, circa 1991, 
and a Homie doll; Petruchio often gallops 
onstage re-enacting the Monty Python and the 
Holy Grail faux horse ride (replete with coco- 
nut). The not-so-good: starting the second 
half of the show with an Austin Powers-e sque 
urination sequence and forced malapropisms, 
such as turning Curtis into a Deadhead based 
solely on a forced reading of the word “pot.” 
Many times, the actors will stop in the 
middle of a line for comedic effect and get 
an easy, sitcom-level laugh at the expense of 
the line’s meaning. And the production works 
very hard to turn every possible word into a 
dick joke, whether it’s one that the Bard - 
who’s pretty bawdy in his own right - meant 
to be raunchy or not. 

Any modernization and placement of a 
Shakespearean play is met with scrutiny, 
though this writer has some misgivings about 
putting Padua into a burger joint. Still, Hinkle 
and company do a darn good job of honoring 
Shrew in all its wildness, lustiness, and fun.

Springs to Galveston. 

“The Deep End,” the current 
exhibition at Davis Gallery, is a 
refreshing and loving look at sum- 
mer culture. The two featured art- 
ists, watercolorist Melissa Grimes 
and photographer Will van Overbeek, 
both take water settings as their 
muse and create rippling tableaus 
of people swimming, wading, tan- 
ning, and boating. I was struck 
with a blissful feeling looking at 
the smiling kids jumping waves 
in bright light. Sun hats, floaties, 
noodles, and people holding hands 
are everywhere in these watery 
environments. It made me think all 
parents should come see this show 
and check themselves: Do your kids 
look like this? Because they should. 

The enjoyment of water recreation is 
a universal value that these artists 
are able to embody. 

Grimes has created 53 watercol- 
ors, all the size of large postcards. 

The medium of watercolor allows for 
great transitions from light to dark. 

Due to its transparency, the paint can 
be made to appear fresh, light, and 
airy, like a sea breeze. Grimes is a 
consistent draftsman, and thus this 
series of boats and swimmers looks 
spontaneous, even easily achieved. 

The reality is that the artist probably 
made hundreds of pieces just to cull 
out this strong group. Watercolor is 
also a temperamental medium. The 
artist who uses it well has to be work- 
ing with it every day to achieve this 
appearance of simplicity. Having a 
strong work process and an ability to 
edit is key to both artists’ practices. 

Van Overbeek shoots photographs 
of Barton Springs, and he’s obviously 
spent countless hours on the grassy 

hillsides shooting with his camera. It’s his ability to capture an overall tone of vitality with his works 
that interests me the most. The series he chooses to present is very active with lots of movement. 
Divers bending, swimmers underwater, and plain old splashers are all on view. The Texas heat can 
bring on a certain lethargy, and yet his subjects appear to have boundless energy; they have beaten 
the effects of the sun. I recommend this inspirational show; it made me want to get out of the air- 
conditioned world and take a dip. I’ve read that if you’re feeling hot, just thinking about and looking 
at pictures of snow and ice can make you feel colder. I think this theory is cool. Both of these art- 
ists beautifully remind us of the rituals and pleasures of summertime. - Rachel Koper

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Man on Wire 

D: James Marsh. (PG-13, 90 min.) 

I vividly recall two newspaper headlines from the 1970s. One 
is from Feb. 3, 1979, in the Rochester (N.Y.) Democrat and 
Chronicle, regarding the death of someone named Sid Vicious 


(which I thought was a neat name), formerly 
of a band called the Sex Pistols (which I 
thought was an even neater name). I was 13 
at the time and a paperboy. The other head- 
line that I still see in 72-point type in my 
mind’s eye is dated Aug. 8, 1974, from The 
New York Times, p.l, above the fold, and it 
tells an impossible story about a man who 
walked - danced, really - on a tightrope 
strung between the tops of the two then-new 
World Trade Center buildings. In hindsight, 
Philippe Petit’s inspired and altogether unau- 
thorized bit of daredeviltry trumps Vicious’ 
cool factor by orders of magnitude: Petit 
made eight crossings between the north and 
south towers over a period of 45 minutes (!), 
and all Sid did was look good in a swastika- 
and-sneer combo and die. Petit’s act was the 
most astonishing thing I’d ever seen until I 
saw the towers come down, and Man on Wire, 
Marsh’s exhilarating documentary on the fear- 
less French wire-walker’s rapturous edifice 
complex (he’d previously walked in the air 
between the spires of Notre Dame and the 
Sydney Harbour Bridge), is equally spellbind- 
ing and a model of the documentary form. 

The notion of “le coup,” as Petit and his 
cadre of assistants and friends referred to 
the WTC walk, was born even before the tow- 
ers were fully erected, and Petit’s impossibly 
complex and detailed planning went on for 
years before finally becoming a reality that, 


seen here, resembles some sort of Godard- 
meets-Buhuel bank caper, complete with 
false ID badges, confederates inside the tow- 
ers, 1,000 pounds of steel cable, and a stub- 
born, charismatic leader who just won’t give 
up no matter what obstacles he encounters. 
And, as a still-elfin Petit painstakingly 
recounts to Marsh’s cameras, there were 
nearly enough obstacles to waylay even 
Napoleon, ranging from unreliable team mem- 
bers to the unknowable possibility of high 
winds gusting and from errant security guards 
to the very likely potential for horrific tragedy. 
In the end, Petit was arrested by the NYPD, 
given a psychiatric evaluation, and charged 
with “criminal trespass and disorderly con- 
duct,” after which he promptly jumped into a 
waterbed with an anonymous, amorous 
female fan. While the authorities, the press, 
and the citizenry of the Big Apple were all 
asking why, Petit (insightfully highlighting the 
difference between the French and American 
mindsets) could only say, by way of explana- 
tion, “There is no why. There is only the 
walk.” And now, of course, there are only 
ghosts in the misty borderland between 
heaven and earth, where this hopelessly 
romantic artist once wandered. Ghosts, and 
this hauntingly beautiful film. (See " Art ,

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AMERICAN TEEN D: Nanette Burstein. 

(PG-13, 95 min.) 

In our modern Information Age, it is no 
longer possible to believe in documentaries 
as conveyors of unfiltered, unvarnished 
truths. Everything is transmitted through 
the eyes of the beholders, from the lens 
of the filmmaker to the perceptions of the 
viewers. Burstein’s American Teen, however, 
causes us to become aware of the power 
the subjects have to control their ultimate 
image and message. We used to fret over 
the extent to which a filmmaker’s presence 
altered the very nature of that which was 
under observation. American Teen, shows 
us that we really need to pay more atten- 
tion to the ways in which the media-savvy 
of the subjects can shape the outcome of 
the observation. The teens of Warsaw, Ind. , 
the town in which Burstein’s documentary is 
set, were born into the era of reality TV, in 
which a spot on The Real World or American 
Idol means a ticket to instant celebrity, and 
the confidences once shared in diaries and 
incessant phone chatter are now unveiled 
on Facebook and MySpace for all the world 
to consume. They may not have known it, 
but these kids were ready for their shot 
at fame long before Burstein entered their 
midst and wired them up with portable 
microphone packs. What her cameras cap- 
ture shouldn’t be construed as truth but 
rather as scenarios that were cast in stone 
long before she came on the scene. The 
five high school seniors she chooses as 
her main subjects could have come straight 
from Central Casting - or The Breakfast 
Club : They are the princess, jock, rebel, 
heartthrob, and geek. It’s senior year, so 
the film gains some dramatic strength from 
the kids’ uncertainty about their futures, but 
apart from that, the film records the usual 
teenage obsessions with social insecurities, 
who’s dating whom, and the hierarchies of 
cool. From the outset, it’s necessary to ask 
if these students are a truly representative 
lot or whether they’re stereotypes that fit 
Burstein’s preconceptions. Burstein’s judg- 
ment also becomes an issue, as we watch 
the occasionally despicable behavior of 
the teens (as during the plastering of hate 
graffiti on an opponent’s window or the 
merciless mocking of a defenseless new- 
comer whose naked torso has been IM’d 
throughout the town), while her unyielding 
camera practically spurs further action with 
its rapt attention. The artsy rebel Hannah 
Bailey (who is now studying filmmaking 
in college) experiences a depression so 
intense that it precludes her being able 
to attend school, yet she gladly allows 
Burstein’s camera into her bedroom and 
inner thoughts. Burstein (who previously co- 
directed The Kid Stays in the Picture and On 
the Ropes) ultimately tells us nothing about 
senior year in the heartland of America that 
we didn’t already know. However, the film’s 
revelations about our media-soaked society 
are revelatory. At times it’s almost like Lord 
of the Flies , with the camera serving as the 
flypaper dipped in the honey of the promised 
land of celebrity. - Marjorie Baumgarten

HELL RIDE D: Larry Bishop; with Bishop,

The line between homage and parody is 
blurry enough at the best of times in our 
post -Pulp Fiction world, but Hell Ride - a 
grindhousey biker flick executive-produced 
by Quentin Tarantino and starring Madsen’s 
ongoing impersonation of a hung-over Nick 
Nolte on a good-hair day - pretty much fucks 
the distinction over. Should we be chuckling 
at Bishop-the-screenwriter’s genuine gift for 
beautiful bullshit, as in the scene where 
B is hop-th e-actor trades ever-escalating and 
seedily incendiary euphemisms with a perpet- 
ually horny cyclista? Or is he, you know, being 
serious? It’s impossible to tell one way or 
the other, and it happens often enough that 
you get the urge to say to hell with the whole 
ride, mystical peyote journeys, naked Suicide 
Girl wannabes, and crazed displays of overly 
art-directed violence. But you don’t say it 
because of all of the above and less. It’s like 
watching a valentine from Tarantino’s best- 
est friend in the whole world go directly from 
heart to heart, and while it references every- 
thing from the classic American International 
Pictures biker outings to Mad Max and 
beyond, this convoluted, overly snazzy-looking 
tale of bad blood between worse people is 
only as interesting as Madsen’s squint ’n’ 
gravel countenance. (The former Mr. Blonde 
plays a character nicknamed “the Gent,” 
which gives you some idea of the company 
he keeps.) Genuine iconoclast Hopper, look- 
ing like ill-kept saddlery, appears briefly and 
gets his ropers pissed on, as does Carradine, 
Tarantino’s ex-Bill. Despite the brevity of their 
roles, the pair of them outshines everything 
in sight, including Madsen’s reptile grin. The 
story is a shambles, incoherent throughout, 
veined with tirelessly wearying flashbacks, 
hallucinations, and just plain old lousy story- 
telling. It’s a fiasco, really, but who knows - it 
might be a blast on mushrooms. This being 
Austin, go find out, and report back if you’re 
so inclined. Me, I’ve got a new DVD of The 
Wild Angels to dive into. - Marc Savlov

A JIHAD FOR LOVE D: Parvez 

Sharma. (NR, 81 min.) 

Certainly, it will come as no surprise to 
viewers that homosexuality is forbidden in 
the Muslim religion. Sharma’s documentary, 
which visits 12 countries and several dozen 
gay Muslim men and women, is a brave study 
of what it’s like to live and love under such 
conditions. Tellingly, a great number of those 
interviewed are refugees from their countries 
of birth, having fled in order to live more freely 
elsewhere or to escape more literal imprison- 
ment. The filmmaker and his subjects are to 
be commended for their honesty, yet there’s 
an overwhelming sameness to their stories 
that impedes the film’s dramatic value. 
Moreover, a great many of the faces are 
blurred to protect the speakers’ identities, a 
tactic that further desaturates the film’s per- 
sonal impact. Still, stories of gay persecution 
like that of the Egyptian man who escaped to 
France after being in prison for three years, 
the Iranian who received 100 lashes, and the 
South African imam whose children say they 
would dutifully stone their father to death 
as instructed by their religious teachings, 
are unshakably sad. What’s most striking 
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about the individuals in this documentary 
is their struggle to reconcile their sexuality 
with their religious faith. From the outside, 
it might seem that the struggle for coex- 
istence is a losing cause, and those who 
pine for it are stuck spinning their wheels 
in this personal jihad. In this regard, the 
film resembles Sandi DuBowski’s Trembling 
Before G-d, a documentary that examines 
the conflicts between gays and the Orthodox 
and Hasidic Jewish communities. DuBowski 
is the producer of A Jihad for Love, and this 
strategy of questing for acceptance from the 
religion’s fundamentalists by those who do 
not wish to stray from their faith is similar. 
Technically, Jihad’s images and assemblage 
seem on par for a first-time filmmaker, 
though the film’s message is a moving 
plaint. - Marjorie Baumgarten

A MAN NAMED PEARL 

D: Scott Galloway, Brent Pierson. (G, 78 min.) 

In north-central South Carolina, sand- 
wiched between Darlington to the east and 
Camden to the west, sits the tiny city of 
Bishopville, population 4,000. Bishopville, 
with a farming economy on the wane and a 
main street peppered with empty storefronts, 
is the poorest county seat in the state. 

But on that same main street there is also 
something that looks like hope, or at least 
art: trees that have been carved and shaped 
into beautiful grasping abstractions, bushes 
that look like they’ve been plucked out of the 
imagination. To be exact, the imagination of 
Pearl Fryar, a 66-year-old African-American 
son of a sharecropper who has turned 
his private love for the natural world into 
very public displays of artistic, even spiri- 
tual, ambition. For years, Fryar - a lifelong 
employee of a can-manufacturing plant - has 
been the creative force behind one of the 
greatest and most original topiary gardens 
in the country, a garden he constructed 
out of his three-acre yard in a Bishopville 
suburb over thousands of evenings and 
weekends, using a chainsaw, a few shears, 
a step ladder, and a true artist’s vision. 

That result is what Versailles might look 
like if it had been designed by Dr. Seuss 
and built by Edward Scissorhands: a sprawl- 
ing idiosyncratic parterre featuring arboreal 
spirals and triangles that seem to bob in 
the air and bushes that have been carved 
into delicate Cubist curves. Pearl, in other 
words, is one of those guys put on earth to 
make the rest of us feel like we’re wasting 
our lives. But while it’s easy to celebrate a 


self-taught artist who’s been commissioned 
not only by museums and city governments 
but also Waffle Houses, it’s also easy to find 
fault with a documentary that’s so intent on 
being merely amiable. Little in A Man Named 
Pearl justifies its length, and nothing could 
ever justify the seemingly endless parade 
of interviewees Galloway and Pierson enlist 
to say pleasant things about their subject. 
Who has ever been so loved, so respected 
and revered, without qualification or excep- 
tion, as Fryar appears to be in Bishopville? 
Nobody. Not even local-news profiles are this 
glowing. And if it’s impossible to imagine any 
man existing without inspiring a little rancor, 
or at least jealousy, it’s beyond impossible 
to believe that a black man gaining national 
fame in a small Southern city even its 
residents admit is still plagued by racial dis- 
crimination would be so universally adored. 
Conflict and controversy are the breeding 
ground for story, and A Man Named Pearl - 
for all its beauty and inspiration - is sorely 
lacking in these elements. - Josh Rosenblatt

THE MIDNIGHT MEAT

The Midnight Meat Train does not stop 
here. Last week, on Aug. 1, distributor 
Lionsgate dumped the horror movie, which 
is based on a Clive Barker short story, in 
little more than 100 theatres nationwide 
- and to rub salt in the wound, those the- 
atres were all dollar houses or second-run 
venues. Such treatment - especially from 
the company whose coffers in recent years 
have been lined with the profits of the 
vicious Saw franchise, as well as numer- 
ous other low-budget horror outings - 
might be construed as an indication of the 
picture’s audience-worthiness. But nothing 
could be further from the truth. (The best 
guess is that the move is merely a sloppy 
portent of Lionsgate’s future plans to move 
away from the hard-R horror product that’s 
provided its recent bread and butter.) 

The Midnight Meat Train, at least until it 
crumbles in the last act, is a well-done hor- 
ror movie that harks back to the slasher 
films of the Eighties. It features a decent 
cast and stylish direction by Japanese 
import Kitamura, who here tones down the 
frenetic disorientation of his best-known 
film on these shores, Versus. Cooper plays 
Leon, a photographer who, spurred by the 
advice of an important art dealer (Shields,

in an atypically angular performance), delves 
deeper into the dark underbelly of the city 
(in other words, the subway system) in order 
to find grittier truths. He stumbles into the 
mystery of the murders committed nightly by 
a solitary butcher (Jones) on the subway. No 
one else in the city is aware of these crimes 
because no bodies are ever found. A whack 
to the head from an enormous meat-tender- 
izing mallet usually knocks the victim to the 
floor (maybe also popping out an eyeball 
or two), and then the butcher methodically 
slices, dices, exsanguinates, and otherwise 
removes all traces of the victim’s corpo- 
real existence. Jones, in a near-wordless 
performance, is effectively frightening as 
the butchering golem, and the film’s action 
in the subway and its slaughterhouse set- 
piece are striking. However, the script by Jeff 
Buhler does little to fill out the characters 
or explain the butcher’s backstory, and the 
quick explanation at the end really doesn’t 
suffice. The Midnight Meat Train may not 
be grade-A prime, but it ain’t chopped liver 
either. - Marjorie Baumgarten

PINEAPPLE EXPRESS 

D: David Gordon Green; with Seth Rogen, James Franco, 
Danny McBride, Gary Cole, Rosie Perez, Amber Heard, Craig 
Robinson, Kevin Corrigan, James Remar.

Rounding the third act of this Stoner action- 
comedy, there’s a big laugh that comes from 
a small moment of art reflecting life reflecting 
art. A low-level pot dealer named Red (played 
by the terrific character actor McBride) psychs 
himself up for a modern-day OK Corral by 
cocking his firearm and sing-songing “Thug 
Life.” He’s play-acting at being a toughie, 
and so too are the many and varied talents 
at work here in this affectionate bid at the 
buddy pics of the Seventies and Eighties. 
Rogen (who co-wrote the script with partner 
Evan Goldberg) plays a process server named 
Dale Denton, who accidentally witnesses 
a murder and must go on the lam with his 
dealer, the sweet, half-lidded Saul (Franco). 
(The title refers to a particular strain of weed 
that Saul sells Dale, weed so good it smells 
like “God’s vagina.”) The action follows the 
pair almost exclusively, and Rogen and Franco 
- who previously worked together on Freaks 
and Geeks and are part of uberproducer Judd 
Apatow’s rotating roster - have a comfort- 
able, freewheeling chemistry, like Richard 
Pryor and Gene Wilder’s. Strip away the guys 
with guns chasing after them, and what you 
have are two loners stumbling onto a soul- 
mate - or another hilarious, heartfelt ode 
to fraternal love in the same vein as Rogen 
and Goldberg’s breakout from last summer, 
Superbad. In the morally uncomplicated land- 
scape of the buddy picture, it’s “bros before 
hos!” (as Red serially, nonsensically cries 
out), and that idea might as well be hand- 
stenciled and nailed crooked to the door of 
the Apatow clubhouse. That exclusivity ran- 
kles less in Pineapple Express, partly because 
we are tossed a delicious little bone by way of 
Perez’s pert, dirty cop and partly because the 
mostly male cast is so good, right down the 
line, from the bad guys to the bit parts and, 
most especially, the unlikely leads. Franco, 
who too often gravitates toward wet-blanket 
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roles, is a revelation as the kind-hearted 
idiot savant Saul, and the smirking, plush- 
toy pliable Rogen (Knocked Up) defies 
action-hero conventions to achieve what 
he may count, in his twilight years, as his 
single greatest moment on film: a slo- 
mo free fall onto the back of a drug lord 
that rock-star splits between beauty and 
badassedness (it’s blood-free, too, which 
cannot be said about the film’s hypervio- 
lent, shoot ’em up climax). The arthouse 
darling director Green (All the Real Girls) 
plays against type, too, and in the process 
has crafted a film that is at once elegant 
and sublimely silly. That’s no mean feat: 
When was the last time you paused during 
a Will Ferrell comedy to admire a sun-dap- 
pled, wooded idyll or how it recalled some 
long-ago romantic idea about AM radio?

Pixieish Lena 
(Bledel) decides to take art classes at the 
Rhode Island School of Design, where she 
also hopes to heal her newly broken heart in 
the company of a swoon-worthy nude model/ 
free-spirited artist/all-around romantic sap 
named Leo (Williams). Irrepressible blonde 
Bridget (Lively) is off to Turkey to exhume 
skeletons on an archaeological expedition 
while avoiding the metaphorical ones still 
lingering in her psyche as the result of her 
mother’s suicide. The movie’s narrator and 
emotional center, Carmen (Ferrera), incurs 
the jealous wrath of a friend by falling into 
a starring role in The Winter's Tale at a 
Shakespeare festival in Vermont, despite 
the fact that she’s never acted before. And 
the eternally sassy Tibby (Tamblyn) is in New 
York, working at a video store and trying to 
figure out her place in the world of adult 
relationships and responsibilities. So already 
you have four storylines that are begging 
for deeper examination, storylines that deal 
with some of the really juicy issues: love, 
death, envy, fear. But The Sisterhood of the 
Traveling Pants 2 isn’t interested in depth, 
and it doesn’t trust what it has; its only inter- 
est is in achieving the absolute peak level of 
female camaraderie, nostalgic sentimentality, 
and emotional catharsis. So by the time the 
four girls reunite in Greece, dozens of other 
plots and subplots have been introduced and 
disappeared again in a soap-opera whirlwind, 
most of them merely obstacles set up to be 
leaped over or pushed aside with narrative 
ease, and each one squeezing ... squeezing 
... squeezing (like a python) the desired emo- 
tional responses from audiences and then 
whipping them into complete sentimental 
submission.

BRIDESHEAD REVISITED d ; J ulian

I’m not sure that Evelyn Waugh, a Roman Catholic 
convert, would have endorsed this accomplished 
adaptation of his 1945 novel about the pre-World 
War II chasmic divides of class and religion and one 
man’s efforts to scale one while rejecting the other. 
Goode plays the lowborn, aspiring painter Charles 
Ryder, a role originated by Jeremy Irons in the 1981 
miniseries. New to Oxford, Charles is unformed and 
attention-starved, but very quickly he becomes the 
pet of Lord Sebastian Flyte (Whishaw). Brideshead 
Revisited becomes a far more interesting picture 
when it puts the collegial frolicking aside to explore 
the insidious sway of Sebastian’s homestead of 
Brideshead, which is as much an idea as it is a 
house. The film, a distinctly secular take on Waugh’s 
religiosity, is far more interested in the battle of blind 
faith vs. rigid unbelief and its devastating effects. 
Herein, everyone is complicated - by their station, 
their philosophy, their God - and everyone is com- 
plicit.

Sacrifices must be made, because that’s what 
heroes do. Or so goes the nihilistic logic behind The 
Dark Knight, a grim little parable on the wages of sin 
and the high cost of redemption. It’s impossible to 
view Nolan’s extravagantly dour film through anything 
but the prism of Ledger’s death. His Joker is the sort 
of convoluted, densely layered characterization that 
gets nominated for awards come Oscar time. It’s a 
pity, then, that when taken as a whole, this two-and-a- 
half hour film is such a stuffy downer. It’s jam-packed 
with flawlessly designed set-pieces and skulduggery, 
sure, but it’s also shrouded in grim portent, overlaid 
with a filigree of despair, and, for good measure, 
covered in a patina of dire consequence. In short, it’s 
a Batman for the new age of anxiety. There’s some- 
thing intangible missing from this Dark Knight. For all 
its thrum and thunder, Nolan’s film feels chilly and ill 
at ease.

The Fall is a visually stunning but ultimately 
mournful movie that is both richly layered with “once 
upon a time” fairy-tale subtext and dense with 
thickets of moral and motivational ambiguity.

With its tied-in-a-bow, patently dull outcome 
and yawny midsection, it makes Smith’s 1990 sit- 
com breakthrough, The Fresh Prince of Bel-Air, look 
positively transgressive by comparison. Berg strains 
toward some sort of message, but unless the mes- 
sage is that with great power comes vast amounts 
of booze and self-loathing - a superheroic subtext 
already delivered with far more pathos, thrills, and 
humor by Iron Man earlier this summer - then 
Hancock misses its target by a mile and leaves you 
to wonder about its protagonist’s obsession with 
eagles; whether or not he’s a god, an angel, or an 
alien; and why on earth anyone would want to waste 
a summer matinee afternoon with such vacuous 
cineplex junk.

Despite his ever more wiggy attempts to recapture 
the box-office sucker punch of The Sixth Sense, every 
Shyamalan film since 2000’s underrated Unbreakable 
has smacked of increasingly formulaic filmmaking. 
Sadly, if unsurprisingly, The Happening continues the 
director’s downward spiral. The film’s apocalyptic, 
Mother Nature-in-revolt scenario feels like something 
Al Gore might’ve cooked up during a mescaline- 
fueled all-nighter spent reading Whitman’s Leaves of 
Grass. When an unexplained phenomenon strikes the 
Eastern seaboard, causing everyone to walk back- 
ward and then kill themselves in a variety of nasty 
ways, it’s up to high school science teacher Elliot 
Moore (Wahlberg) to posit the possibilities, if not 
stave off the inevitable. Despite its queasy sort of 
escalating dread, The Happening ultimately never sur- 
passes the timeless thrill of watching the grass grow 
and then mowing the hell out of it.

It’s not perfect - thank Satan! - but Hellboy II: The 
Golden Army is by far the most splendidly imaginative 
and creatively uncorked piece of fantastic cinema 
since the director’s Pan’s Labyrinth netted an Oscar 
trifecta in 2007. Given the success of that film, 
del Toro’s budget is considerably larger this time, 


allowing him to indulge his genius for the freak- 
ish - Hellboy II is a visually breathtaking bestiary of

- while fleshing out the “big red one” and his pals at 
the Bureau for Paranormal Research and Defense. 
Co-scripted with wild abandon and plenty of heart by 
del Toro and the comic book’s creator, Mike Mignola, 
this second Hellboy film outing finds the stogie- 
chompin’, pussycat-lovin’, Tecate-swillin’ hell spawn 
defending an unsympathetic-as-ever mankind.

INDIANA JONES AND THE

This fourth installment is a fine, rollicking, 
lightning-paced return to form, overflowing with 
outlandishly entertaining action set-pieces that fall 
only somewhat short of eliciting the “holy cow!”

Ark. Booted from his tenured position as professor 
of archaeological studies at Yale in a McCarthy- 
esque twist, Dr. Indiana Jones (Ford, in fine fettle) 
is soon back in the thick of it, teaming up with a 
Harley-riding Dean/Brando teen rebel named Mutt 
(LaBeouf) to track down the crystalline cranium 
of the title. The smart, if somewhat overcrowded, 
script by David Koepp makes allowances for both 
Ford and his character’s advancing maturity while 
sacrificing none of the series’ innate innocence. 
Quite a feat, that, considering that before the plot 
even really begins, we’re treated to alien beings, a 
nuclear explosion in the Nevada badlands, and squir- 
relly, HUAC-style federal agents with pinkos on the 
brain. My only real complaints lie with Spielberg’s 
tendency to overburnish his film with a CGI wash.

Kit Kittredge 
isn’t terrible: There is a handful of supporting players 
who sparkle, and it seems rather churlish to complain 
about entertainment aimed at little girls, who almost 
never get big-budget movies made just for them. But 
considering director Rozema previously made the 
revisionist Mansfield Park, one rather hoped she might 
have been equally ingenious with the considerably 
less worthy material here.

Murphy’s new film is mildly amusing family 
entertainment, but when discussing the career of 
one of our most seasoned comic actors, “mildly 
amusing” can only be regarded as a letdown.

YOUR LEASE TERMS 
ARE IMPORTANT. 

So you are on the move and considering whether a particular 
lease makes sense for you. You are not alone - summer is the most 
common time of the year for Austinites to change rental units. 
This week’s column addresses questions related to nontraditional 
lease arrangements. 

I’m thinking about signing a lease that requires month- 
ly payments but does not say how long the lease is going to 
last. Is that a bad idea? 

It depends. The arrangement you described would 
create what is known as a month-to-month periodic 
tenancy. This is a legal term that means that the lease 
will continue for one-month periods as long as nei- 
ther you nor your landlord decides to terminate the 
agreement. Either you or your landlord can termi- 
nate the lease as long as proper notice is given. The 
proper notice necessary to terminate your potential 
lease would be one month, because you are creat- 
ing a month-to-month arrangement. This might be 
good if you want the flexibility to end the lease after 
only renting the property for a short period of time. 
Alternatively, this is a bad arrangement if you hope to 
rent the property for a long period of time, because 
your landlord could terminate the lease with only one 
month’s notice. 

I’m going to rent from my friend’s friend. She has never 
used a lease in the past and doesn’t want to use one with 
me. Is that OK? 

The landlord wants to create an oral lease. Oral 
leases are enforceable as long as they are for 12 months 
or less. The problem that oral leases create, however, is 
proving the terms of the lease agreement if a dispute 
arises between the landlord and the tenant. Many 
contested situations come down to one person’s word 
against the other’s. Generally, if landlords are making 
legitimate promises, then they should not have any 
reservations about putting these assurances in writing. 
Remember that a well-written lease can protect your 
rights, as well as the landlord’s.

ROUGH STUFF DOESN'T 
BREAK BRAKES 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

Way back when, when I was 16, I went on a 
backpacking trip with my pal Cliff. We took my 
venerable ’68 VW Squareback. We approached a 
stop sign with railroad tracks in front of it, and I 
braked while crossing the tracks. Cliff informed 
me that it is bad to apply the brakes on rough 
surfaces, as this greatly taxes the brake system. 
He said you should brake before hitting the rough 
stuff. This sort of made sense, and I have been 
doing it for more than 30 years now. Is there any 
truth in this? Can I step on the brakes while going 
over railroad tracks? - Jon 

TOM: Well, Cliff gave you good advice, Jon. 
But for a completely wackadoodle reason. 

RAY: Right. It is good to slow down before 
you go over a rough surface like railroad tracks, 
but not because you’ll hurt the brakes. You 
should slow down before railroad tracks so 
that you go slowly over the railroad tracks. 

TOM: Driving fast over rough surfaces pun- 
ishes your suspension system, and puts extra 
wear and tear on things like your tie rods, ball 
joints, and steering components. So it’s always 
good to slow down before you go over railroad 
tracks, potholes, or speed bumps. 

RAY: But if you need to slow down while 
driving on a rough surface, go ahead and do so. 
The brakes couldn’t care less. 

TOM: If the surface is rough enough that 
the tires are literally bouncing up off the 
ground momentarily, the anti-lock braking sys- 
tem will kick in to keep you from skidding. In 
that case, you may feel the brake pedal pulsing. 
That’s exactly what’s supposed to happen with 
ABS. There’s nothing wrong with that. 

RAY: The bottom line is that the brakes are 
there to slow or stop the car. And especially 
with modern computer-controlled systems, 
such as ABS and electronic stability control, 
our best advice is to use the brakes when you 
need them. Don’t worry about protecting the 
car - let the car protect you. 

TOM: And if you’re feeling generous, drop 
a dime to Cliff’s adult children, and tell them 
they don’t have to spend the next 30 years wor- 
rying about hurting their brakes. Because you 
know he taught them the same baloney!

Yes, of course it’s hot. You’re in Austin. It’s August. Every day when you 
walk outside it feels like you’re standing in front of oven ... an oven with 
a big steaming bowl of water in it. Even the breeze feels like a Labrador 
panting on the back of your neck. This is the time of year when you ask 
yourself, “How boring is San Diego . . . really?” Sure, there are plenty of 
other places with a milder climate: Hawaii, Miami, L.A. (those 13 million 
people don’t live there because of the Mexican food and the smog), but 
all have their drawbacks. Hawaii, along with having too many vowels in 
its name, also has Hawaiian shirts, which even on people like Tom Selleck 
are an unforgivable blight on the landscape. Sadly, most are worn by dudes 
who look like Wilford Brimley. Imagine if Texans went around wearing 
shirts with bluebonnets and Indian paintbrushes on them. Same differ- 
ence. Miami would be cool - especially if you could turn off the Sound 
Machine and just lay out on the beach all day without having to watch the 
leathery frmbags of European tourists bounce by above your head. El Lay? 
Seriously? Eventually those 13 million people are going to figure out a way 
to fuck up the sweet climate, too. They’re already off to a great start. The 
irony is that the valley holds in the smog like a huge, toxic bong hit - a 
veritable red-carpet treatment for the grim reaper. There’s plenty of fresh air 
in places like Montana and Alaska, but you have to weigh that against half a 
year of nipple/nut shrinking cold. Just when you start to develop those sexy 
tan lines you have to wrap them up in Gore-Tot or goose down until the 
spring thaw. It gets cold in Austin, but you never have to dig a snow tunnel 
to your driveway or sleep with your sled dogs to fend off frostbite. Generally 
staying warm isn’t much of a problem at all, unless you pass out on a park 
bench in mid February and your mangy, homeless, canine companion 
(wearing the obligatory Bobby McGee, “dirty red bandana”) doesn’t wake 
you up by licking the vomit off your face. If you ever needed reassurance 
that Austin’s climate is nicer than, say, Minneapolis, just compare homeless 
populations. Ever been annoyed by a squeegee-wielding homeless man on 
a Minneapolis street comer in Febmary? Right . . . because there aren’t any 
They’re all down in Austin working on their winter tans. Of course, the 
payback comes in August when the challenge is staying cool. It’s not as 
tough as it sounds. City pools are free and frio. There’s also Barton Creek, 
the fountains at Palmer, and if things get really ugly, Waller Creek. If you’re 
one of those fortunate people whose resume isn’t printed on a piece of 
cardboard, you have the option of cooling down in a more genteel set- 
ting. Perhaps an Evian spritzer poolside at the Four Seasons? If you want 
to try something a little more modest but equally decadent, head down 
to Waterloo Park this Saturday for the second annual Austin Ice Cream 
Festival. Cool down with ice cream from a variety of different vendors, and 
enjoy a variety of games, activities, and contests, as well as five music by 
acts like the 3 Balls of Fire, Loose Cannons, Chad Thomas & the Crazy 
Kings, and the Biscuit Brothers. Admission is $2, but you’ll want to bring 
an extra wad for the ice cream. Sometimes being cool can be costly
